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My wife, Annie, and my son saw the 
documentary The Devil and Daniel Johnston 
- about the singer, songwriter, artist, and leg- 
end - at South by Southwest, mostly because 
I'm interviewed in the film a couple of times. 
I tell the story of the first time Daniel was 
taken to a mental hospital. It was right before 
Christmas 1986. Dragged out of bed, where 
I was suffering with a 103-degree flu, I had 
been one of those who were responsible for 
committing him. 

My son was quite taken with the film and 
the person, who turned out to be sitting 
about five rows behind us, where he was 
laughing at some of the strangest times. My 
wife, on the other hand, reserved her opinion 
(more on this in the coda). 

One of the few complaints, among the many 
glowing observations, voiced by the crowd 
afterward was that the film didn't immerse 
you in the music as much as tell you about it 
(though there is a lot of Daniel's music in the 
movie). This comment, of course, was most 
often made by those who hadn't really known 
much about Johnston going into the movie. 

One night Annie and I were driving along, 
headed out for the evening. I played a song 
on the CD player, asking her to listen without 
telling her what it was. At the end, she looked 
at me both interested and threateningly (as if 
to say, "Don't play games - tell me what the 
damn song is!"). 

"Kathy McCarty doing a Daniel Johnston 
song from Dead Dog's Eyeball, her 1994 
album of all-Johnston covers. I wanted you to 
hear what Daniel's songs sound like as music, 
divorced somewhat from Daniel," I replied 

"When we were listening to Daniel's music," 
I went on, "that's the way I was hearing it." 

The look Annie gave was a couple of full spins 
of contempt past skepticism. A gifted musician 
herself, she knew I was so beyond tone deaf that 
"totally dead ear" was still a compliment.

"No, no," I quickly noted. "Not producer 
Brian Beattie's astutely appropriate, often 
lush arrangements! I didn't hear the work that 
elaborately in my head. But when I first heard 
the music, they were emotionally coherent, 
bull's-eye-effective songs. That's my point." 

Now, after a couple of generations of lo-fi 
sprawl, hearing Daniel's music for the first 
time might easily lead one to miss its power 
- the genius of the melody and the words car- 
ried by the complex emotional persona of the 
singer. My wife did not look convinced (again, 
check the coda). 

During the years after he first gave me a 
tape, playing Daniel's music was usually less 
like just listening to songs and more like 
undergoing an endurance swim that almost 
drowned me. I almost never put the tapes on 
casually, almost never listened to just one tape, 
but plunged in for hours. Sometimes, I would 
listen to no other music for days; in a world 
where innocence and experience are so twisted 
and confused, almost anything else would 
have been a too-disruptive intrusion. The 
experience was more electric-shock-therapy, 
sense-and-memory free falling than music. 

When Dead Dog's Eyeball, an album of 
Kathy McCarty covering Daniel Johnston 
songs, produced by Brian Beattie, first came 
out in 1994, I had it playing in the car's tape 
player nonstop for weeks. I loved it, though 
early on I stopped listening to the whole; I 
just played one song over and over. 

"Living Life" was like receiving a positive 
electric shot of energy over and over. I would 
have loved the song anyway for rhyming "cou- 
ple" with "Mott the Hoople" by pronouncing 
it "hop-ul," but each and every time the song 
swept me up and pushed me higher. "This is 
life/And everything's all right!" kicked off the 
chorus, then the rising, joyous "Livin'livin'liv 
in'livin'livin'livin'livin'livin'" to the drawn out 
"life!" The chorus ripped through my way too

worn-out and tired self like fresh air blasting 
loose everything in its path. 

Recently, at a SXSW Film party, I got to 
talking with someone who had the same 
addiction. Reinspired, I was soon playing 
"Living Life" over and over in the car. I soon 
remembered the frustration of the end of the 
preceding song bleeding into it, so you had to 
use manual rewind to find it. Even a couple 
of seconds - more in traffic - allowed my 
exhilaration to lose momentum. I wanted to 
be lost in that song! 

When I got the recently reissued Dead Dog's 
Eyeball, at first, after a couple of cursory listens, 
I returned to just listening to "Living Life," 
over and over, louder and louder. Finally one 
night, the roads empty, heading to a party to 
pick up my son and gang, I got distracted from 
playing the one song over and over. Instead, I 
listened to the whole album, really focusing on 
it. I've always thought it was a stunning album, 
but that was after barely hearing it. What an 
overwhelming masterpiece! 

Although there are songs I still can't listen 
to because they are too closely associated 
with Daniel and the emotionally devastating 
storms of two decades back, mostly I grow 
deeper and deeper into the album. 

The songs are almost becoming a whole 
- one massive piece of music - but cur- 
rently they are still distinct. The epic "I Had 
a Dream" travels through a variety of song 
forms by lyric inference rather than DJ mix- 
ing. A tragic lament, classic romance by way 
of pop radio, as if a medieval ballad mated 
"McArthur Park." Among Daniel's songs, it 
is one of the most encompassing, rich in his 
recurrent images and obsessions (dreams, 
clowns, monkeys, music being made, danc- 
ing, rejection). 

"Hey Joe" starts riffing on "Hey Jude" 
before daring to explode into an invocation of 
the glories of the universe. 



Sure, I could go on; song after song mines 
radically different but all contiguous musical 
veins. The trio of brilliant talents - writer 
Daniel Johnston, performer Kathy McCarty, 
and producer Brian Beattie - together tran- 
scend their previous, extraordinary output to 
achieve something unique and wonderful. I 
will write more on this - but go out, get this 
CD, and listen to it. 

CODA: Okay, back to the beginning: It's 
December 1986. Owning no shorts, no car, 
one horrendous pair of shoes, and falling- 
apart pants, making far less than $10,000 a 
year, living on food rifled from the lunches 
the Chronicle was getting on trade, I had just 
begun dating Anne S. Lewis, attorney, world 
traveler, gourmet, art collector, and writer. 
Already, she was having trouble wrapping 
her head around many aspects of my life, 
especially having to do with style, choices, 
and goals. The graduate-student decor and 
freshman-dorm odor of the one-bedroom 
apartment of this 36-year-old she seemed to 
find somewhat less than exciting. 

Still, she did not abandon our relation- 
ship, but steadily and bravely pioneered 
through the muck. There were two weeks at 
the end of the year that were packed with 
social engagements because of the holidays. 
Most of the time, Anne would make the 
dinner arrangements, because they were 
with her friends. We had not yet been going 
out a month. 

I would get messages that we should 
plan on meeting for "dinner at 7pm" or to 
remember "their party starts at 6:30pm." I 
would respond by leaving messages on her 
answering machine that said, "Can we do 
dinner at 7:30pm instead, because I'm going 
to see Daniel and visiting hours at the mental 
hospital aren't over until 7pm?" 

I'm not sure exactly why, but those mes- 
sages (of which there were at least a week's 
worth) seem to have colored her view ever 
since. Not of Daniel, but of me. I bet I get 
in her car some day, however, and she's 
playing Dead Dog's Eyeball. If I ask, and 
I won't, she'll act as though she has no 
idea what I'm talking about, and that she 
bought it because she heard a song from it 
on the radio. ■

Place 1: Lee Leffingwell 

Of all the Place 1 candidates, former Environmental 
Board Chair Leffingwell is clearly the most experi- 
enced at the kind of questions regularly facing the 
council, from transportation planning to environ- 
mental protection to setting priorities for growth and 
development. Leffingwell gathered so much early 
support that he has not only dominated the Place 
1 debate but altered the dynamics of the rest of the 
ballot - and that's because he's an experienced, level- 
headed, progressive candidate who will be an asset to 
the council and to Austin. 

Place 3: Margot Clarke and 
Mandy Dealey 

We believe Clarke and Dealey are best-qualified 
and best-suited for Place 3; each has distinct but 
long-dedicated records of public service, and each has 
run well for office before. Clarke has made "public 
participation" the theme of her campaign, and she 
has consistently run a grassroots-and-green effort that 
reflects Austin's democratic traditions and reaches 
out to the city's broadest constituencies. Dealey has 
emphasized the legacy of Jackie Goodman's service, 
and has placed health and human services - still 
recovering from the economic downturn - at the top 
of her priorities. 

Place 4: Betty Dunkerley 

As a financial officer, assistant city manager, and now 
council member, incumbent Dunkerley has performed 
long, honorable, and effective service for Austin. There 
isn't a saner or smarter member on the dais, and as the 
budget continues to grow, she'll be an attentive and 
sensitive eye on maintaining both budget balance and 
program priorities. 

Smoking Ordinance: 
Yes and No 

Chronicle sentiments are strong - but strongly mixed 
- on the proposed smoking ban, so we offer below a 
split endorsement. 



Smoking Ordinance: Yes 

We support the smoking ordinance primarily because 
it is a rational and necessary measure to extend work- 
place protections most of us already enjoy to the health 
of all employees, musicians, and the public. We are 
not persuaded by opponents that the ban will spell 
economic disaster, even on a small scale, nor are we con- 
vinced that "smokers' rights" extend beyond the limits 
of their own lungs. In light of the now thoroughly docu- 
mented damage caused to public health by secondhand 
smoke - not to mention the enormous public health 
costs casually imposed on the entire community by the 
tobacco industry - we don't think the public at large 
should continue to subsidize such destructive behavior. 

Smoking Ordinance: No 

The anti-smoking reformers - well-intentioned as 
they may be - want to extend an already quite effective 
smoking ban on 99% of public spaces to the handful 
of bars and clubs where the music, and the smoking 
populace that sustains it, still thrives. We oppose the 
measure primarily out of concern that it will likely 
drive some small but lively, unique gathering places 
- especially independent live music venues - out of 
business, and it sends a message of continued indiffer- 
ence on the part of the city to the economic health of 
the whole music community, regardless of how much 
lip service is paid to it. We also think it's an unneces- 
sary governmental intrusion on personal freedom and 
property rights. 

Austin Community College Annexation 
Referendum: Yes 

If Austin voters approve, those portions of Round 
Rock, Eanes, and Pflugerville ISDs that are located within 
the Austin city limits would be annexed into the ACC 
taxing district. Residents of the entire city would be 
liable for ACC property taxes, but in exchange, all ACC 
students within the same boundaries would be eligible 
for in-district tuition. The Austin area is heavily invested 
in the success of ACC, and it only makes sense that 
Austinites across the entire city share the load of commu- 
nity education - both the burdens and the advantages.

against Betty Dunkerley: In 2002, her total reported 
contributions were $62,000 more than the total 
reported expenditures. Where did that $62,000 go? 
What is she not telling us, and why does she claim it's 
"not substantive"? She also failed to submit correc- 
tions this week, as promised. 

Wes did indeed run for council in 2003 against 
Danny Thomas, garnering 35% of the vote, but not as 
a Libertarian. City of Austin rules don't allow partisan- 
defined campaigns. In response to your assessment 
of his seemingly pro-environment rhetoric, Wes is an 
independent thinker - able to consider a myriad of 
solutions, regardless of who brings them to the table. 

In addition to the single Austin Toll Party endorse- 
ment you mention, Benedict has also been endorsed by 
AustinVoter.com, the Travis County Libertarian Party, and 
yes, the Travis County Green Party. It should be noted 
too that Dunkerley did not pick up the significant Austin 
Neighborhoods Council endorsement - a telling miss. 



Also, Dunkerley indeed has something to do with "the 
toll roads" issue - she hasn't opposed shifting existing 
highways to toll roads, and she is very much indebted to 
the toll road lobbyists who are funding her campaign. 

As for the nostrums Wes is speaking to, he is mak- 
ing connections entrenched incumbents refuse to 
address: corporate subsidies = gentrification/burdens 
on lower-income inner-city residents = traffic conges- 
tion, along with criticizing failed policies and the hor- 
rific quick fixes to Band-Aid them (i.e., nostrums!).

Dear Editor,

On May 7, please vote no on the smoking ban 
and help keep Austin the live music capital of 
the world.

Talking Gas Tax 

Editor, 

Under "Lege Notes," April 22 [News], Kimberly 
Reeves reports that a regional gas tax increase "would 
amount to $25 million a year, up against a $2 billion 
price tag on toll road construction." 

First, toll roads are built with primarily gas tax 
monies, not toll bonds. The shortfall covered by toll 
bonds is well under $ 1 billion. 



Second, experts at CAMPO have estimated 
that a 2.5-cent local gas tax increase would return 
$1.1 billion over 20 years (p. 179, draft CAMPO 
Mobility 2030 Plan). Over 40 years, the life of 
CTRMA's bonds, the return would be more than 
$2.2 billion. 

Third, a gas tax could produce revenue as soon 
as six months from now. It will be years before tolls 
produce positive cash returns. 

Of course, this is all academic. Gov. Perry and 
state Rep. Krusee plan to loot our existing gas taxes 
for their grand Trans-Texas Corridor toll empire. And, 
as your reporter observes, Krusee and Sen. Barrientos 
will loot any local gas tax increases for their pet pas- 
senger rail schemes.

Austin Stories 

After a brief spasm of record-breaking interest in democracy last November, voting 
turnout has returned to its previously pathetic state. As of Tuesday night, early vot- 
ing totals in Travis Co. show that only 8,449 ballots, including mail-ins, have been 
cast since voting began on April 20 - only 1.72% of registered voters. - L.N. 

The independent investigator hired by the city to review the circumstances surround- 
ing the December motorcycle deaths of Austin Police Cmdr. Shauna Jacobson and 
her husband, retired detective Malcolm "Kurt" Jacobson, has found no evidence 
that anyone should have known that the couple was too drunk to drive. The Jacob- 
sons crashed into a guardrail on Highway 71 near Bee Creek after leaving the nearby 
Cedars Bar and Grill, the last in a string of stops on a charity "poker run" designed 
to benefit an ailing APD employee. Investigators said the motorcycle was traveling at 
nearly 90 mph at the time of the crash. Toxicology reports showed that Kurt's blood- 
alcohol content was .24, more than three times the legal limit to drive of .08, and 
Shauna's was .33, more than four times the legal limit. Numerous off-duty APD offi- 
cers took part in the charity event; yet, investigating attorney Archie Carl Pierce con- 
cluded that the Jacobsons gave no outward indication of drunkenness and that the 
other officers present at Cedars that afternoon "conducted themselves with appro- 
priate decorum and acted in a responsible manner." - Jordan Smith 

The parents of Jesse Lee Owens Jr., who was shot and killed by APD Officer Scott 
Glasgow in 2003, filed suit against Glasgow, APD Chief Stan Knee, and the city of 
Austin in federal court on April 26, alleging that Glasgow murdered Owens and that

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Candidate Scramble 

A HUMAN TRAGEDY OVERSHADOWS THE CAMPAIGN TWO-STEPS, 
BUT THE DANCE GOES ON BY MICHAEL KING 



Briefly interrupting the somber eulogies for 
Mary Lou McLain Tuesday afternoon at the Unitar- 
ian Church, the ACLU's Will Harrell asked the 
assembled mourners whether they thought Lee 
Leffingwell - McLain's widower - 
should continue his campaign for 
a seat on the City Council. The 
many "ayes" from the crowd were 
subdued but heartfelt, and Harrell 
looked down at Leffingwell and 
said, "We need you on the coun- 
cil." That was the only mention of 
the matter during the otherwise 
solemn occasion, and Harrell may 
well be forgiven for saying aloud what has been in 
the back of many minds since last weekend. 

It would be entirely understandable, on the 
other hand, if the grieving candidate decides city 
politics is no longer his most urgent priority. 
Perhaps by the time you read this, he will have 
made a decision whether to resume his cam- 
paign, suspended since his wife's untimely death. 
On Monday, campaign spokesman Mark Nathan 
said any decision was still several days away, add- 
ing that Leffingwell's supporters and friends 
were urging him simply to take his time and not 
to decide anything too quickly. In electoral 
terms, no immediate decision is necessary - the 
ballot is set, and it remains likely that Leffingwell 
will still win the vote outright, even against four 
other balloted candidates. Were he to step down

thereafter, a special election to fill the seat would 
be held in due course - and the shape of that 
potential race might well be decided by what 
happens elsewhere (i.e., in Place 3, which has 
four strong candidates). 

There will be plenty of time for 
politics. Before we move on, we 
should note that it was abun- 
dantly evident Tuesday that had 
Mary Lou McLain fully realized 
how deeply she had touched so 
many Austin lives over the course 
of her work as a nurse, a caretaker, 
a health care advocate, a public 
activist, a bosom friend, a sister, a beloved aunt - 
perhaps she would not have succumbed to her 
private dark night of the soul. The church was 
overflowing with friends, colleagues, candidates, 
city officials, activists of every sort, a couple of 
mayors, and loving family members. McLain 
loved, and was loved. Anyone familiar with depres- 
sion will recognize its ruthless solipsism, and 
recall to ourselves the prayer of the Rev. Davidson 
Loehr: "When we need help, let us ask for it, and 
let us wait until it arrives." 

Back to Earth 

Elsewhere on the politics beat, the campaigns 
are getting simultaneously entertaining and obnox- 
ious. Charges of money-grubbing and corruption 
have begun to resound, with barely a couple of 
weeks for the voters to decide if the charges have 
weight or are simply a sign of desperate candidates 
largely indistinguishable on questions of city poli-

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cy. Place 4 challenger Wes Benedict is making the most noise, charging 
incumbent Betty Dunkerley with several counts of accepting illegal contri- 
butions, inaccurate or false financial filings, and with accepting too much 
money from nonresidents. Some of the charges seem either frivolous or 
circular; for example, in his complaint to the state Ethics Commission, 
Benedict says Dunkerley's outstanding loans are not accurately represented 
in every page of her filings, yet he arrives at the true calculation of her 
indebtedness by reference to the very same filings. In his complaint to the 
city, he claims that the brief run-off period in the 2002 election (two days, 
until incumbent Beverly Griffith withdrew) simply never happened - should 
the matter ever come to judgment, there would be several thousand Austin 
voters who could readily testify otherwise. 

On the other hand, Benedict has clearly learned how to read a campaign 
filing, and someone with Dunkerley's reputation for financial punctilious- 
ness has real reason to be embarrassed by the state of her accounts. 
Campaign spokesman Mark Nathan (yes, he's working for Dunkerley, too) 
says the errors are being corrected, and that some contributions Benedict 
claims were over the limits were already caught and returned (as is custom- 
ary) before the matter was ever raised. 

Dunkerley's sloppy finances are certainly fair game for Benedict; but 
to imply - as his campaign manager does in this week's "Postmarks" - 
that they are sinister evidence of personal corruption is mudslinging pure 
and simple. 

Deep Money Matters 

It's also a sword that cuts both ways. Benedict learned that the hard way 
this week, as alert opponents pointed out that he and Place l's Casey 
Walker and Place 3's Margot Clarke - favorites of the Austin Toll Party's 
PETPAC - had transparently skirted the campaign ordinance by accepting 
in-kind contributions from the PAC (mailer design and extensive mailing 
list) that exceed the $100 limit in anyone's calculator but the elastic abacus 
of Toll Party mavens Sal Costello and Linda (A Little Less Corruption?) 
Curtis. This might be a mere peccadillo - although Clarke at least should 
know better - except that the Toll Partiers are lightning-quick to scream 
"Corruption! Thieves! Payoff! Sellout! Thug!" at anyone who so much as 
disagrees with them. Perhaps Costello and Curtis will now request an 
immediate criminal investigation of themselves and their anointed candi- 
dates by the Travis Co. DA. They would do us all a much bigger favor by 
simply ending their ceaseless demagoguing of a transportation policy dis- 
pute. I know - ain't gonna happen. 

That's not to say monitoring the money is not worth doing - but with few 
exceptions, it's about public interests, not private ethics. Benedict is right to 
call attention to the Austin Police Association's late heavy hand in the cam- 
paigns, as is Clarke to the sudden influx of Real Estate Council-connected 
donations that may well tip the balance in Place 3 to Gregg Knaupe. With 
the personal contribution limits as tight as they now are, the "independent" 
PACs have inordinate influence in the last weeks of the campaign, and they 
have not been shy in using it. While the rest of us are watching the person- 
alized Punch and Judy show, the usual suspects are gathering their num- 
bers, husbanding their strength - and sending the money flowing to those 
races, and to underwrite those candidates, most in tune with the interests 
of the permanent government. ■ 



COUNCIL NOTES 

Today's meeting (Thursday, April 28) promises 
to be a busy one, with the long-awaited commer- 
cial design standards on tap for a public hear- 
ing; a projected decision (perhaps) on the sale 
of City Hall's neighboring Block 21 (early handi- 
capping still points to Stratus), but probably not 
yet the more perplexing Seaholm tract; and the 
return of several other previously delayed items. 

But before we get to all that, the evening's live 
music performance is none other than the leg- 
endary Shiva's Headband, performing on this 
occasion in honor of acclaimed octogenarian 
music photographer Burton Wilson, who is up 
for a proclamation. In characteristic understate- 
ment, the band's Web site reports, "Describing 
Shiva's music is kind of like talking about God." 
So we suggest you get your butts on down there, 
or at least tune in to Channel 6 'long about 
5:30pm, and don't blink. 

On the morning's consent agenda, the Transit- 
Oriented Development Ordinance (Items 18 
and 19) is scheduled for third reading, after 
much intermittent tinkering, and with a separate 
resolution "to establish goals for affordable 
housing" in TOD districts and station area plans. 
That is, the community campaign for percentage 
set-asides for affordable housing - as opposed to 
"goals" - appears to have fallen on fallow ground. 

Solar voltaic panels are apparently sprout- 
ing all over the city, and there are a handful of 
items (7-10) to authorize rebates from Austin 
Energy for companies installing the panels: 
$100,000 to IBM, $98,700 to Hines Pool and 
Spa, $100,000 to Centex Beverage, $100,000 
to American Youthworks. On the electrical agenda, 
Item 37 might raise a few more eyebrows: the 
return of the postponed authorization to buy 
another 90 Tasers for the APD ($75,291). The 
council was apparently persuaded by the rose- 
colored APD report a couple of meetings ago 
that Tasers are just keen and peachy. That 
will no doubt raise spirits in Phoenix, at 
Taser International. 

The Community and Preservation and 
Revitalization Zone report, sponsored by Raul 
Alvarez and Danny Thomas, and glimpsed in a 
brief presentation a couple of weeks ago, reap- 
pears for a resolution, also in the morning. And 
Downtown revitalization should come up as well 
- Block 21 and Seaholm are scheduled for 
executive session, but also potentially from the 




dais in motions (Items 57-58) for contract nego- 
tiation and (in theory) execution - but look for 
the council to hold its fire on Seaholm, and per- 
haps on Block 21 as well. Major assets require 
careful handling. 

Folks from the Galindo Neighborhood are not 
about to let the council forget their opposition to 
the South Austin Tennis Center renovations 
and expansion scheduled for their neighborhood 
park, and several have signed up for Citizen 
Communications to give the members another 
earful. The 2pm briefing promises to be less 
impertinent: an update on the city's financial 
forecast, which, judging from the reports com- 
ing out the state comptroller's office, continues 
for the moment on the upswing. 

Later in the day, there is the customary brace 
of Old West Austin zoning cases, along with a 
number of others, and the compromise between 
St. Stephen's School and the neighborhood on 
the Gables at Westlake apartment proposal - 
postponed some weeks ago - returns under 
what appears to be brighter prospects. If we sur- 
vive all that, the 6pm public hearing is to "pro- 
vide direction regarding proposed design stan- 
dards for commercial and retail development." 
Go thou and provide direction. - Michael King 



In Memoriam: 
Mary Lou McLain 

Several hundred mourners, including many current 
and past city officials and City Council candidates, as 
well as many close friends and family members, filled 
the First Unitarian Universalist Church to overflowing at 
midday Tuesday, in honor of Mary Lou McLain, who 
died last Friday morning, April 22. McLain, 44, was a 
retired nurse and passionate health care advocate, pres- 
ident of the board of Family Eldercare, and a central 
force behind last year's creation of a Travis Co. Hospital 
District. She was married to Lee Leffingwell, Place 1 
candidate for City Council, who has temporarily suspend- 
ed his campaign. "It was not a timely death," began the 
Rev. Davidson Loehr, recounting what is known about 
the last hours of McLain, who committed suicide some 
time during Friday's early morning hours. Loehr said that 



there had been "no signs or symptoms" preceding 
McLain's action, and that she had given no indication to 
family or friends that she was despondent. She left only 
a note containing "a few disjointed and depressed 
thoughts," and had apparently been overwhelmed by a 
dark emotional moment "when our worse moods take 
us over." Recalling McLain's remarkable enthusiasm and 
spirited advocacy, Loehr said, "We have lost an energet- 
ic, competent, and intensely caring woman in the prime 
of her life." 

Many friends and family members spoke movingly of 
McLain during a communal eulogy, and portrayed a 
woman of tremendous energy and compassion, a wry 
sense of humor, and a sharp, practical sense of the work 
always needing to be done. Charlotte Flynn of the Gray 
Panthers celebrated McLain's work on behalf of the hos- 
pital district, calling it one of her legacies, and called on 
the mourners "to continue with the struggle she so val- 
iantly led all her life." Clarke Heidrick, who now chairs the 
board of the district, recalled the campaign that led even- 



tually to an election victory, and said of McLain, "She 
worked harder than anybody else, and on the ground," 
and that everyone else worked harder because "we 
couldn't bear to tell Mary Lou if we had lost." He praised 
McLain's "strength, dedication, sense of humor, and most 
of all her selflessness." 

Karen Langley, executive director of Family Eldercare 
and McLain's close friend, called McLain a "friend, leader, 
giver, advocated, and lover of life," and acknowledged the 
deep sorrow in everyone's heart over McLain's inexplica- 
ble death. "We cannot know what it was, and what it was 
about. ... We must celebrate all you were to us, and seek 
to fulfill your legacy." 

McLain's sister, Chris McLain of Sarasota, Fla., thanked 
the congregation for the love they had shown her family, 
and said of her sister (youngest of four), "The angels 
smiled the day that Lulie was born." She concluded, "We 
recognize that your pain and suffering are as significant 
as ours. ... We're a family."

The lawsuit, filed by Owens' mother, Barbara 
Shorts, and father, Jesse Owens Sr., challenges that story, alleging 
that Glasgow fired on Owens without provocation and that Glasgow 
was never trapped in the car.

Austin Energy's GreenChoice Program led all utility-sponsored 
green power programs nationwide in sales last year for the third 
year in a row, according to the U.S. Department of Energy. Selling 
334 million kilowatt-hours of electricity in 2004, Austin outdid No. 
2 Portland General by 72 million kwh. GreenChoice was also 
ranked as having the second-lowest premium in the country, one- 
half cent per kwh, meaning the typical local household pays only 
around $5 more a month for green power than do nonsubscribers, 
according to an AE press release. GreenChoice has more than 
7,500 residential subscribers, plus about 350 Austin businesses, 
more than 300 of which subscribe for 100% of their annual energy 
usage, the largest number of fully green-powered businesses in the 
nation, the press release said. According to a list of subscribers to 
the EPA's Green Power Partnership, AISD buys more green power 
than any other school district in the nation - some 48 million kwh 
a year, about 30% of the district's overall electricity use. Advanced 
Micro Devices and Round Rock ISD are also among the top 25 
green power subscribers enrolled in the partnership, which includes 
more than 500 businesses and governmental entities. - C.S. 

The city of Rollingwood and the Lower Colorado River Authority 

are at odds over the cost of a project to connect Rollingwood to the 
city of Austin's wastewater system. Expenses on the five-year proj- 
ect have escalated from $7.2 million to $17 million. That covers 
connecting about 500 homes and 22 commercial properties to the 
sewer system. For a tiny municipality like Rollingwood, that means 
homeowners could eventually pay $167 per month for sewer servic- 
es. Joe Beal, general manager of the LCRA, told his board that 
Austin had charged higher-than-expected costs. Mayor Hollis 
Jefferies and the Rollingwood City Council have retained former 
Austin Mayor Kirk Watson to represent them. - Kimberly Reeves 

The Planning Commission has recommended that Envision Central 
Texas lead the charge to formulate a plan for development around 
State Highway 130, which lies just outside Austin's extraterritorial 
jurisdiction. The future toll road passes just outside Austin's city 
limits through cities such as Round Rock, Pflugerville, Manor, and 
Mustang Ridge. In a paper the commission intends to present to 
City Council, the Planning Commission recommends the city provide 
financial support to Envision Central Texas to spearhead a regional 
approach to the issue. At this week's commission meeting, Com- 
missioner Matt Moore noted that the PC can spend hours on a sin- 
gle zoning case, but has devoted only minutes to major planning 
initiatives like SH 130. Those numbers ought to be flipped, he said, 
given the Planning Commission's role as advisory board on long- 
range development. SH 130 is expected to open in 2007. - K.R. 

Council Member Brewster McCracken's commercial design stan- 
dards finally get a hearing at City Council tonight, Thursday the 28th. 
McCracken calls the document a "work in progress," one that will 
continue to change as rules and guidelines are developed by the 
city. Those guidelines will apply to retail and mixed-use - but not 
office - development in both the urban core and suburban ring 
around the city. At the Planning Commission on Tuesday night, the 
Real Estate Council of Austin expressed continuing concerns about 
the cost to small business. The PC endorsed the guidelines but 
suggested pushing out the boundaries to incorporate more of the 
city into the more stringent urban development standards. - K.R. 

The prevailing wage debate dragged on at the AISD board of 
trustees meeting Monday, as construction workers again urged the 
district to adopt a wage scale for contracted labor that includes 
benefits. Trustees were supposed to decide on the issue in Febru- 
ary, but have delayed for months. After weeks of protest, the work- 
ers kept things peppy through variation - one speaker highlighted 
the paid apprenticeship programs that benefits fund; another 
argued that AISD couldn't have passed last fall's $519.5 million 
bond without labor's help, and threatened to "never, ever" vote for 
another bond if trustees decide against them. Also on hand were a 
cancer survivor, a couple of broken legs, and the mother of a pre- 
mature baby with a $438,000 hospital bill, all testifying that they'd 
be up a creek without insurance. Finally, several railed against KVET 
and the /Austin American-Statesman, both of which recently opined 



against the workers. One speaker pointed out that the day after the 
Statesman editorialized against worker benefits, it ran another edi- 
torial urging the Legislature to reduce the number of uninsured chil- 
dren in the state. "Don't they read their own editorials?" he asked. 
Trustees will make a decision May 9. - Rachel Proctor May 



Beyond City Limits 

Texas state Comptroller Carole Keeton "Tooting Her Own" Stray- 
horn announced on Friday that she had raised the state's revenue 
estimate for 2006-07 a whopping five bucks. In a press release, 
she announced that her office had received an anonymously sent 
$5 bill with a handwritten note reading "Strayhorn for Governor." 
However, "While flattered by the support, it is against the law for me 
to accept campaign contributions during the legislative session," 
said our pure and selfless comptroller, who, of course, is not offi- 
cially running for governor (yet). "So I put the money in the vault 
downstairs and raised the revenue estimate $5. I have received 
contributions from other people during this legislative session want- 
ing me to run for governor and I have returned them, but this one 
came to me anonymously from Houston, so I couldn't find its right- 
ful owner. I hope this Houstonian, whoever he or she may be, 
understands this money will be put to good use." The revised esti- 
mate, she says, is now $130,500,000,005. Naked City wonders: 
Doesn't such shameless self-promotion on state-owned fax 
machines violate campaign finance laws? - L.N. 

About 500 protesters were expected to gather at press time Wed- 
nesday in front of the Federal Building for a "Stop the Judicial 
Takeover" rally in response to U.S. Senate Republican leaders' 
plans to stack federal courts with conservative judges by voting to 
limit the use of the filibuster. The group called on GOP Sens. John 
Cornyn and Kay Bailey Hutchison, whose Texas offices are located 
inside the Eighth Street building, to vote "no" on "The Nuclear 
Option." Rally participants planned to cordon off the federal build- 
ing's entrance, holding up signs with messages like, "Right Wing 
Judges Only by Order of Congress" and "Regular Americans Keep 
Out," event coordinator Zane Rockenbaugh said. The rally was one 
of more than 190 planned nationwide by MoveOn PAC and the 
Coalition for a Fair and Independent Judiciary, an alliance of nation- 
al public interest, civil rights, and civil liberties groups. - C.S. 

The U.S. Department of Education fined the Texas Education 

Agency $444,282 for failing to release federally mandated test 
results, called Adequate Yearly Progress, by the required deadline 
last year. The fine was not - as erroneously reported by the 
Houston Chronicle and Associated Press - a punishment for the 
TEA'S refusal to follow federal guidelines regarding how many spe- 
cial education students can take alternate assessments rather 
than the regular TAKS test. While the TEA is indeed in a yearlong 
tiff with the feds over how many of Texas' special education stu- 
dents can test off grade level (about 9% took alternate tests last 
year, while federal rules allowed only 0.5%), and while the drawn-out 
negotiations are what caused the TEA to release its AYP test result 
data late, that tiff hasn't yet developed into financial punishment. 
In fact, TEA spokeswoman Debbie Graves Ratcliffe said she 
expects to reach a compromise on the special ed guidelines soon.

Weed Watch: The U.S. Supreme Court on April 18 announced that 
it will consider the federal government's attempt to forbid religious 
use of the hallucinogenic substance ayahuasca as a sacrament. 
The case pits the federal Controlled Substances Act against the 
Religious Freedom Restoration Act, and has slogged along since 
1998, when federal narcos raided the Santa Fe, N.M., headquar- 
ters of the U.S. branch of the Brazilian Union of the Vegetable 
Beneficent Spiritist Center (or, in Portuguese, as it is referred to in 
court filings, the 0 Centro Espirita), and seized 30 gallons of aya- 
huasca tea. According to the feds, the seizure was necessary 
because the tea, derived from the Amazonian vine Banisteriopsis 
caapi, contains dimethyltryptamine, which is regulated under the 
CSA. Seagram's whiskey heir Jeffrey Bronfman, the head of the 
U.S. church, cried foul, arguing that the church's use of the drug is 
akin to peyote use by some Native American churches, which is 
legal under the RFRA. So far the courts have agreed with Bronfman, 
prompting the feds to appeal to the Supremes. The court will con- 
sider the case in their next term, which begins in October.

IN A BILL ON CHILD PROTECTION, THE HOUSE VOTES TO DO ITS WORST BY AMY SMITH 
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Last week's amendment to ban gays and 
lesbians from becoming foster parents could be 
tomorrow's birdcage liner. That's the good 
news. The bad news is that the measure could 
go into the meat grinder and re-emerge as the 
lesser of two evils. 

What we do know is that the state senator 
who wrote the bill overhauling the state's prob- 
lem-plagued Child Protective Services has 
vowed to "strenuously object" to the measure 
remaining in the final drafting of Senate Bill 6. 
The surprise (yet not so sur- 
prising) floor amendment 
wrought by the gay-obsessed 
GOP rep from Pasadena, 
Robert Talton, would require 
state workers to launch an $8 
million inquisition into the 
sexual orientation of current and prospective 
foster parents and uproot thousands of chil- 
dren from their homes and schools. The House 
passed the amendment 81-58, with 10 mem- 
bers conveniently missing in action when it 
came time for a vote. A sprinkling of 
Republicans, including Austin Rep. Terry Keel, 
voted with Democrats against the measure.

The amendment was introduced and defend- 
ed in vintage Talton fashion: an angry scowl 
that would frighten little children. Gay foster 
parents, he said, are "teaching something that 
is not conducive to our traditional families. 
God created man, and he created woman, and 
he created marriage." He went on to talk about 
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homosexuality as a learned behavior, "and I 
think a child . . . ought to have the opportunity 
to be presented to a traditional family as such." 
He allowed that a child should have to wait 
until he or she turns 18 before making that 
"choice" to be gay or straight. 

Sanity in the Senate? 

That the majority of the House would buy 
into this clown's amendment really irked SB 
6's author, Sen. Jane Nelson, R-Lewisville. She 
vowed to "strenuously object" 
to the amendment's staying in 
the bill. Not only would the 
provision wreak havoc on the 
lives of thousands of children, 
she said, but it would open the 
door to an onslaught of law- 
suits against the state. It's a rare day when 
progressives look to Nelson for leadership and 
guidance on social issues, but these are des- 
perate times. Nelson, and the rest of the 
Senate for that matter, is not given to the kind 
of stunts that we've come to expect in the 
House of horrors. (This is the same bunch that 
on Monday passed the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment that not only would pro- 
hibit gay marriages but would ban the state's 
legal recognition of civil unions for gays and 
straights alike.) 

Democratic Rep. Elliott Naishtat, a co- 
sponsor of the House version of SB 6, says he 
hopes saner minds will prevail on the joint 
committee charged with hashing out the 
bill's final details. "There's a much better 
than 50-50 chance that the amendment will 
be removed, but in this new era of Texas gov- 
ernment, you never know," he said. "But we 
hope the Republicans on the conference 
committee will follow Sen. Nelson's lead." 

It helps that even Gov. Rick Perry acknowl- 
edges that the measure would create an enforce- 
ment nightmare. It would also sully what is 
supposed to be his showcase legislation carried 
with the help of bipartisan sponsorship. The 
last thing Perry needs is a brawl over a child 
welfare bill. On the other hand, killing the 
amendment will force him to answer to his 
right-wing base of Christian fanatics - the ones 
he's counting on to clinch his re-election next 




year. This includes people like Cathie Adams of 
Texas Eagle Forum, who told reporters that 
opponents to the amendment are "so hyper- 
sensitive and absolutely unreasonable." 

Friends Like These 

It should be noted that Talton isn't particu- 
larly well liked in some Republican circles - the 
ones that favor gambling and abhor trial law- 
yers. On the latter, Texans for Texas, a group 
that describes itself as "conservative activists 
promoting common-sense public policy with 
fiscal responsibility," took attorney Talton to 
task in its March 7 newsletter for not toeing the 
party line on tort reform. Texans for Texas cited 
Talton's voting record this session on tort 



reform measures before the House Civil 
Practices Committee, of which he is a member. 
Talton, according to T for T, voted three times 
with "liberal Democrats" Richard Raymond, 
D-Laredo, and Trey Martinez Fischer, D-San 
Antonio, to block reform legislation. ("Liberal" 
Raymond voted with Talton on the gay foster 
parent measure. His explanation: "I voted with 
my district.") As T for T noted: "Conservatives 
have long feared that trial lawyers would look 
for Republicans they could use to spread their 
influence over the legislative arena. It looks like 
they've found their man." 

You see, Talton is a hybrid of the scariest 
kind - a radical right-wing Republican trial 
lawyer - who, in the end, votes for Talton. ■

Even by the House of Representatives' 
own contentious standards, the April 21 
floor debate over HB 1006 was rife with 
sniping and backbiting. Seeking to cap 
local property tax rates, the bill from 
Rep. Carl Isett, R- Lubbock, calls for 
"truth in taxation" through making resi- 
dents aware of any increases, and 
allows for rate-rollback elections. 
Opponents, led by Rep. Mike Villarreal, 
D-San Antonio, disagree with the detri- 



mental effects the bill would have on 
local government, and with the state 
prescribing a one-size-fits-all model of 
taxation. In a successful performance 
April 12, Villarreal offered an amend- 
ment that seemed to leave HB 1006 
dead in the water; but the bill was resur- 
rected, and when debate resumed, the 
pissing contest did too, with Villarreal 
saying Isett's bill "[put] the cookie jar on 
the bottom shelf," in forcing rollbacks 



many communities can't afford. The bill 
seemed to be on the same track as last 
time, with Villarreal intent on shutting it 
down. But Speaker Tom Craddick exer- 
cised damage control and postponed it, 
and on April 26, HB 1006 finally passed 
out of the House and to the Senate.

It's getting harder and harder to swing a 
dead cat without hitting someone fed up 
with excessive test preparation in 

Texas schools. So, you'd think Rep. Dora 
Olivo, D-Rosenberg, would have an easi- 
er time getting a hearing for HBs 1612 
and 1613. The bills would augment the 
current high-stakes test regime, whereby 
students can be held back or fail to 



graduate based on their performance on 
TAKS tests, with "multiple criteria" 
assessment. That is, instead of subject- 
ing test-failers to intensive tutoring in 
test-taking strategies, schools could use 
a combination of teacher recommenda- 
tions and grades for a more holistic 
assessment. Olivo points out that TAKS- 
prep tunnel vision isn't something that 
only concerns low-performing schools - 
parents at exemplary schools also com- 
plain of it sucking the life out of the 
challenging learning experiences their 
baby Einsteins deserve. Of course, it's 
no easy feat to divert the accountability 
machine, no matter how slightly, perhaps 
not coincidentally because that machine 
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UT campus group Stand Out organized a rally at the Capitol Friday in reaction to 
an amendment made to CPS reform bill SB 6. Introduced by Rep. Robert Talton, R- 
Pasadena, piggyback legislation Amendment 60 would not only prohibit gay, lesbian, 
and bisexual adults from being foster parents in the future, but would also actively 
seek out and remove kids already placed with GLB parents. "If the conferees who 
we expect to get appointed get appointed, that language will come out," state Rep. 
Elliott Naishtat, D-Austin, who attended the rally, told the crowd, before beseeching 
citizens to contact members of the Legislature, "because you never know in this 
business. Especially these days, when we're dealing with an unprecedented level of 
mean-spiritedness and arrogance." He warned that the mean-spiritedness doesn't 
end with Talton's Amendment 60. "We need to be vigilant about other amendments 
and other bills that focus on hate and discrimination. We need to think more in 
terms of compassion and we need to let the members of the Legislature know that."

The Senate Criminal Justice Committee last week passed a bill that would limit police use of 
consent searches during routine traffic stops. Police use consent searches when they 
want to search a vehicle but lack probable cause to do so. Foes of the searches say that 
they're no more than a tool for racial profiling and do not net police high contraband seizure 
rates. As such, they argue, consent searches are a waste of valuable police resources. 
Meanwhile, police have bemoaned the possibility of losing the right to request a search 
based on an officer's training, experience, and intuition. In the end the committee compro- 
mised, amending the bill, SB 1195, authored by Sen. Juan "Chuy" Hinojosa, D-McAllen, to 
ban consent searches unless a motorist agrees to the search in writing, on a yet-to-be- 
designed, standardized form. A similar measure, HB 2418, by Rep. Harold Dutton, D-Hous- 
ton, is still pending in committee. Jordan Smith 

The Austin Toll Party is flooding Capitol lawmaker offices with e-mails calling for a hearing 
on House Bill 3363. Authored by Rep. Garnet Coleman, D-Houston, HB 3363 calls for a 
two-year moratorium on toll collection - but not construction of toll projects - while the 
state completes a financing study for both the Trans-Texas Corridor and other toll projects. 
The Toll Party says Rep. Mike Krusee, R-Round Rock, has refused to hear the bill. Krusee's 
office says the bill could still be scheduled but that a proposal on the issue, offered as an 
amendment to the House appropriations bill, was defeated. Corridor Watch, a separate 
statewide watchdog group on toll roads, is planning a rally on the Capitol steps on Tuesday 
morning to protest highway conversions to toll roads. - Kimberly Reeves 
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Linebarger to County: 
Have We Got a Deal for You! 
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Travis County officials have touched off a bristling politi- 
cal feud over the prospect of privatizing the county's delin- 
quent tax collection duties. Depending on the way things 
go, the decision could financially benefit one former elect- 
ed official and cause another to go ballistic. 

At the center of the firestorm is former County Attorney 
Ken Oden, who left office in February 2003 to work for a 
law firm that is now jockeying for the county's lucrative 
delinquent tax business. Waging an aggressive charge to 
keep the system under public control is former County 
Judge Bill Aleshire, a political gadfly and rabble-rouser 
who has always relished a good political fight - even if it 
means taking on old friends like Oden. Aleshire left county 
government nearly seven years ago, but on this issue he 
is proving to be every bit the public agitator out of office 
as he was during his 12 years as county judge. He is 
especially protective of the current tax collection system 
because it's his own creation; he built the program in the 
early Eighties, during his tenure as county tax assessor. 
He insists that the responsibility should remain under the 
control of the tax assessor and the county judge because 
both are accountable to voters. 

Travis Co. is the only metropolitan county in Texas that 
handles its own enforcement of delinquent property taxes, 
while a growing number of other jurisdictions are relying 
on private law firms to do their collection work. Aleshire 
makes no secret of his disdain for "scummy bounty hunt- 
ers" - so named because state law allows private attor- 
neys to impose a 15% to 20% "bounty" on delinquent tax- 
payers. County attorneys don't have such a luxury, though 
they can collect court costs and attorneys' fees on suc- 
cessful lawsuits. As a consequence, Oden says, the coun- 
ty is filing too many lawsuits, which ultimately costs tax- 
payers more money. Others argue that the county is just 
doing a better job of enforcement than when Oden held 
that responsibility. 

Two recent developments could influence the county's 
decision to go one way or the other: Last week, the 
Austin Independent School District - the county's larg- 
est taxing entity - voiced strong reservations about dis- 
mantling a system with which AISD is "extremely satis- 
fied." On the other end, Oden's law firm took the unusual 
step of promising to locate its national call center in 
Austin - adding jobs and revenue to the tax rolls - if 
awarded the county contract. 

Under a consolidated property tax program that serves 
more than 80 local jurisdictions, the county boasts an 



overall collection rate of a respectable 98.5% within the 
first year that taxes come due. But last month, thanks to 
an aggressive lobbying campaign by Oden's firm - 
Linebarger Goggan Blair & Sampson - Travis Co. com- 
missioners suddenly, with inexplicable urgency, decided it 
was time to consider whether a private firm could do a bet- 
ter and cheaper job of collecting delinquent taxes. Only 
Commissioner Karen Sonleitner put up a fuss, pointing 
out that the court was acting solely on a "vendor-driven 
deadline." She was referring to the month of May, when 
delinquent taxpayers must be notified in writing that the 
county has either retained, or is considering retaining, a 
private firm to enforce payment. 

Still, commissioners reasoned, there is nothing wrong 
with making an "apples-to-apples" comparison of the coun- 
ty's collection record vs. the records of private firms that 
hold contracts in other counties. (Oden's firm, the San 
Antonio-based Linebarger, holds the majority of government 
contracts in Texas and nationally is among the top shops 
in the industry.) Late last month, the commissioners 
issued a "request for information" - sort of an exploratory 
first step in the pre-bid process - and an in-house commit- 
tee will spend the next couple of weeks reviewing the 
responses they get from potential bidders. (The deadline 
for submissions is Friday, April 29.) The committee will 
report back to commissioners next month. 

By that time, however, county officials may well have 
decided to scrap the idea altogether. AISD - wielding the 
influence that comes with the aforementioned status as 
the county's largest taxing entity - sent a letter April 18 to 
County Judge Sam Biscoe expressing serious concerns 
about the possibility of the county contracting with a pri- 
vate firm. AISD General Counsel Mel Waxier said he 
wrote the letter to ensure that the district has an opportu- 
nity to weigh in on the decision. "Clearly AISD is one of the 
big players in this arena," he said. "The district has had 
great success with the existing operation, and we've never 
had any cause to be displeased with it." Should the county 
decide to outsource its delinquent tax collection work, he 
added, AISD would likely seek a waiver on its current con- 
tract with the county and pursue an independent search 
for a private collector. 

At the very least, the commissioners now seem more 
willing to slow the process down. "If [the numbers] are 
close, I say we keep it in-house," Biscoe said recently. 
"And it may take us so long to do our due diligence that 
we may not decide to do anything this year." He added that 




he wants to ensure that both Tax Assessor Nelda Wells 
Spears and County Attorney David Escamilla are "com- 
fortable" with the commissioners' decision. So far, Spears 
and Escamilla say they are confident that the county's tax 
collection rate can stand up against the "competition." 

With this in mind, Oden says, his firm has come up with 
a unique proposal that carries an economic development 
twist - although what it has to do with the actual tax col- 
lection proposal remains to be debated. In a brief synop- 
sis, Oden said that in exchange for the county's business, 
Linebarger Goggan would establish a national call center - 
the backbone of its tax collection work - in Austin, east of 
1-35. The center would employ about 130 people to start, 
Oden said, and would add another 100-300 workers within 
24 months. Employees would receive full benefits. He 
added that the center might end up here with or without 
the county contract. It's uncertain how the commissioners 
would respond to that offer, particularly when the sole pur- 
pose of this exercise, in theory, was to compare the coun- 
ty's collection rate and costs against those of private 
firms. But there are two things certain right now: Aleshire 
will argue against Oden's offer, and this story - a moving 
target - will have additional developments to report next 
week. Stay tuned. - Amy Smith

POLS BASHING TOLLS 



Comptroller Carole Keeton Strayhorn 

is a master when it comes to playing to the 
crowd, and the crowd couldn't get much 
friendlier than the Tunes Not Tolls concert 
with headliner Jimmie Vaughan last 
Thursday night. 

Sal Costello : Austin Toll Party - the 
nemesis of more than one elected Central 
Texas politician - has wholeheartedly 
embraced Strayhorn for her tough stance 
against the Central Texas Regional 
Mobility Authority in recent months. 
While the Toll Party and its People for 
Efficient Transportation Political Action 
Committee have taken every opportunity 
to lambast other politicians for supporting 
"double tax" roads, the group has lavished 
praise on Strayhorn, even awarding her its 
Anti-Corruption Award. 

For Strayhorn, last week's crowd could 
still coyly ask, "What are you running for?" 
when the Strayhorn bumper stickers 
appeared on a table outside the ballroom. 
When she mentioned Gov. Rick Perry's 
name she knew the crowd would give a 
resounding "boo," and when she spoke of 
taking back the free roads of Texas, she 
knew she'd hear a cheer go up. 

"It doesn't get better than being here 
with the fine men and women who are here 
fighting against double taxation, loose reg- 
ulation, government infiltration, and fighting 
for efficient transportation and accurate 
information, and real relief from traffic con- 
gestion on a freeway system that once was 
and again will be the envy of the nation," 
Strayhorn told the crowd. Given the warmth 
of Strayhorn's embrace of PETPAC - and 
the names of politicians advertised to 
speak at the event - it seemed only appro- 
priate to examine just what kind of clout 
this group carried with local politicians. 

First, none of the "heroes" mentioned 
on the flyer - Austin Republican state 
Reps. Terry Keel and Todd Baxter and 
Austin City Council Member Brewster 
McCracken - showed up for the event. 
The only politicians on hand were the trio 
endorsed by PETPAC in the current council 
election - Margot Clarke, Casey Walker, 
and Wes Benedict. And while the power 
of a recent recall petition drive might seem 



potent to council wannabes, the three 
appeared to have paid for their own flyer to 
advertise that fact. 

Keel, whose anti-toll quotes at meetings 
have been used in PETPAC's radio ads, 
brushed aside any insinuation that he 
could have ties to the Toll Party, saying he 
couldn't help it if the group chose to use 
his name on a promotional flyer for the 
concert. Baxter said his understanding was 
that the Toll Party intended to recognize 
those members who stood up to vote 
against toll roads - no more, no less. He 
says he has no real ties to the group but 
supports their right to free speech. "The 
William Cannon Bridge will open as a free 
road this week," Baxter said. "I do think the 
loud and visceral response of citizens is 
what ultimately led to the William Cannon 
overpass being a free road. This activity 
has produced an effect." For the record, 
Baxter says he is not opposed to every toll 
road. He supports toll roads when they cre- 
ate true alternative routes in new right-of- 
way, such as State Highway 130 and U.S. 
183-A. He still has a lot of questions about 
Loop 360 in his own House district and is 
opposed to converting the road to a toll 
road at this time. 

McCracken said he was proud to accept 
the Toll Party's People's Champion Award, 
but that he did not consider himself behold- 
en to the group, personally or politically. 
"I've been driven by my own analysis of the 
right thing to do and how to fix this prob- 
lem," McCracken said. "I need to work with 
everybody to do that, whether it's the 
Austin Toll Party or the people on CAMPO 
who voted for the toll projects. If you're not 
willing to work with everybody, you're not 
going to be able to get something done." 

State Rep. Mike Krusee, R-Round 
Rock, who authored the bill that created 
toll roads, says that as long as he has 
been in the House, members have 
refrained during the session from attend- 
ing fundraising events like Tunes Not Tolls, 
aimed specifically at raising money for a 
PAC with the sole intention of unseating 
members who voted in favor of the Central 
Texas toll road vote.

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Affordable Education Gets Tangled 
Up in Free Speech at UT 



All speech is free at the 
University of Texas - as 

long as you follow the 
rules, that is. This is what 
a group of UT students 
learned when they tried to 
illustrate their concerns 
over the high cost of 
tuition by pitching some 
tents and camping out 
on the UT mall - big 
tuition bills eat up stu- 
dents' rent money, get it? 
Their theatre of protest 
was stymied early on, how- 
ever, when UT administra- 
tors answered their appli- 
cation to erect a tent city 
with a list of rules that 
prohibited the use of 
tents for shelter (tents as 
"exhibits" are fine, as 
long as no one goes 
inside them), and forbade 
sleeping. Is this a viola- 
tion of UT's policy that all 
students, faculty, and staff 
have the right to express 
their opinions wherever 
and whenever they 
choose? Not at all, says 
the handy list of rules that 
the UT office of student 
activities provided to the 
would-be tent dwellers to 
make sure they keep their 
free speech within accept- 
able bounds: "Sleeping is 
not expressive conduct, it 
is an unconscious state," 
they explained. So there. 

The students see this as a way UT can pay 
lip service to free speech even while regulat- 
ing it to death, and, therefore, one more thing 
to protest about. "I think we can stand there 
with a sign, but that's about it," said UT 
Watch member Dominique Cambou. 
Nevertheless, they did their best to follow the 
rules, staying up all night and taking their 
tents down in the morning. Some even made 
it to class that day. 

Beyond the free speech concerns embod- 
ied by their tents, however, the students 
remained committed to their larger cause: 
drawing attention to legislative attempts to 
protect financial aid programs and rein in run- 
away tuition. "My main concern is making 
higher education accessible to everyone," 
said Pedro de la Torre of UT Watch. "It's 
getting worse and worse, and harder and 
harder for middle and lower-class families to 
afford higher education, which is the key to 
social mobility." 

They got backing from Senators Rodney 
Ellis, D-Houston, and Tommy Williams, R-The 
Woodlands, who appeared on bicycles shortly 
after a dozen pizzas were delivered courtesy 
of Ellis' office. (Williams promised he'd also 
pitch in on "victuals.") Decked out in a blue 
lycra biking top, Ellis surveyed the pizza boxes 
and soda cans, reminded the students that a 
proper protest ends with cleaning up after 
yourself, and then chatted with a group of 
University Democrats about prospects for

protecting tuition rates and the TEXAS Grant 

program, of which he was an original champi- 
on. Currently, the Lege is considering cutting 
by 40% the program, which has provided 
about 60,000 low-income Texas students with 
tuition grants. Instead, needy students will be 
shuffled into the B-on-Time loan program, 
which offers grants to students who finish in 
four years with a B average, but makes stu- 
dents pay them back if they don't meet those 
requirements. The senators also want to see 
UT tuition stop rising. Williams, who has two 
Longhorn sons, sponsored a bill that would 
cut state appropriations for any school that 
raised its designated tuition - the portion of 
tuition over which regents have control - 
beyond $94 per credit hour, UT's current rate. 
(The board of regents this spring approved a 
4.75% tuition increase for UT-Austin, which 
would follow a 37% increase the year before.) 

Ellis admitted that keeping higher educa- 
tion affordable is an "uphill battle," but 
added, "I feel better about the prospects of 
keeping them from devastating the TEXAS 
Grant program." 

As the sun faded from the sky, the two sen- 
ators strapped on their helmets, bade the 
students farewell, and pedaled off toward 
Town Lake for a quick, bipartisan battle of the 
bulge. Looking somewhere between awed and 
bemused, University Democrats president 
Marcus Ceniceros watched them go. "That's 
so awesome," he said. - Rachel Proctor May

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City's Zero Energy Homes Prove

The sun is about to set on the award- 
winning NetZero Energy Subdivision con- 
cept devised last year by Austin Energy's 
Green Building Program, the City of Austin 
Neighborhood Housing and Community 
Development Department, and the Austin 
Housing Finance Corporation. The develop- 
ment was to have been located just off 
Riverside Drive, on an undeveloped swath 
of land in the Montopolis neighborhood, 
one of Austin's most disadvantaged areas. 
The electrically self-sufficient, solar-pow- 
ered project promised the very latest in 
affordable, green homebuilding to a sector 
of the community in dire need of quality 
housing. In February, when the Chronicle 
last reported on the subdivision, city plan- 
ners and observers were optimistic that 
something truly dynamic was taking place 
and a groundbreaking was expected later 
that month. Since then, following a series 
of budgetary hiccups, the project has been 
officially halted, leaving many wondering 
why a balance between zero energy con- 
struction and affordability can't be met in 
the Southeast Austin neighborhood. 

The design for the subdivision is revolu- 
tionary, especially in sprawl-obsessed 
Texas, and would've been the first of its 
kind in the nation. The homes, which would 
have used photovoltaic solar panels and a 
host of efficiency features, were slated to 
produce at least as much energy as they 
consumed over a year's time, and would be 



offered at a price designed to be affordable 
to buyers who earn less than 60% of the 
area median family income. But after two 
rounds of bids for the subdivision's first 
phase came in over budget, officials are 
now indicating that Montopolis may not be 
the place for zero energy homes. 

In his presentation Tuesday to the city 
Resource Management Commission, AE's 
Roger Duncan said work on the subdivi- 
sion has stopped. "We're not giving up on 
the idea of zero energy homes, but we're 
having to look at other sites." Duncan said 
unforeseen and costly topographic limita- 
tions, like serious drainage issues and diffi- 
culty matching the homes' directional orien- 
tation (required for generating solar energy) 
with the location of existing water lines, 
made the subdivision's affordability goals 
impossible. The extraneous expenses, he 
said, made it extremely difficult to balance 
the cost of the efficiency measures needed 
for a zero energy home with the level of 
affordability the community is looking for. 

"We're going to have to do a redesign to cut 
construction and infrastructure costs," said 
Richard Morgan, AE Green Building Program 
project manager. A re-evaluated zero energy 
project on a more suitable, probably East or 
Southeast Austin site that serves the "upper 
range of the low income bracket" is more 
likely, Morgan said. "We couldn't build homes 
that served the needs of the Montopolis 
neighborhood with the plans we had."

Among those saddened by this news is 
Sustainable Energy and Economic 
Development Coalition Executive Director 

Karen Hadden. "All along we thought this 
was a brilliant concept. Now we're being 
told it can't be done. I don't think we 
should give up that easily," Hadden said. 
"It's important to combine affordability with 
zero energy because it's low-income people 
that need the low energy bills the most." 
She added that now is a good time for citi- 
zens to call the City Council and Austin 
Energy to tell them what they think. 

Montopolis Neighborhood Alliance 
President Brad Joyner said, "A lot of peo- 
ple, including me, were excited about this 
development." He's disappointed that plan- 
ners didn't at least proceed with the first 
phase of five homes that was set to break 
ground in February. "If I were these guys, 
I'd build three or six homes and get start- 
ed. If they could do that, I guarantee there 
would be more demand than they could 
meet." Even if they lose money, he said, 
the act of simply building the zero energy 



homes would set an example. "The next 
guy is going to come along, see that this 
can be done, and find a better way of doing 
it. That's the American way. People 
have tenacity." 

Julie Beggs, Austin Housing Finance 
Corporation's spokesperson, said zero 
energy homes haven't been entirely ruled 
out in Montopolis, but that the develop- 
ment's affordability is the overriding consid- 
eration. That's largely because the subdivi- 
sion's federal and local funding is contin- 
gent upon all of the homes being afford- 
able to buyers under the 80% median fami- 
ly income earnings mark. Duncan assured 
the Resource Management Commission 
that eventually the project's homes built in 
Montopolis will be of the green building 
variety and will be extremely efficient, if not 
zero energy. The subdivision's plans will be 
solidified one way or the other by the end 
of May, Beggs said. Until then, neighbors 
and clean energy advocates alike hope that 
this iconic project somehow, somewhere 
comes to fruition. - Daniel Mottola

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Jay Yeates is not really interested in 
the pressures facing the modern daily 
newspaper. He simply wants the Austin 
American-Statesman to stop dumping a 
red-bagged copy of the newspaper on his 
driveway, which turns into a mushy red 
mass after it rains. "If I wanted a newspa- 
per I would subscribe to it," said Yeates, 
48, a computer network administrator who 
is tired of picking up the unwanted papers 
from lawns and storm gutters. "If I'm not 
paying for it, they are simply littering my 
yard," he said. 

Unfortunately for the Statesman, Yeates 
is part of a growing population of subur- 
banites who are finding that life can still be 
a rich and wonderful experience without a 
daily newspaper. Around the country, urban 
papers are losing readers, even as metro 
populations soar. Although the regional popu- 
lation is growing rapidly, last year alone the 
Statesman's Monday through Saturday cir- 
culation slipped from 183,312 to 177,926 
copies a day, according to reports filed with 
the Audit Bureau of Circulations. 

Faced with the stark numbers, the 
Statesman is exploring new ways to spark 
circulation and revenue, often taking a 
pickax to traditional boundaries in the pro- 
cess. Most glaring was the introduction in 
recent months of color ads in the section 
front headers - once sacred turf. If they 
choose, advertisers now can also buy a 
"post-it note"-style ad on page one or strip 
an ad across the bottom of a section front. 
"They are trying to be more creative," said 
one local advertising executive, who didn't 
want to be named. 

The bagged copies showing up on Yeates' 
driveway are part of an attempt to boost the 
Statesman's official circulation numbers using 
"sponsored" copies, a controversial prac- 
tice within the industry. In 2001, faced with 
pressure from publishers, the Audit Bureau 
changed its rules to allow newspapers to 
include so-called third party copies in their 
overall numbers. The third-party copies are 
typically purchased at a cut rate by spon- 
sors and distributed free to unsuspecting 
nonsubscribers like Yeates, who may or 
may not feel blessed by the free newspa- 
per. A study by The New York Times last 
year found that 669 of the nation's top 



papers would have reported 
an additional 2% decline in 
circulation if the third party 
freebies were excluded. 

After complaints from 
advertisers and circulation 
scandals at several large 
dailies, some newspapers 
have pledged to cut back on 
the freebies. "If the pendu- 
lum is swinging, it is swing- 
ing away from aggressively 
pursuing third-party sales," 
said Sammy Papert, CEO of 
Dallas-based Belden 
Associates, a newspaper research firm. 

Bucking the trend, the Statesman is actu- 
ally increasing its third-party sales. The 
Statesman's 2003 paid circulation report 
includes more than 17,000 copies for 
"educational programs," "employee copies," 
and third-party sales; a year later the num- 
ber was up to 18,500, helping to soften 
some of the drop in actual paid circulation. 

Statesman publisher Michael Laosa 
says the Statesman is following the "letter" 
of the new policy, which also restricts the 
percentage of third-party sales that a news- 
paper can use in its overall numbers. Third 
party sales "are OK as long as you follow the 
rules set out by the [Audit Bureau]," he said. 

Like many papers, the Statesman is trying 
to downplay its circulation numbers. In a 
March 13 column introducing a new blog, 
Statesman editor Rich Oppel wrote that "as 
print newspapers plateau in terms of paid 
circulation," the Statesman and other papers 
"now think in terms of readership." In other 
words, after decades of preaching the value 
of their paid circulation, newspaper execu- 
tives now say it's much more important to 
look at how many people are reading the 
paper, not how many are paying for it. 

According to the "readership" theory, the 
flagship paper's circulation may be sliding, 
but actual readership is increasing, thanks 
to the paper's Web site and niche products, 
like the Statesman's new Hispanic-targeted 
paper, Ahora Si!. "I think the industry has 
to move the market, to some degree, to 
readership," Laosa said. "We've done fairly 
well compared to the rest of the world 
when you look at our readership numbers." 
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Masthead "skybox" ads are the daily's latest attempt to boost revenue. 



Readership is the new mantra of the 
industry. "If you have lemons, sell lemon- 
ade, and basically readership is the lemon- 
ade and circulation is the lemon," said 
John Morton, president of Silver Spring, 
Md.-based Morton Research Inc., a con- 
sultancy whose clients including Cox 
Newspapers, parent of the Statesman. 

Despite steadily decreasing circulation 
numbers over the past 20 years, newspa- 
pers have remained profitable, Morton 
notes. Last year, publicly owned publishers 
reported profit margins of more than 20%, 
he says, thanks in part to declining cost of 
newsprint and, in some cases, slashing 
jobs. They've also managed to pass on 
costs to their clients by raising advertising 
and subscription rates. The days of a 25- 
cent newspaper are long gone. 

The Statesman, which costs the now- 
standard 50 cents, has steadily increased 
its ad rates in recent years, advertisers 
say, despite the lagging circulation. And 
advertisers are still willing to pay for choice 
locations. The price of a full-color "sky box" 
ad on the section front is $750, according 
to advertisers, although the price plum- 
mets as low as $200 a day if an advertiser 
buys in bulk. Ads stripped across the bot- 
tom of a section front - another recent 
introduction - cost $3,000 a day. "I think 
all newspapers are realizing that advertis- 
ers are looking for out of the box opportu- 
nities," said Kasey Kamerman, print buyer 
for GSD&M, the Austin-based ad agency. 

But some newspaper industry experts 
question if papers are offering up too much 



prime real estate to advertisers. "I think it 
cheapens the product, that's my view," 
Morton said. "It should always be clear to 
a reader what's for sale and what isn't." 

Within newsrooms, there is always con- 
cern that, as lines blur, advertising con- 
cerns will play a larger role on editorial 
pages. A few months ago Michael Barnes, 
editor of the Statesman's weekly entertain- 
ment guide XLent, raised proverbial eye- 
brows when he sent an e-mail to local arts 
organizations - the same organizations he 
covers - that appeared to urge them to 
advertise in an upcoming issue of XL. 
(Oppel and managing editor Fred Zipp 
didn't return calls for this story; Barnes 
declined to comment.) 

But Laosa says nothing has changed. 
While ads may be going where they've 
never gone before, the ratio between adver- 
tising and editorial content in the paper is 
essentially the same, he says. "As far as 
we're concerned, the line is the same," 
Laosa says. "Advertising takes care of 
advertising and news takes care of news." 

The Statesman is not alone in its efforts 
to find new ways to make the newspaper 
business pay off. There is a sense that the 
old rules are gone. One idea being dis- 
cussed in other markets is so-called 
"shadow" advertising, watermarks that 
will be visible underneath features. In the 
near future, newspapers will have to 
approach business in a "more consumer- 
centric way," Papert said. "It would be crazy 
not to realize times change."

Washington has a message for you: "No!" 

No on health care, college education, job 
training, food stamps, veterans' benefits, etc.

The plane has flaws. So many flaws that 
it cannot fly its intended combat missions. 
For example, it can't drop heavy equipment, 
which - hello - is a cargo plane's purpose. 
Also, it doesn't perform in cold weather. Nor 
does it have the range to reach global hot 
spots where it would be needed. And its 
engines tend to stall out on take-off. Plus 

- one more little thing - paratroopers can't 
jump out of it because the plane's design 
causes them to be pulled back and crash 
into the fuselage. 

The Pentagon has already bought 50 of these 
things for $2.6 billion. None are in combat - 
instead, they're mostly sitting idle on various 
U.S. military bases. It's such a boondoggle 
that even Pentagon chief Donnie Rumsfeld 
wants to stop production. Yet Lockheed lob- 
byists and the Air Force brass have been 
swarming Congress, which is about to give 
them another $5 billion to buy more C-130Js, 
which now cost more than $66 million a piece. 

That's your money. That's your health care, 
job training, education, and other real needs 
being squandered on pieces of worthless 
military junk. It's bad enough that Congress 
throws so much of our money at the war 
machine, but shouldn't we at least get back 
planes that work? 
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OFFSHORING IS 'PSYCHO- 
LOGICALLY DISTURBIN 

One of the worst aspects of the global 
corporate culture is that it routinely pits one 
group of workers against another in the cor- 
porate pursuit of dirt-cheap labor. 

This has come to an ugly head in recent 
years with the mass offshoring of U.S. call- 
center jobs. These workers answer ques- 
tions that American consumers have about 
their phone bills, computers, credit cards, 
insurance polices, etc. Curious about a long- 
distance charge on your phone bill? If you 
call your company's toll-free service number, 
you're likely to reach someone like Rahail 
Manzoor in India. 

An Indian trade group says there are 
350,000 people there working in such back- 
office service jobs for U.S. corporations, and 
the number is expected to grow by 40% this 
year alone. The corporations are tapping 
India's vast pool of workers who are English- 
speaking, tech-sawy ... and cheap. 

But these workers are also nervous 
wrecks, for they know that Americans are 
very angry about the offshoring of middle- 
class jobs. American callers often take out 
their anger on them, using creative com- 
binations of four-letter words. The Indian 
call centers try deception to deflect this 
anger. Rahail Manzoor, for example, is told 
to call himself "Jim" on the phone, and he 
has undergone lessons in how to speak 
"American." Some call centers have giant TV 
screens showing the current weather in U.S. 
cities, the latest sports scores, and such, so 
workers can make small talk and pretend to 
be in the U.S. 

But many callers know better and berate 
the poor operators, who are under such 
stress that they suffer all sorts of debilitat- 
ing illnesses. It's "psychologically disturbing," 
says Manzoor. 

It's also psychologically disturbing for 
Americans to see our middle-class future 
exported, while CEOs calmly count the bil- 
lions of dollars they rake in by pitting us 
against the Indians. To help unite workers 
here and there, call the AFL-CIO's interna- 
tional department: 202/637-5050.

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Round One at Round Rock 



Is the noisy suburban 
school battle an omen 
of things to come?

T 



he story so far: When the Round Rock ISD 
put a $349 million bond package before the 
voters in March, it crashed and burned, big 
time. The episode included much yelling 
and screaming from supporters and oppo- 
nents, accusations of lying on both sides, 
and a ruckus over a whether a $13,000 
video the district created was legal "educa- 
tion" or illegal "promotion." Subsequently, 
the school superintendent quit, and an eth- 
ics complaint filed against a bond-opposing 
trustee cost her her state job. Oh yeah, and 
another trustee resigned after he was caught 
trying to exchange his legal services for the 
chance to see some girl-on-girl action 
between a client and her friend. 
And they say Austin is weird. 
This is a story about the current cam- 
paign for three open seats on the Round 
Rock school board. It's also a story about 
rumors, accusations, insinuations, and hate. 
Not surprisingly, the piss-and-vinegar issues 
that shaped the bond debate are back, big 
and ugly as ever. In one corner are three 
bond opponents, running together as "The 
Sensible Ticket." In their view, the porky 
bond package the district proposed was just 
one example of rampant fiscal mismanage- 
ment and arrogance represented by the dis- 
trict administration under outgoing 
Superintendent Tom Gaul (who announced 
his resignation after the defeated bond 
vote). In the other corner are those Round 
Rockers, including many bond supporters, 
who question the ticket's motives, both in 
defeating the bond and in their declared 
goal of "taking over" the school board. 
Pointing to connections with anti-tax groups 
and school voucher supporters, they won- 
der if the ticket really has the needs of pub- 
lic schools at heart. While much of what is 
flying around on both sides is rumor, allega- 
tion, and the vitriol of well-nursed grudges, 
the dynamics of the race suggest that Round 
Rock also represents the latest front in par- 
tisan battles over education reform. 



The Sensible Ticket 

Although Round Rock's suburban popu- 
lation - at 80,000 with a bullet - is getting 
hefty, at election time it would appear that 
everybody knows everybody, and a lot of 
them hate one another. At a candidate meet-

and-greet at Brushy Creek (one of those 
subdivisions where all the streets are dead- 
ends and the trees are still shrubs), a forty- 
ish blonde dressed in red urges me to make 
clear in my article that "Dan McFaull," the 
school-board candidate, isn't "Dan McFall" 
of Brushy Creek, a landowner who has 
made a whole lot of people mad. 

Round Rock is that kind of place. 

The blonde is Carol Bernhard, who has 
also made a lot of people mad. She's a local 
activist, the president-elect of Austin Repub- 
lican Women, and she's proudly been a 
burr in RRISD's saddle for years. Her wake- 
up call came, she says, when her daughter's 
brand-new elementary school was offgas- 
sing formaldehyde and other chemicals in 
1992. She says the district knew about the 
problem, but didn't inform parents or fix 
the problem. (The district admits, but says 
it addressed, air quality complaints at 
Jollyville Elementary.) Thoroughly disillu- 
sioned, Bernhard has since then challenged 
the district's finances and purchasing poli- 
cies, and most recently was among those 
slugging hard to defeat the bond. Others - 
speaking only on condition of anonymity 
- describe her as having a "vendetta" 
against the district after she failed to win 
the bid to be the official class-ring vendor 
in 2001, and subsequently went on an 
open-records rampage to get her hands on 



competitors' bids. "Yeah, I have a vendet- 
ta," Bernhard snorts. "I have a vendetta 
against kids being poisoned." 

On that score, you can believe who you 
wish. The point is, it's that kind of place. 

Bernhard is supporting the three candi- 
dates who call themselves "The Sensible 
Ticket" - the choice for those who thought 
the bond package was a beefed-up, bloated 
outrage. Standing before tall windows over- 
looking the Brushy Creek community cen- 
ter's pristine grounds, candidates Debbie 
Bruce-Juhlke, Dan McFaull, and Vivian 
Sullivan stumped their message: The district 
is mismanaged. The bond proposal was an 
insult. We need more money to go to teach- 
ers, and less to fancy buildings and admin- 
istration. We can meet the district's capital 
needs with a bond package in the $ 150 mil- 
lion range. 

When they were done, John Gordon, 
another prominent bond opponent who 
introduced himself to me as the "Father of 
the Republican Party in Williamson County," 
urged attendees to "finish the job" started 
by defeating the bonds. That means getting 
all three Sensibles elected to join anti-bond 
trustee Elizabeth Elleson to form a majority 
on the seven-member board. "We can't get 
there with just two," he said. "We need all 
three working with Elizabeth to effect the 
change we need." 



The 50 Cent Rule 

The changes demanded by the Sensibles 
fall into two categories. First, since RRISD's 
35,000-student population is growing at a 
rate of 1,200 students a year, a new bond 
proposal is unavoidable. But the upstarts 
want to put together a much leaner package 
that cuts the "fat" from the $349 million 
package that 62% of voters opposed in 
March. The unpopular pudge includes a 
$38 million investment in technology, 
including laptop computers for 3,000 high 
school seniors. And instead of a $91 million 
high school - denounced by critics as a "Taj 
Mahal" - the Sensibles say they can build a 
mighty fine school for just $56 million. 

That echoes Elleson, the only trustee to 
publicly oppose the bond package, which 
sent her colliding with Superintendent Gaul 
and bond supporters. Elleson says the dis- 
pute extends into a history of mismanage- 
ment, as well as an administrative reluc- 
tance to open the district's books to parents 
and taxpayers. 

"I want more transparency," Elleson says. 
"When I asked questions about the budget, 
it was very frustrating to get answers. The 
answers they were giving were too vague 
and general to be of use to me." Elleson 
wants a line-item budget, so she can scruti- 
nize exactly what the district is spending 
money on, and move more money "into the 
classrooms," where (according to one inter- 
pretation of school expenditures) only 
about 50 cents of every education dollar 
currently goes. 

Finally, the Sensibles say they want the 
district to stop resenting and ignoring 
teacher and public input. They aren't alone: 
Denouncing a so-called "culture of intimi- 
dation," Place 6 candidate Mark Maund 
earned himself a healthy round of applause 
at one forum when he declared, "The chalk 
line of silence is over." As parent Maureen 
Moore Scheevel put it, "A lot of parents have 
concerns about how the district is run." 

But the extent to which those concerns 
are substantive - reflecting true mismanage- 
ment rather than run-of-the-mill inefficien- 
cies that will plague any institution, public 
or private - is not nearly so clear. 

One High School - To Go 

Is Round Rock ISD a mismanaged, secre- 
tive bureaucracy that fails to educate its 
students and ignores community input? 
Even some of Gaul's supporters admit there 
may be some truth to some of the claims. "I 
never found Tom Gaul to be an intimidating 
person," said veteran trustee and Place 6 
candidate Raymond Hartfield. "But he had 
a mission, and was driven by that mission, 
so maybe others interpreted that as not lis- 
tening." However, they also say that the 
district's mission brought results. The dis- 
trict points with pride to the fact that 97% 
continued on p.32

Eight candidates are running for three 
open seats on the Round Rock School 
Board; only Place 6 has an incumbent.

Yvette Sanchez: A high school and college 
instructor, and a longtime RRISD volunteer in PTAs 
and campus committees, Sanchez promises fiscal 
conservatism and budgetary "discipline." 

Karla Sartin: Sartin is a self-employed consultant 
who served on the Voight campus committee and 
the Project KIDS committee that helped develop 
the bond package. She presents herself as a 
mediator who can bring together the district's 
diverse stakeholders. 

Vivian Sullivan: A former FBI agent and 
neighborhood activist - she helped keep part of 
Highway 183 from being converted into a toll road 
- Sullivan decided to run for the school board 
because she was "scandalized" by the size of the 
bond proposal. She also wants line-item authority 
to cut wasteful spending from the budget. 
A "Sensible." 



Place Three 



Diane Cox: Cox has been active in her PTA and 

site-based committees, and served on several 
RRISD committees focused on technology planning, 
high school design, the education foundation, and 
Chapter 41 (i.e., statewide school finance). She 
wants to do a better job of bringing nonparents into 
discussions about how to best plan the district and 
its growth. 

Debbie Bruce-Juhlke: A longtime PTA activist 
with a background in social work, Bruce-Juhlke is 
running on a ticket of fiscal conservatism and a 
smaller bond. Of particular concern is making sure 
the district values diversity and inclusiveness. 
A "Sensible." 

Phil Denney: Withdrew from the race in early April. 



Place Six 



Raymond Hartfield: Incumbent trustee has served 
on the RRISD board since 1994, and served on 
site-based and district committees before that. 
He wants to keep "personal, private, or political 
agendas" out of board decisions. A former teacher, 
Hartfield now works on educational projects 
for SBC. 

Mark Maund: Maund is an attorney and former 
PTA president who decided to run for the board 
because of the size of the bond package and 
concerns about how it was put together. He wants 



the district to do a better job answering community 
questions, and tolerating dissent. 

Dan McFaull: Independent businessman McFaull 
promises to bring a businesslike approach to 
running RRISD affairs. He decided to get involved 
in school politics because of the bond, and like the 
other Sensibles, he promises to shrink the bond 
and scrub the "top-heavy" budget.

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of its seniors passed the exit-level TAKS 
(compared with 89% statewide), and that it 
just won a "What Parents Want" award from 
an educational consulting firm for the 14th 
year in a row. As for line-item budgets, 
RRISD financial officer Mike Estes says the 
district has little control over the format of 
its budgets, which are mandated by the 
Texas Education Agency. Plus, the district is 
audited by an outside firm every year, and 
those audits are also submitted to the TEA. 
"If there was a problem, it would have 
turned up in one of those audits," said 
Diane Cox, a candidate for Place 3 on the 
board. She adds that in her experience, 
she's never had a problem getting informa- 
tion from the district. 

Finally, that 50 cent figure beloved of 
public education critics is more than a little 
misleading. While it's true that just 56% of 
the RRISD funding (about the state average) 
goes directly to what the TEA calls "instruc- 
tion" - defined as teacher salaries and class- 
room materials - it's not as though the rest 
is being devoured by administrators or 
waste. Only 7% - not exactly an extravagant 
percentage - is spent on central office and 
campus administration. The remainder 
underwrites such wasteful assets as libraries, 
cafeterias, utilities, transportation, mainte- 
nance, and counselors. True, they're not 
teacher salaries "in the classroom," but it's 
pretty hard to run a school without them. 

But how about that apparently beefy 
bond package? Was it simply a reflection of 
Superintendent Tom Gaul's hobby horses? 
Doug Slade, one of 22 community members 
who served on the "Project KIDS" commit- 
tee that developed the bond proposal, says 
the bond wasn't some central-office boon- 
doggle: It was the considered expression of 
a community voice. As a parent and tax- 
payer, he believes there was virtually no fat 
in the package. "The reality is, everything in 
that bond package is needed. I don't think 
anything can be carved out, short of trustees 
deciding how far to go on their technology 
investment," he said. 

To Place 1 candidate Karla Sartin, who 
like Diane Cox also helped develop the

bond proposal (Sartin in Project KIDS, and 
Cox on the technology planning group that 
advised Project KIDS), the after-the-fact 
criticisms ring a little hollow. She wonders 
where the critics were when the bond pro- 
posal was being prepared. "I'm the only one 
in my race who stepped up when those 
volunteer cards came up," said Sartin. "I'm 
the only one who sat through those meet- 
ings. I hope in the future more people get 
involved in the front end." 

The fact that the Sensibles, like many 
bond opponents, didn't participate in the 
long process of soliciting public input does 
raise the question of whether their ideas for 
a $140 million package are realistic. They 
propose a $56 million, 2,400-student high 
school - the one in the failed package would 
have been $91 million and house 3,000 - 
based on the national average of $1.40 per 
square foot for a 400,000 square-foot facili- 
ty. And, as McFaull likes to point out, 
Leander just built a beautiful, fully fur- 
nished high school for $65 million. 

Well, sort of. According to Bill Britcher of 
Leander ISD, that school was unusually 
cost-effective because it was co-located with

a middle school, so the facilities could share 
major infrastructure like drainage ponds, 
and the district could bid construction 
materials in greater bulk. But more impor- 
tantly, he said, the school was built starting 
in 2001, while RRISD won't start the high 
school until 2007, which means six extra 
years of inflation for steel, concrete, and 
petroleum. Construction cost increases - 
Britcher says he's seeing 9% this year alone 
- are clobbering construction budgets 
nationwide. In other words, the days of the 
$65 million high school may well be over. 

"I'm sure our next high school will cost 
more than that, because that's the real world," 
said Britcher. "We're very concerned." 

Finally, the question remains whether 
cutting bond packages to the minimum is 
really sensible over the long term. Unlike 
bonds, Texas school districts' annual bud- 
gets are capped by the state. So, districts 
often use bond money - which is limited 
only by community willingness to pony up, 
but can only be spent on capital invest- 
ments - to invest in pricey features that save 
money over the long term. (For example, 
plentiful windows can reduce lighting costs, 
and high-quality floor coverings won't need 
replacing as often.) The Sensibles' slimmed- 
down bond package would also build fewer 
and smaller schools, and would squeeze the 
most out of existing ones through boundary 
adjustments and busing - which require 
driver salaries and gas - and continued reli- 
ance on portables, which themselves cost 
$65,000 a pop. All that money for mainte- 
nance and utilities and buses and portables 
means less money for teachers. In other 
words, if your goal is get more money in the 
classrooms, building schools on the cheap 
is a bad way to go about it. 

Sinister Forces? 

In that light, the Sensible Ticket's prom- 
ise of a $56 million high school or a couple 
of $12 million elementaries may sound tax- 
payer-friendly, but it sure doesn't sound 
realistic. And - because this is Round Rock, 
and because this is that kind of story - that 
gets people wondering about motives. 

In the early days of the battle over the 
bonds, parent Tricia Greim went to a Vote 



No rally, and was shocked to find many of 
the people around her were from outside 
the Round Rock school district, with one 
speaker coming in all the way from Fort 
Worth. "I became concerned about why 
they were there and why they cared about 
our little school district," she said. "I'm 
Republican, so it's not like a Democrat- 
Republican thing," she added. She's also 
not a gung-ho public school fanatic: Always 
skeptical of public schools, she planned to 
enroll her kids in private school until she 
saw the quality of Forest Creek elementary. 

Greim started investigating. She found a 
national group called the Republican Liberty 
Caucus, with a Texas chapter that was pay- 
ing for radio spots and signs in opposition 
to the bonds. It looked pretty fishy to her 
that a partisan organization was spending 
thousands to influence the bond vote. The 
whispering grew louder. Maureen Moore 
Scheevel, who thought the bond package 
was too big but voted for it anyway, heard it 
too. "Money was coming in from outside 
the district for ads to defeat this bond," she 
said. "I would like our community to make 
our own decision." 

Since the bond opponents included peo- 
ple like Peggy Venable of Americans for 
Prosperity, a Republican-dominated nation- 
al group that supports spending public 
education funds on private school vouchers, 
and uber-Republican activist John Gordon, 
the whisperers began assigning sinister 
motives to the bond opposition. And once 
the bond opponents got behind the Sensible 
Ticket - whose unapologetic goal, as Vivian 
Sullivan said at one candidate forum, was to 
"take over the school board" - the rumors 
really started to fly. Was the whole thing a 
plot by voucher proponents? The Sensibles 
scoff. "People want to paint us as puppets of 
a lot of different groups, political groups," 
said Sullivan at a forum. " [But] none of us 
knew each other when we filed. Being fiscal 
conservatives, we decided to pool our 
resources and run together." 

Speaking of their resources, none of the 
three candidates had filed required cam- 
paign finance statements, due 30 days before 
the May 7 election, as of April 21. ("I know, 
I know, I'm behind. I have to do that really 
soon," said McFaull.) Nevertheless, the 
group has somehow come up with enough 
money to go on the radio - not too common 
in a school board race - although, as 
Sullivan points out, there are three cam- 
paign coffers footing the bill. Playing fast 
and loose with campaign finance rules only 
feeds rumors that the ticket has something 
to hide - specifically, shadowy backers prob- 
ably tied to voucher proponents. Those 
rumors recently percolated into the public 
discussion. Discussing his resignation in a 
Round Rod; Leader article, Gaul expressed 
concerns about the ticket's "platforms, 
including their support of school vouchers 
and charter schools." 

That may be a bit of a stretch. At a candi- 
date forum where the topic came up, only 
Vivian Sullivan expressed enthusiasm for 
vouchers, and only in "very limited circum- 
stances." The Sensibles insist that vouchers 
simply aren't an issue for school boards. 
After Gaul's statement in the Leader, McFaull 
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sent out a threatening statement in the name of 
all three candidates demanding an apology. "We 
demand an immediate apology from Dr. Gaul. If 
he does not apologize and we are elected, his 
tenure will not last until July 31st" (when his 
contract currently expires), they wrote. 

Carol Bernhard takes the credit - or blame 

- for the fuss over vouchers. "Everyone in this 
community knows I'm supporting this ticket, 
and I'm one of the biggest voucher supporters in 
the state," she said. However, bringing it into the 
race, she says, is simply a "scare tactic," since 
her position on vouchers - or anything - is irrel- 
evant to what the candidates think. "This is just 
my opinion. I support these candidates, but 
they're not beholden to me," she laughed. "I 
don't give them big bucks or anything." 

And despite the Sensibles' loosey-goosey 
approach to campaign finance rules, it's defi- 
nitely an exaggeration to say that there's some 
kind of national conspiracy targeting Round 
Rock with fat wads of cash. Sure, the RLC is 
tied to a national group, but it's also run by 
Round Rock anti-tax activist Don Zimmerman. 
He has a long history of using the PAC to sup- 
port "taxpayer friendly" causes like opposing 
the Travis County Hospital District or the ACC 
annexation election. And remember that mys- 
terious speaker from Fort Worth at the Vote No 
rally? That's Zimmerman's brother. 

As for the question of why prominent vouch- 
er supporter Peggy Venable or GOP big boy 
John Gordon are so concerned about the issue 

- well, they live in Round Rock. If you spend 
most of your time opposing what you see as 
wasteful government spending, and your local 
school district has put forth a great big bond 



Three speakers were not convinced, and 
said so in none-too-pleasant terms. "Tonight 
you're trying to stack this board because 
you're scared you'll have the same results as 
the bond," said local resident Michael 
Gieringer, continuing, "Your ego and your elit- 
ism are pathetic." 

But trustees stuck to their guns. Hartfield 
said that for everyone who urged him to let the 
new board decide, there was someone else urg- 
ing him to appoint someone right away. Plus, 
the fact that he was getting threatening phone 
calls and e-mails from "one side of the issue" 
helped solidify his opinion. "Would that be the 
same talent, the same character, that would be 
represented if the trustee was appointed after 
the election?" he asked. 

The board ultimately appointed former 
trustee Brig Mireles to fulfill the remainder of 
Copenhaver's term, which expires in May 
2006, and opened the floor for comment. 
Four subsequent speakers all spoke in sup- 
port of the board, thanking them for their 
time and service to the community, and 
expressing bewilderment at the previous 
speakers' "angst and bitterness." "We've got a 
community right now that's divided. We've 
got to come together," said Danny Navarro 
(trustee Diana Maldonado's life-partner). "I 
think the only problem we've got is a com- 
munication problem." 

Many in Round Rock no doubt hope that is 
true. However, changes brewing in the 
Legislature may make consensus an increas- 
ingly elusive goal, in Round Rock and else- 
where. HB 2, the big school finance and reform 
bill, would require school boards to hold their

proposal that you consider wasteful govern- 
ment spending, and it's going to raise your 
taxes to boot, it's really not too shocking that 
you might jump on the Vote No bandwagon. 

Nevertheless, all that is not to say that 
school board races don't have larger implica- 
tions that may, in some ways, validate the 
whisperers' fears. 

In the Shadow of the Lege 

On Thursday, April 21, their last meeting 
before the May 7 election, the RRISD board of 
trustees appointed a replacement for Place 7, 
the seat Steve Copenhaver vacated when he got 
busted on the sex-for-legal-advice charge. 
Bernhard and friends showed up to urge the 
trustees to allow the new board to fill the seat 
after the election. Trustees said the prospect 
made them nervous: If incumbent Place 6 
trustee Raymond Hartfield is not re-elected, 
the board would have a sum total of three years 
of experience - three brand-new trustees, one 
with two years' experience, and two who were 
just elected last year. Four of the six trustees 
said they felt responsible for making absolutely 
sure that Place 7 was filled by someone with 
experience. "The learning curve of a new 
trustee is phenomenal," said outgoing presi- 
dent John Romano. 



nonpartisan trustee elections alongside the 
general elections, opening the door to joint 
campaign events and endorsements, and much 
more rancorous, partisan-tinged board races. 

Plus, even if vouchers don't matter in this 
school board race, they may well matter in the 
near future. Of the three voucher bills in the 
House, the one with the most support is HB 
1263 by Irving Republican Rep. Linda Harper- 
Brown. She pitches the bill as a very limited 
pilot voucher program, applicable to only 0.5% 
of public school students. What doesn't get 
talked about is a tiny, little provision that states 
that in 2010, any school district can partici- 
pate in the program if the trustees decide to do 
so. If that bill passes, get ready for a lot more 
sparks to fly. 

After Mireles was appointed, I asked 
Bernhard her opinion of the whole affair. "I 
adore Brig Mireles," she said with a bright 
smile, and confidently added, "This is a victory 
for our side." 

Democracy depends on people speaking 
their minds and debating differing opinions. 
But when a school community is bitterly 
divided, and with well-defined sides that win 
and lose, its hard to see how anyone can 
claim true victory in the larger struggle to 
make schools that work for everyone. ■ 
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Did Knee and Futrell Leak APD Warrants? 

WHISTLE-BLOWER TESTIMONY RAISES NEW QUESTIONS CONCERNING ACTIONS OF CITY OFFICIALS BY JO 



According to testimony given earlier 
this month in a police whistle-blower law- 
suit by an Austin Police Department detec- 
tive, Austin city officials - including APD 
Chief Stan Knee and City Manager Toby 
Futrell - may have compromised an ongo- 
ing criminal investigation into the busi- 
ness dealings of a city contractor. According 
to his sworn deposition, APD Detective 
David New believes that in the fall of 
2003, Knee and Futrell may have indi- 
rectly or even intentionally alerted Bonding 
and Technical Services Inc. (also known as 
BTS) that police investigators were plan- 
ning to execute search warrants at com- 
pany offices, several days before the war- 
rants were carried out. Detective New was 
one of the lead investigators on the BTS 
inquiry, and he made the allegations dur- 
ing his deposition testimony taken in con- 
nection with the ongoing whistle-blower 
lawsuit brought against the city by 
Detective Jeff White. 

In response, Futrell told the Chronicle she 
is "astonished" by New's testimony, which 
she referred to as a "character assassina- 
tion," and she denied each allegation of 
wrongdoing. Knee did not respond to 
numerous calls requesting an official com- 
ment. Two other city officials mentioned by 
New in connection with the episode no 
longer work for the city and could not be 
reached for comment. 

Detective White has sued the city, claim- 
ing that he was retaliated against by former 
APD Assistant Chief Jimmy Chapman for 
reporting his suspicions that Chapman was 
involved in thwarting the now-defunct mid- 
Nineties drug trafficking investigation code- 
named Mala Sangre (Bad Blood). (For more 
on White's suit and the Mala Sangre inves- 
tigation, see "Chapman Off the Job as Mala 
Sangre Probe Continues," Sept. 19, 2003.) 
Knee and Futrell were deposed in connec- 
tion with White's case in 2003; whether 
they provided candid and credible testimo- 
ny has become an ongoing matter of interest 
in subsequent depositions. During New's 
April 13 deposition, White's attorney, 
Donald Feare, asked New, White's former 
partner (who also worked on the Mala San- 
gre case), his opinion of Knee and Futrell's 
credibility. New told Feare that he does not 
consider either one of them credible. 

Concerning Chief Knee, New said that 
news reports recounting inconsistencies or 
lies that Knee has allegedly testified to in 
court - in cases unrelated to White's lawsuit 
- have colored his perception of the chief. "I 
don't feel too comfortable with him being 
truthful," New testified. 

"You also said that City Manager Toby 
Futrell was a name in question for you," 
Feare asked New. "Why would you question 
her integrity or honesty?" 

"I was involved in an investigation where 
her name came up in the investigation," 
New replied.

"And it came up as an actor in the con- 
duct or just by way of the fact she's city 
manager?" Feare asked. 

"No, she . . . was an actor in it," he said. 

According to New, his unfavorable opin- 
ion of Futrell was formed by his dealings 
with her during the BTS investigation. By 
early September 2003, New testified, police 
had been investigating BTS for nearly two 
years. According to published reports, the 
inquiry began with a federal probe into the 
conduct of Lino Rivera, the former head of 
the city's Department of Small and Minority 
Business Resources, who was suspected of 
pressuring contractors to hire particular 
companies and of threatening to withhold 
city business if they did not comply. That 
investigation eventually led to an expanded 
probe of BTS, the Omaha, Neb. -based com- 
pany that held a nearly $5 million city con- 
tract to serve as a contract facilitator, help- 
ing minority- and women-owned businesses 
secure jobs on city projects, New said. 

According to published accounts, in July 
2003, a former BTS employee reportedly told 
police that the company had falsified certain 
reports, overstating its work under the con- 
tract in an attempt to defraud the city. In the 
course of investigating that charge, police 
also discovered multiple, apparently corpo- 
rate-funded campaign donations - at least 
68 donations, according to New - made to 
each of the current council members and to 
former mayors Gus Garcia and Kirk Watson. 
According to investigators, many BTS 
employees wrote $100 checks - the maxi- 
mum single donation allowed by law - and 



they were later reimbursed with company 
funds. Texas campaign finance laws prohibit 
corporate donations to candidates; each vio- 
lation is a third-degree felony, punishable by 
up to 10 years in prison and/or a $10,000 
fine. According to reports in the Austin 
American-Statesman and the Omaha World- 
Herald, BTS officials have denied any wrong- 
doing and have claimed ignorance of state 
campaign finance law as a defense against 
the donation allegations. 

The campaign contributions remain 
under the review of the Travis Co. District 
Attorney's office. Asked about the status of 
that investigation, Assistant District Attorney 
Patty Robertson said that the investigation 
remains "open and ongoing." 

Suspicions Raised 

According to New's testimony, on Monday, 
Sept. 8, 2003, APD investigators were ready 
to serve three search warrants on BTS, related 
to both areas of the expanded police investi- 
gation. They would be seeking records kept 
at the company's Austin office, at the home 
office of Sheri Aaron, head of the company's 
Austin operations, and at the office in the 
Onion Creek condo owned by Dick Davis, 
BTS' majority owner. Since the investigation 
into BTS involved some "substantial names" 
- among them city officials, like Futrell and 
members of the City Council, New said - 
Chief Knee was kept up-to-date on the inves- 
tigators' activities. "The Chief wasn't really 
involved with the operation day to day as far 
as the police work of it," New testified. "He 
just wanted to be advised of what was going 



on." With that understanding, New's super- 
visor in the Integrity Crimes Unit (which 
investigates criminal allegations against police 
officers and public officials) "told the Chief 
about the search warrants" several days 
before police planned to serve them, New 
said. But when the investigators executed the 
warrants at Davis' condo, they found at least 
one empty file cabinet. "[W]hen we did the 
search warrant on his condominium, there 
were empty file cabinets in the upstairs 
office, his home office," New testified. "[A]nd 
what was odd about that was there were 
documents everywhere, and why in that one 
place were there not documents? So it really 
raised our suspicions." 

In trying to determine whether the inves- 
tigation had been compromised, New said, 
investigators reviewed both the chain of 
knowledge and related telephone records, 
and he came to believe that city officials - 
perhaps intentionally, perhaps inadvertently, 
or, as New put it, "recklessly" - had tipped 
off BTS officials about the impending war- 
rants. The suspected leak, New testified, 
began with Knee. "[W]e found that the 
Chief had told Toby Futrell about the search 
warrants," he said. "Well, [Futrell] turned 
around and told her people that these 
search warrants were coming and to be 
ready and to get some stuff together. And 
those people wound up calling the business 
about seven times on the . . . Thursday and 
Friday before the Monday search warrants." 

Futrell not only denies leaking any infor- 
mation regarding the impending warrants to 
any city employee or to anyone at BTS, she 
says that she herself reported to police the 
original allegations regarding BTS' handling 
of the city contract. 

New said that investigators pulled city 
phone records and found record of a call 
apparently from Futrell, or Futrell's office, 
to city employees Sue Brubaker, then the 
city's purchasing director, and Barbara 
Nickle, then the city's controller, followed 
by records of calls from Nickle to BTS. 
"[T]here was calls Wednesday, Thursday, 
Friday, and then there were calls to Toby on 
Saturday, and then we found out later that 
[there was a meeting] on Saturday," at 
which city officials prepared for questions 
from the media that they imagined would 
come on Monday. 

Investigators then questioned Futrell, 
Brubaker, and Nickle, but at first none were 
particularly forthcoming, New said. When 
asked directly about whether she'd talked to 
Knee about the warrants, Futrell said "she 
couldn't remember," New said. "And I said, 
"Did [Knee] call you, or did you talk in per- 
son about these search warrants? ... She 
said something to the effect she didn't really 
know how that came about, but I did ask 
her about compromising an investigation, 
that ... we suspected that had been the 
case." Futrell, New said, was "very offended 
that someone in her chain of command 
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might have done that [compromised an inves- 
tigation] or [that] someone beneath her," might 
have compromised the APD's criminal investi- 
gation. "So she asked me point blank, 'Are you 
saying someone compromised your investiga- 
tion?' Because she wasn't going to have it," 
New recalled Futrell saying. 

Sam Bassett, the Austin attorney for BTS, told 
the Chronicle that he is aware of the allegations 
contained in New's deposition testimony, but 
that he knows of "nothing from Sheri Aaron or 
Dick Davis that is consistent with their knowing 
about the search warrants ahead of time." 
Bassett said that he spoke with Aaron the day 
that the warrants were served and that she was 
"shocked and surprised" when the police arrived 
at her home. Attorney Roy Minton, who also 
represents BTS, said that Davis did not keep files 
at his Austin condo. Aaron was the one in 
charge of BTS' Austin operations, he said. 
"Davis wouldn't have any records at all," Minton 
said. "I don't know what the hell the man would 
be doing with file cabinets." 

Moreover, Bassett said that there is nothing 
inherently suspicious about phone calls alleg- 
edly made to BTS in the days leading up to the 
warrant service. Bassett notes that since BTS 
was working under a city contract at the time, 
the company was in regular contact with city 
officials. As a consequence, he said, there were 
"a lot of reasons for the city to be calling." 

Nonetheless, when questioned by police 
about contacts with BTS, Brubaker was even 
less forthcoming than Futrell, New said. "She 
was completely dishonest with us," he said. 
"She was dishonest about meeting with 
[Nickle]. She was dishonest about meeting 
with Toby. She was dishonest about the whole 
thing." When questioned further by police, 
New said, Nickle eventually gave the clearest 
account of what happened in the days leading 
up to the BTS warrant service. 

Saving Face? 

According to New, Nickle said she was at 
lunch with Brubaker when they got a call from 
Futrell who told them that "something big was 
going to happen" with BTS. Nickle told police 
that Futrell asked her and Brubaker to "get all 
their stuff together" related to the BTS contract, 
so they could be ready for media questions, New 
said. In part, that meant calling BTS to get the 
company's "response" to the results of a 2000 
audit of BTS commissioned by the city, New 
recalled Nickle telling the investigators. "So we 
found out that they were calling [BTS] the day 
before our search warrant," New testified. " [W]e 
couldn't prove that there was indeed someone 
[at the city] who said [that the police were com- 
ing], but, you know, when you have an empty 
file cabinet, and [city officials are] saying they 
called a day before the search warrant seven 
times, it's not hard to see," he continued. "I 
don't think they were talking just about an audit 
that occurred two years prior." And since the 
calls to BTS were made prior to the prewarrant 
execution Saturday meeting with Futrell, New 
said he concluded that Futrell would've had 
prior knowledge that the company had been 
alerted - if only in a roundabout manner - that 
something was about to go down. 

In response, Futrell said that on Wedneday, 
Sept. 3, she made one phone call, to Brubaker, 
who was at lunch with Nickle, and asked that 
the two compile city records related to the BTS 
contract - including the contract dates, dollar 
amounts, and an audit of BTS, along with the 



audit recommendations and follow-up - and to 
create a timeline of the contract history. Futrell 
says that she told the employees she wanted the 
information because she was "going to need to 
speak publicly about the contract" in the com- 
ing week. Futrell said that she did not mention 
anything about the ongoing investigation or the 
impending warrants. "I did not share any infor- 
mation [with them] about [the] investigation," 
she said. "I did not ask for them to contact 
BTS." Futrell also said that she did not offer any 
"caution" against calling the company. 

Futrell said that it wasn't until after the war- 
rants had been served that she found out that 
Nickle had made one call to BTS, to inquire 
about the audit. She said that there were 
numerous calls to BTS that week, but that 
those were likely related to contract negotia- 
tions with the company, which were ongoing 
during that period of time, leading up to the 
submission of the city's new budget, which 
extended the BTS contract on a month-to- 
month basis, but slashed its funding by 55%. 
"My guess is that those are the calls New is 
referring to," she said. 

Sue Brubaker and Barbara Nickle have since 
retired, and at press time, the Chronicle was 
unable to reach either of them for comment. 

In the aftermath of the warrant episode, 
New said Knee backed off from the investiga- 
tion and told the officers to move the entire 
inquiry under the authority of the Travis Co. 
District Attorney's Office. According to 
Assistant DA. Robertson, her office has 
"reviewed whether any city employee, includ- 
ing the city manager, inappropriately used any 
information that they would've learned from 
the [BTS] investigation, and concluded that 
there was no information disclosed or leaked 
by any city employee," she said. 

"Do you think you were snitched off?" Feare 
asked New. 

"Personally, yes," New answered. 

"Why?" Feare asked. 

"To save face . . . because they knew that they 
spent a lot of money on a company that didn't 
do what they were hired to do, a lot of money, 
millions," New testified. "And they did that to 
save face. If we can mess up one little aspect of 
it, guess what, it doesn't look so bad, I think; 
damage control, standard operating procedure." 

Futrell rejects New's characterization altogeth- 
er, and says that if city officials indeed wanted to 
cover something up, they would've conducted an 
"internal investigation" and not had the matter 
referred either to the police department or the 
Travis Co. district attorney. 

The allegations concerning Knee, Futrell, 
and other city officials are the most striking in 
New's deposition, but there is additional mate- 
rial concerning alleged misconduct and favorit- 
ism within APD and city government that will 
generate more public scrutiny. And the poten- 
tially inflammatory nature of some of New's 
testimony - not only about the BTS investiga- 
tion but also about the alleged retaliatory 
behavior of former Assistant Chief Chapman 
- was not lost on Detective New, who had 
apparently not been asked about these matters 
previously. Halfway through his nearly two 
hours of testimony, New stopped to wonder 
about his employment future. 

"I'm going to get fired over this, ain't I?" 
New asked. 

"No," replied Assistant City Attorney Lynn 
Carter. 

"You better not," said Feare. ■

$4 a Gallon

America is over. America is like Wile E. 
Coyote after he's run out a few paces past the 
edge of the cliff - he'll take a few more steps in 
midair before he looks down. Then, when he 
sees that there's nothing under him, he'll fall. 
Many Americans suspect that they're running 
on thin air, but they haven't looked down yet. 
When they do . . . 

Former Federal Reserve Board Chairman Paul 
Volcker, a pillar of the Establishment with 
access to economic information beyond our 
reach, wrote recently: "Circumstances seem 
to me as dangerous and intractable as any I 
can remember. ... What really concerns me is 
that there seems to be so little willingness or 
capacity to do anything about it" (quoted in 
The Economist, April 16, p. 12). Volcker chooses 
words carefully: "dangerous and intractable" 
"willingness or capacity." He's saying: The situa- 
tion is probably beyond our powers to remedy. 

Gas prices can only go up. Oil production 
is at or near peak capacity. The U.S. must 
compete for oil with China, the fastest-growing 
colossus in history. But the U.S. also must bor- 
row $2 billion a day to remain solvent, nearly 
half of that from China and her neighbors, 
while they supply most of our manufacturing 
("Benson's Economic and Market Trends," 
quoted in Asia Times Online) - so we have 
no cards to play with China, even militarily. 
(You can't war with the bankers who finance 
your army and the factories that supply your 
stores.) China now determines oil demand, 
and the U.S. has no long-term way to influ- 
ence prices. That means $4 a gallon by next 
spring, and rising - $5, then $6, probably $10 
by 2010 or thereabouts. Their economy can 
afford it; ours can't. We may hobble along with 
more or less the same way of life for the next 
dollar or so of hikes, but at around $4 America 
changes. Drastically. 

The "exburbs" and the rural poor will feel 
it first and hardest. Exburbians moved to 
the farthest reaches of suburbia for cheap 
real estate, willing to drive at least an hour 
each way to work. Many live marginally now. 
What happens when their commute becomes 
prohibitively expensive, just as interest rates 
and inflation rise, while their property values 
plummet? Urban real estate will go up, so 
they won't be able to live near their jobs - and 
there's nowhere else to go. In addition, thanks 
to Congress' recent shameless activity, bank- 
ruptcy is no longer an option for many. What 
happens to these people? Exburb refugees. A 
modern Dust Bowl. 

For the rural poor it's even worse. They are 
the poorest among us, with no assets and few 



skills; they earn the lowest nonimmigrant 
wages in America, and they must drive. When 
gas hits $4, their already below-the-margin life 
will be unsustainable. They'll have no choice 
but to be refugees and join in the modern 
Dust Bowl migration. So, too, will people who 
live where people were never intended to live 
in such numbers - places like Phoenix and 
Vegas, unlivable without air conditioning and 
water transport (energy prices will rise across 
the board, regular brownouts, blackouts, and 
faucet-drips will be "the new normal" every- 
where). In the desert cities, real estate will 
plunge, thousands will be ruined, most will 
leave - while all over the country folks will 
have to get used to "hot" and "cold" again. 

But where will the new refugees go, and what 
will they do when they get there? They will 
migrate to the more livable cities, where rents 
are already unreasonable and social services are 
already strained, and where the new refugees 
will compete with immigrants for the lowest- 
level housing and jobs. Immigration issues will 
intensify to hysteria. Native-born Americans 
will clamor for work that only legal and illegal 
aliens do now. In a culture as prone to violence 
as ours, that will probably get ugly. 

Meanwhile, suburbs and cities will be in 
various states of chaos, depending on their 
infrastructure. As inflation and interest rates 
rise, and the real estate bubble bursts, millions 
will see their assets plunge precipitously. In 
five years, many who are now well-off will live 
as the marginal live today, while the marginal 
will sink into poverty. With gas at $4-plus a 
gallon, real estate values will depend on near- 
ness to working centers and access to transpor- 
tation. As has already happened in Manhattan, 
the well-off will head for what are now slums, 
and the slum-dwellers will go God-knows- 
where. Places with decent rail service will be 
prime. Places without rail service will be in 
deep trouble. 

One key to America's future will be: How 
quickly can we build or rebuild heavy and 
light rail? And where will we get the money 
to do it? Railroads are the cheapest transport, 
the easiest to sustain, and the only solution 
to a post-automobile America. (For reasons I 
haven't space to detail, hybrid cars and alter- 
native energy won't cut it, if by "cut it" one 
means retaining anything like the present stan- 
dard of living. See James Howard Kunstler's 
"The Long Emergency" on Rolling Stone's 
Web site. Also check Mike Ruppert's site 
www.fromthewilderness.com and the documenta- 
ry The End of Suburbia.) A massive investment 
in railroad infrastructure could offer jobs to the 




unskilled and skilled alike, absorb much of the 
inevitable population displacement, and create 
a new social equilibrium 10 or 15 years down 
the line. Old RR cities like Grand Junction, 
Colo.; Amarillo, Texas; and Albuquerque, 
N.M., could become vital centers, offering new 
lives for the displaced. Railroads are key, but 
the question is: how to finance them? 

There's only one section of our economy 
that has that kind of money: the military bud- 
get. The U.S. now spends more on its military 
than all other nations combined. A sane transit 
to a post-automobile America will require a 
massive shift from military to infrastructure 
spending. That shift would be supported by 
our bankers in China and Europe (that is, they 
would continue to finance our debt) because 
it's in their interests that we regain economic 
viability. What's not in their interests is that we 
remain a military superpower. 

And that's where things get really interest- 
ing. The question becomes: 

Can America face reality? If the government 
responds to the coming changes by attempt- 
ing to remain a superpower no matter what, 
there is no way to underestimate the harm. 
The numbers speak for themselves. Soon we'll 
no longer have the resources to remain a mili- 
tary superpower and sustain a livable society 
that is anything like what we know today. It 
happened to England; it happened to Russia; 
it's about to happen to us. England sustained 
the transformation more or less gracefully; it 
lost its dominance while retaining its essential 
character. Russia is still in a period of trans- 
formation, but has remained a player thanks 
to its oil reserves. Europe in general - France, 
Germany, Italy, and Spain (all world powers 
in the fairly recent past) - is creating a post- 
national society, the most experimental form 
of governance since America's revolution. We 
have no appreciable oil, and we no longer have 



a manufacturing base. So what will the United 
States do? Sanely recognize its declining status 
and act accordingly, or make one last ignoble 
stab to retain its position by force? 

Half a century ago James Baldwin wrote: 
"Confronted with the impossibility of remain- 
ing faithful to one's beliefs, and the equal 
impossibility of becoming free of them, one 
can be driven to the most inhuman excesses." 
Americans believe they're "No. 1," destined to 
lead the world. That is the America that's over. 
If we insist on that illusion, then this world is 
in for tough times. We will neither hold on to 
what we have nor create what we might have, 
but we will wreak untold harm (if we don't 
destroy the species altogether). Or we can face 
and embrace reality. And that reality is: There 
is no such thing as "No. 1" ... there is no such 
thing as an ideal destined country that is bet- 
ter than any other ... there is only us, doing 
the best we can, trying to live free and sanely, 
within limits that are about to become only too 
clear. Our glory days are done. What's next? 

Remember, we're not talking about the far 
future. We're talking about the next decade. 

No country gets two centuries anymore. 
The 21st will be China's century. That's what 
$4-plus a gallon means, and nothing can stop 
it. So: How will we change? But the question 
"How will we change?" is really the question 
"How will I change?" Because history isn't a 
spectator sport. It's you and me. Everything 
depends on whether we side with reality or 
illusion. Face reality, and we have a chance. 
Cling to illusion, and we are lost. The America 
we've known is over - very soon. The America 
we can create is up to us. ■

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Unsung Hero 



BEHIND THE MUSIC OF THE MARRIAGE 
OF FIGARO' IS LORENZO DA PONTE

Say "The Marriage of Figaro" to your average arts fan, and two 
names leap to mind: Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart, who wrote the 
music to the opera; and Pierre-Augustin Caron de Beaumarchais, 
who penned the controversial play on which it was based. Few 
think of Lorenzo da Ponte, the poet who adapted Beaumarchais' 
text into the libretto for Mozart's opera. 

"Opera is a combination of art forms," says Richard Buckley, 
artistic director of Austin Lyric Opera, whose production of Le 
Nozze di Figaro opens Friday, April 29. "It is music, but not without 
drama, and similarly not without specific words expressing the situ- 
ations. Da Ponte, working from the play, was able to give Mozart 
a libretto that truly communicated the play." Buckley admires da 
Ponte for the poetic power of his language, which gave Mozart a 
"vehicle" to drive the story forward yet allowed room for his music. 
But just who was this man behind the words behind the music? 

Lorenzo da Ponte was born neither a Lorenzo nor a da Ponte, 
but Emanuele Conegliano, the eldest son of Jewish parents living 
in Ceneda, Italy, in 1749. After his mother died, his father remar- 
ried, but to a Christian woman, which required the entire family to 
convert to Catholicism. The custom of the day was for a newly bap- 
tized family to adopt the surname of the presiding bishop; thus the 
Coneglianos became the da Pontes, and as eldest son, Emanuele, 
took the bishop's first name, Lorenzo, as well. 

Da Ponte tried to make a career of Catholicism by enrolling in 
the seminary. But though he was ordained a priest in 1773, the 
vow of chastity proved too difficult for him; Da Ponte's numerous 
dalliances with married women enraged his superiors, who exiled 
him from Venice in 1779. 

Eventually da Ponte arrived in Vienna, where he acquired the 
position of court poet to Emperor Joseph II and met Mozart. In 
1786, they collaborated on Le Nozze di Figaro, which, due to the 
controversial nature of the material - Beaumarchais' play had been 
banned from the stage for its criticism of the ruling class - had to 
be written in secret. Da Ponte himself took the finished product 
directly to the emperor, insisting that he had "cut anything that 
might offend good taste or public decency." A few selections of the 
piece were played for the emperor. The royal ear was pleased with 
Mozart's music, and the opera allowed to proceed. 

Mozart and da Ponte repeated the success of Figaro twice more, 
with Don Giovanni (1787) and Cost Fan Tutte (1790), forming a 
group that many consider the finest operas of Mozart's career (if 
not all opera). During the composition of Don Giovanni, Da Ponte 
and Mozart lived in apartments across the street from each other 
in Prague and would shout out the window to each other as they 
worked. This fruitful partnership ended prematurely, however; in 
1791, Mozart died and da Ponte lost his position as court poet. 

From Vienna, da Ponte's life follows an even more curious route. 
In Trieste, he met an Englishwoman, married her, and moved to 
London, where he wrote for the Drury Lane Theatre, lost and 
regained his position several times, and finally declared bankruptcy. 
Impoverished, he set sail for the United States, where he pursued 
assorted dead-end jobs - New Jersey grocer, Pennsylvania medicine 
merchant - before settling into a life as a teacher of Italian lan- 
guage and culture. He was awarded a professorship at Columbia 
University, and his personal library became 
''"^j^ the core of its Italian collection. In 1833, 
he founded the Italian Opera House 
in New York City. Five years later, da 
Ponte died in New York. His body, 
like that of his friend and greatest 
collaborator, Mozart, was buried in 
an unmarked grave. I

Hundreds of years ago, when the Earth was creat- 
ed, the Lord gave two angels each a sack, one filled 
with the souls of the wise, one filled with the souls 
of the foolish, and told the angels, "Go fly, and dis- 
tribute these souls equally over the land." But the 
angel carrying the foolish souls tripped on the tip of 
a mountaintop and spilled them all over the town of 
Chelm, in Poland. 

"I think that's one of the reasons we have all of 
these horrible Polish jokes," says Whitney Presley, 
who is directing Sandy Asher's ironically titled chil- 
dren's comedy The Wise Men of Chelm for Second 
Youth Family Theatre. "In the Yiddish tradition, there 
are dozens of tales about Chelm that literally go 
back hundreds of years. What Sandy does is assem- 
ble some of the more instructive ones and frame them 
with a narrator, a storyteller who introduces them. 

"The whole thought behind the people of Chelm is 
that they're very good-hearted people, they just don't 
have a lot of common sense. One of the overriding 
morals of the stories is that you don't have to 
have a lot of common sense to get to the heart 
of the matter." 



This is a very special production for Second Youth 
because Sandy Asher is coming to town and will 
attend at least one of the performances. "That was 
sort of the brainchild of Judy Matetzschk-Campbell 
of Pollyanna Theatre Company and me," says Rick 
Smith, Second Youth's artistic director. "Judy is 
working with Sandy on developing a play from a pic- 
ture book for young children that Sandy wrote, and 
they wanted to find a time to come together and 
play with some ideas. Judy knew that we were going 
to do Wise Men, and Sandy has developed a lot of 
workshops and lectures for Jewish congregations 
around the country. So we approached the Jewish 
Community Center to see if they would collaborate 
with us on getting Sandy here, and they did! Sandy 
will be doing three days of talks with different JCC 
congregations, and we'll be taking Wise Men to the 
JCC campus on Mother's Day and doing a perfor- 
mance that's open to the public there, with Sandy 
doing a question-and-answer afterward. So, this is 
very big for us. Second Youth has never brought in a 
playwright before." 

It's nice to know that all the wise artistic directors 
didn't end up in Chelm. Says Presley, a UT grad: 
"Actually, I think the angel tripped over College Station."

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Touching All Those Hands 

REMEMBERING BOYD VANCE, HIS LIFE AND LEGACY BY ROBERT FAIRES 



Some people knew the Boyd Vance of the 
working week, the man who ran Pro Arts 
Collective, or the Boyd Vance of Sunday, 
worshiping at St. James Episcopal Church. 
I knew the Boyd of Saturday night. 

Alone in the spotlight, strutting his stuff 
down an aisle as narrow as a breath, sell- 
ing Fats Waller so sweetly you could smell 
honeysuckle in the air, making people smile 
bigger smiles than they'd smiled all week 
- that was where I first encountered Boyd. 
We were both in Esther's Follies - this was 
back in the Mesozoic Era of Austin theatre 
history, when I was young enough to have 
hair and we were both too young to know 
what we were doing - and Boyd was charged 
with warming up the crowd before every 
show. I never tired of watching him from 
the darkened back of the cramped original 
Pool. Every night was like a semester in the 
College of Showmanship. Boyd was all of 23 
years, and yet he knew more about playing 
to an audience than I ever will. The wink. 
The growl. The flirt. The drop in the lap. 
The sweet note that carries the song. He 
had already mastered them all and more. It 
came naturally to him; he had Bert Williams 
in his blood, Cab Calloway in his bones. 

But Boyd onstage wasn't just about the 
showmanship. He was about connecting 
with his audience, making that contact 
that had you feeling a personal bond with 
him. He touched everyone that way. At that 
time, I had never seen that, Je/t that, from a

live performer, and I've experienced it only 
rarely since. More extraordinary was the 
way he extended that way of connecting 
with people into his life off the stage. 

I don't know what it says about me that 
when I asked the woman who later became 
my wife on our first date, it was to see Boyd 
leading a cast of kids through a performance 
of The Me Nobody Knows at Liberty Lunch. 
Maybe that's why when I asked Boyd to 
usher at Barbara and my wedding and sing 
at our reception, he said yes. But I don't 
think so. Boyd just didn't say no when you 
asked him for something. Now, he wasn't 
shy about asking you for whatever he need- 
ed, which may have something to do with it. 
But he just didn't turn people down if they 
were in need. That was one more thing he 
taught me and many other people, too. To 
me, it's one of his greatest legacies. 

Boyd was kind enough to include me in 
some of his theatrical projects. He invited 
me along on his first foray into directing, a 
production of To Be Young, Gifted and Black 
at Huston-Tillotson, and when he decided to

show Austin what playwright August Wilson 
was all about, staging Ma Rainey's Black 
Bottom at Capitol City Playhouse. I treasure 
those experiences, not because they were 
the most polished productions but because 
of the people involved and the risks being 
taken and the steps forward being made: for 
Boyd as an artist, for African-American art- 
ists in this community, for Austin as a city. 

We didn't work together or even see each 
other as much in recent years, but it wasn't 
for lack of interest. More than anything, I 
think it had to do with Boyd's being ever 
on the move, racing here and there, get- 
ting this show up, helping that person out. 
Who could keep pace with him? Most of us 
given 34-hour days and eight-day weeks still 
couldn't accomplish half of what Boyd did. 
Look at all he accomplished, all the lives he 
touched, in just the 25 years since he was 
warming up those crowds at Esther's. Boyd 
may have been perpetually running about 
10 minutes behind, but he was always 100 
miles ahead of us all. 

□

Casting director, actress, artist 

Austin has suffered a great loss. 

Boyd Vance passed away. 

If you didn't know him, I wish you had. 

Those who did know him will agree: 
There was no one, and I mean no one, like 
Boyd. Boyd was a tireless arts and com- 
munity organizer. There is no mayor or 
councilperson or leader in Austin who could 
bring people together like Boyd could. He 



worked with everyone: black people, brown 
people, white people, gay people, straight 
people, churchfolks, artists, activists, crust- 
ies, punks, singers, actors, and children. 

Boyd made things happen. 

I only worked with him for a short time on 
the community production of La Pastorela. 
But I got to watch him juggle all of his ideas, 
events, and ongoing projects. He could, in 
one day, direct a play, rehearse a choir, work 
at the office of his arts organization, come 
to Pastorela rehearsal, and still remember to 
bring peanut butter and jelly for the kids in 
the show. 

No one was safe from his sharp tongue. 
Some of the funniest comments and obser- 
vations I've ever heard, things I can just 
think about years after the fact and still 
laugh out loud, were said by Boyd. 

I feel like I can't mourn his passing alone 
or quietly. (Boyd was never quiet about 
anything.) I feel like we need to go into the 
streets together, all of us, singing. Singing 
loud. I think he would have liked that. 

Fly on, spirit. 

Rest in peace, Boyd Vance. 




Cyndi Williams 

Actress, playwright 

I was a disc jockey in the Eighties, back 
before Reagan totally deregulated radio, 
when commercial stations actually offered 
arts programming. I had a radio show about 
the arts in Austin, which we presented live 
at various venues. We were doing the show 
that night in the lobby of the State Theater 
- not beautifully renovated and restored as 
it is now, but musty and dusty with a smell 
that made you want to wash your hands 
with compulsive frequency. I was interview- 
ing Boyd, and I can't recall what show it 
was for. He came with an entourage. This 
laughing, funny, cranky, skinny young guy, 
surrounded by tall, laughing, lovely women 
from his show. I felt like a kid locked out- 
side the candy store, looking in at this com- 
munity of happy performers. That's the first 
time I met Boyd. 

Flash forward to September, 2004, when 
Boyd was honored at the Austin Circle of 
Theaters' annual award ceremony. That 
funny, cranky, skinny young guy stood up 
to gracefully accept his honors - but no, 
Boyd was a fine man now, a leader and a 
visionary. And still surrounded by laughing 
friends. After the awards ceremony I talked 
to Boyd about our community of theatre. 
Boyd said we were very lucky, in this nation 
of transients, to have community, to have 
built community. That was the last time I 
saw Boyd. 

When I heard Boyd was in the hospital, 
not for a moment could I believe that he 
would leave us so soon. How could that 
laugh, that passion, that pure orneriness 
end? His passing has left a hole in commu- 
nities and in hearts. 

Someone told a story about Boyd. Boyd 
was asked how he felt about his relationship 
with the media in Austin, if he felt badly 
when his shows didn't get reviewed or he 
received harsh criticism for a production he 
directed. Boyd said he didn't care, that he 
was getting as much work out there as fast 
as he could, that he was getting as many 
people out there as he could. These peo- 
ple and plays had been underrepresented 
onstage, and his mission was to get them 
out there, not to make them perfect. 

What a brave, pure mission. Vaya con 
dios, Boyd.

Actress 

When we did Twilight: Los Angeles, 1992, 
we would go to the Heritage House for 
rehearsals. Dinner would be waiting for 
us, usually Boyd's home cooking - gumbo, 
meatloaf, chicken and dumplings, or, in 
emergencies, fried chicken or pizza. We 
usually had guests at rehearsals. Audrey 
Morgan, our stage manager, would bring 
her guys from the group home where she 
worked after her day job at AISD. These 
continued on p.46

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guys were our biggest fans. They ate with us 
and listened attentively at rehearsals. They 
came to our opening night and to the party 
afterward. One of the actors was living at 
Heritage House temporarily. A dog was visit- 
ing as well. 

All night long we'd hear the swish of 
the screen door as painters, grant writers, 
singers, people from the church, would be 
in and out using the computer, using the 
copier. Boyd would holler, "Get a plate," 
fuss at you a little bit, inspire and beguile 
you. He didn't always like us, but he always 
loved us. 

We sat in a circle at rehearsals. I told Boyd 
that we were so spoiled we would probably 
want to do the play with a fork or a chicken 
leg in one hand. Boyd would baptize you 
into the family in those circles. And what 
a family it was. It encompassed the dreams 
and intensity of the Younger family in 
Raisin in the Sun, the inspired lunacy of the 
Vanderhof family in You Can't Take It With 
You, the sweet and gentle love of the Morgan 
family in Sounder. You could hear Boyd 
laughing as you went out the screen door 
and down the sidewalk, looking up at the 
stars, realizing he had given you the missing 
piece of the puzzle that was your character 
and aren't you lucky to know the real deal. 

Boyd was in the hospital with pneumo- 
nia on our opening night. Lisa Byrd filled 
the green room with a buffet and flowers. 
Boyd spoke to each of us individually by 
cell phone during the warm-up and prayer. 
When Boyd was around, warm-up was 
magic hour. 

Boyd didn't much like to be hugged. The 
way to honor Boyd was to connect and 
never judge. Or go eat, say, oysters on the 
half shell with ice-cold beer. 

Boyd was the best kind of magic. The 
kind you cannot dream up. It is bigger than 
you and startlingly unique. 

Boyd and I were like les enfants ter- 
rible when we did A Christmas Carol at the 
Paramount. Worse than any of the other 
what seemed like millions of Cratchits and 
London street kids. Disruptive and having 
our own private party in the opening street 
scene, fighting over a rubber chicken. I 
don't know how (director) Alice (Wilson) 
put up with us. We called each other cousin 
after that.

Carol Horn 

Actor, educator 

I met Boyd touring with Zach's Project 
InterAct in the 1980s. Children's theatre 
is fun, but extremely challenging, as many 
Austinites who have worked with InterAct 
know. You load out, drive to an elementary 
school, set up, get into costume and make- 
up, and walk out of a pint-size restroom 
into a cafetorium full of hundreds of pint- 
size audience members who may have never 
experienced live theatre before. They are 
excited and restless and loud. You wonder 
how you are ever going to get this crowd 
under control and start the show. 

Then Boyd Vance steps up to the plate as 
your emcee of the day, points to a kid in the 
audience, and begins his warm-up riff; it's 
like seeing Babe Ruth point to the outfield. 
There will be no bases untouched before 
Boyd is through. His head cocked, hand 
on his hip, a big grin followed by a maud- 
lin frown, Boyd chatters away, questions, 
teases, mimics, and, yes, laughs that crazy, 
infectious laugh. A hundred eager faces 
are fixed upon his and laugh a shrill echo 
of his. They settle easier for the one small 
man with a silly-putty face than for dozens 
of teachers persistently "shhshing" them. 
His monologue includes a demonstration of 
appropriate theatre etiquette, slyly conduct- 
ing a rehearsal of good listening skills while 
the kids just think that a one-man circus has 
come to school. The "warm-up" is more of 
a contagious boil, transforming the boister- 
ous crowd into an intense but focused and 
manageable audience. And so Boyd would 
deliver novice theatre watchers to his fellow 
actors, primed and ready for action. 

Years later, on stage at the chapel of 
Huston-Tillotson, I witness Boyd's charm 
and high energy at work again, on a group 
of Upward Bound high school students who 
have been a bit unruly and impolite with 
guest teachers. Boyd's intensity is no less, 
but his commitment to his mission of bring- 
ing arts to these kids reflects a maturity and 
strength that is a "role model" in action. He 
talks straight and looks kids in the eyes and 
levels with them about their behavior. He 
calls upon them to shred the stereotypes of 
the MTV world in order to break through 
the barriers they will face as young people 



of color, to open their minds to the oppor- 
tunities being presented to them, to see that 
education and art and theatre are vehicles 
for them to express themselves, to be seen 
and heard and valued. He isn't angry or 
critical, intimidating or sarcastic, as so many 
adults can be with teenagers; he says, "I've 
been there, and I know. There is a way out 
and I am a walking example." They listen, 
they settle, they begin to approach the work 
of the camp with serious engagement. 

Boyd no longer walks with us, but the 
commitment, the smile, the insistence, the 
laughter, the love of art and music and the- 
atre and good stories, those memories will 
always be with us, and the spirit of Boyd 
Vance will always be an example, urging us 
to do more and to reach more 
people and, always, to laugh. 

Lyn Koenning 

Musical director, educator 

In the production of Joe 
Turner's Come and Gone (at 
Zach), which Boyd directed 
and appeared in, there was 
a scene where people in a 
boarding house were eating 
breakfast family-style, with lots 
of conversation and food get- 
ting passed around the table. 
We had biscuits and gravy in 
the scene, and one night Boyd 
stuffed an entire biscuit in his 
mouth, chewing and swallow- 
ing it before his next line. Well, 
it got a sizable laugh from the 
audience, so every night after- 
ward he would do the same thing. One of 
my nightly jobs was to prepare the food that 
was eaten onstage. We kept cans of cheap 
biscuits in the refrigerator at Zach to use, 
but one night we'd all eaten fried chicken 
from KFC and had some biscuits left, so I 
used those instead. When the time came, 
Boyd popped a whole biscuit in his mouth, 
but instead of the usual small, light-as-air 
one, he got a huge, dense, doughy one. You 
should have seen him, chewing and chew- 
ing, working on that biscuit, trying to get it 
down in time to deliver his next line! The 
audience was cracking up, and Boyd's eyes 
seemed about to pop as he tried to swallow 



that biscuit. When he could finally speak, 
he was laughing so hard he could hardly 
control himself. 

Another memory of Boyd I treasure hap- 
pened just a few months ago and comes out 
of our work performing at area elementary 
schools during African-American History 
Month. Boyd would sing, dance, and serve 
as host and emcee while I accompanied 
him at the piano and assisted him with our 
versions of Wheel of Fortune, Win, Lose or 
Draw, and the High-Low Game to help stu- 
dents learn facts and figures about notable 
African-Americans in the arts, sports, and 
science. The shows were very interactive, 
with many schoolchildren coming onstage 
to be contestants or participate in our 
dance contests. Our audiences were often 
500-800 kids, and it was a challenge to 
maintain order and focus. Boyd was very 
good at controlling the large crowds, but 
sometimes I could sense some frustration 
and waning patience in him. One morning I 
found myself thinking, "I wonder why Boyd 
keeps doing these shows. He's got more 
than enough other stuff to keep him busy 
and fulfilled. And I know it's not easy to get 
up so early and muster up the incredible 
amount of energy it takes to do them." 

Just about then, we came to the end of 
the show, my cue to start the song "Ain't 
No Mountain High Enough." We did it the 
same way every time. Boyd sang the first 
verse, then he'd have the entire assembly of 
children do some arm motions as they sang 
the chorus with him. As he moved into the 
bridge ("No wind, no rain, no winter snow, 
can stop me baby, if you are my goal"), Boyd 
would walk down the middle aisle, and as 




he sang, children would hold their hands 
out to him, wanting him to touch them. 
Looking at those little outstretched hands 
and seeing the love and admiration on their 
faces, it hit me: "That's why he keeps doing 
this. To touch all those hands and see all 
those faces and make a difference in all 
those lives!" The mental picture I took at 
that moment will stay with me forever as 
an inspiration to keep on going when my 
patience flags and my energy is low. 

I feel very blessed to have had this one 
last February with Boyd. He made an enor- 
mous impact on my life. I miss him tremen- 
dously and will think of him often. ■

SHOWTIME: This past weekend's annual UT 

Fashion show was stellar. Overall, I'd say that 
this is the best group of UT senior projects 
collections that we've had the privilege of 
judging so far. The quality of the fabric was 
definitely at a new high, with many students 
obviously buying their fabrics somewhere 
other than Austin. The collections also 
seemed to be geared strictly for the runway 
and the red carpet - which makes a great 
show, but the reality is that very few of these 
designers' work will ever wind up there.

Making the deci- 
sions on Most Marketable, Most Innovative, 
Best Construction, and Best Collection was a 
challenge for our panel - the competition with- 
in each category was stiff, and since those of 
us judging are passionate about clothing and 
design, it was sometimes difficult to come to 
a consensus. But we did, seeing the results 
on the runway at the Erwin Center last 
Friday. Michael Montague, who oversees 
the costume and historic clothing collection, 
among other duties, directed this year's show. 
Like the collections, the show was the best 
we've seen. There are always great produc- 
tion values at the UT show - big runway, good 
models, pro sound and lights, as well as lots 
of seating - but creating magic is a matter of 
fine tuning. Montague did great work. 

MAXIMUM MAKEOVER: I had run into 

interior design guru Jerri Kunz and her 
husband/partner John McCullough at the 
recent Anthony Nak opening where I grilled 
her about her latest projects. A room she 
designed a few years ago was attracting a 
lot of attention and now was being filmed by 
HGTV, so I harangued her into letting me take 
a look. Kunz is a 30-year design veteran with 



a taste for a sharp edge - but never 
so sharp as to be uncomfortable. 
(See her gorgeous portfolio at www. 
jerrikunz.com.) Kunz's long and illustri- 
ous history dappling in a variety of 
media has always had the design 
thread running through it. "I make 
life beautiful," she says. "My original 
training was in the theatre. I've been 
a set designer, a costume designer, 
I've had a couture business, I've 
been a milliner. I'm a lighting design- 
er and licensed interior designer. I'm a writer. 
There is never a dull moment." The midcentu- 
ry styling of the Avenue Lofts building holds 
a great deal of charm, and the simple and 
elegantly clean lines of the entryway enhance 
it. It was the most creative use for a rather 
awkward 1,000-square-foot inverted J-shaped 
space one could imagine. Described as "a 
very sexy interior with some witty details," 
the space opens into a narrow, window-lined 
hall that blossoms into a wider kitchen area 
and an even wider living area at the base of 
the "J" and then curls around into a sleeping 
area, dressing area, and gorgeous bathroom. 
With windows on three sides, the dire ques- 
tion of storage was brilliantly addressed with 
built-in organizational shelves below the win- 
dows, and the backside of the headboard in 
the bedroom is lined with drawers. "I think 
we did a good job solving the storage and 




sleeping problems," says Kunz, who added 
additional closet space and laundry facilities 
in the dressing area. The fabulously chic, 
completely paperless office and control cen- 
ter is nestled by the open kitchen. The owner, 
a former tech exec, designed the controls 
herself and can operate everything in the 
loft from one place. A soft electronic voice 
from the system will whisper to the owner by 
name and tell her the phone is for her, or that 
there's someone at the door. She can raise 
or lower the projection TV screen or change 
the lighting as easily as she can double-click. 
Kunz has meshed the dreams of the client 
with her own innate sensibility and created a 
thoroughly modern residence that is also a 
warm and welcoming home.

GOODBYE, GOODNESS 

by Sam Brumbaugh 

Open City, 278 pp., $13 (paper) 

There should be a moratorium placed 
on any mention of Ferris wheels in fictions 
about people in their late teens or twenties. 
A description of the sunset should never be 
aided by the adverbial form of "flamboyant." 
Never. And, within a first-person point of view, 
the narrator cannot describe a dream, wake 
up, and inform the reader that he does not 
remember the dream. Aside from these minor 
annoyances and the occasional overwrought 



outburst that finds nothing but trouble in 
groping for continuity of tone with the air of 
detachment in this formidable debut, Sam 
Brumbaugh's Goodbye, Goodness is, when 
all is said and done - and by the time its 
conclusion coils around on the novel with a 
suffocating, albeit strangely refreshing force, 
the reader feels as if all has indeed been - a 
good story by a born storyteller. 

Told in the cracks between bicoastal flash- 
backs and Nineties real time by Hayward 
Theiss, a twentysomething working in televi- 
sion, it's the story of someone who can only 
move forward by retracing his steps and fulfill- 
ing - or conquering - his need to go back. 
Along the way, we run into Will and Kimmel, 
friends of Hayward's from his school days. 
Will is a driven magazine journalist whose 
boarding-school residue - drugs, entitlement, 
expensive tastes, and reckless addiction to 
acceptance - won't wash off. He and Kimmel 
- a moody indie rocker (write what you know, 
right?: Brumbaugh's two decades' experience 
in the music business establishes itself all 
over the place in this semiautobiography) 
whose development during the course of the 
novel is most notable despite the fact that he 
seems to float on its periphery - were friends 
before meeting Hayward, and they share 
a certain private dynamic that eventually 
becomes destructive. 

"With Kimmel, I soon learned, there was 
always at least one layer of faking," Hayward 
tells us. "I noticed a book sticking out of his 
shoulder bag: Memoirs of a Fox Hunting Man," 
while Will, on a book tour, "stood, went over 
to a life-size cardboard promotional placard of 



himself. He picked the placard up, took it up 
to the tiny stage, and propped it up behind 
the microphone." 

Symbolism aside, these are people finding 
out they have no idea who they are after having 
been convinced for years. Hayward himself 
stands in the "safety lane of the highway" at the 
novel's outset, and he has holed up in an 
abandoned Malibu beach house to tell his story, 
battered and rudderless after months of good, 
bad, and ugly decisions. As he recovers, he 
thinks often of his family, of his father, of his 
institutionalized ex-girlfriend (of course), of Will 
and Kimmel, of his maybe great-grandmother 
Annie Oakley. Here, the legendary sharpshooter 
is reduced to anecdotal chunks dropped 
throughout Goodbye, Goodness. The author is 
apparently actually related to her, and his use 
of her memoirs is both admirable and initially 
off-putting, as are, in turn, several references to 
Sitting Bull and Buffalo Bill. Growing up, like set- 
tling the West, I guess, is hard to do. Both go 
from innocent to sinister pretty quick. Even so, 
Kimmel tells Hayward, "Youth, you know, is 
mostly an extremely misconceived race. You go 
so hard, you don't realize you have all this time 
at the end." 

What considerable wisdom Goodbye, 
Goodness possesses isn't found within that rev- 
elation, but rather, often, in the way that its 
characters talk, the way they interact in 
response to what happens around them. The 
way life happens amid it. The novel doesn't 
pretend to be anything all that new, but it's artful 
in its own right, and Brumbaugh's voice is solid 
and assured, learned and lean, accustomed to 
telling stories. "I remember looking at her and 



thinking eyes are hours and hours are jewels of 
light," Hayward recalls of Will's girlfriend, Reina. 
It's a sentence that's a story in itself, heartfelt 
and lingering. Later, Reina perhaps repays the 
mystical, unspoken observation with this advice: 
"There are small things deep in the past you've 
done, that even if you've forgotten about, people 
still love you for." For Brumbaugh, whose fiction 
will only get better, Goodbye, Goodness will be 
one of them. - Shawn Badgley

THE DRISKILL'S ROYAL VICTORIAN SPRING TEA BY BARBARA CHISHOLM 



The Driskill

Tea served Fridays through May 20: 3pm, 3:30pm, 4pm 

Recognizing one's strengths and taking advantage of 
them fully can elevate a good and decent endeavor into a 
sublime one. In restaurants, this can mean any number of 
things. Got a great address for foot traffic? Build yourself 
a huge picture window. Blessed with land and a towering 
canopy of live oak trees? Pour a slab and outfit a patio. 
In the Driskill hotel's case, the strengths are many and 
varied. Outfitted with opulent architecture and interiors 
that recall and celebrate its cattle baron beginnings, it's 
right smack downtown at the hub of urban action. Its two 
restaurants, the grand and celebrated Driskill Grill and the 
more casual 1886 Cafe and Bakery, boast two renowned 
chefs in the kitchen: the nationally recognized David Bull

and pastry chef Mark Chapman. With these singular ele- 
ments in place, a proper high tea seems obvious. 

The Royal Victorian Spring Tea takes place in the grand 
lobby of the hotel just off from the entrance to the 1886 
Cafe. The soaring Tiffany-style glass ceilings, ornate wood- 
work, and marble floor are the ideal surroundings for a 
tea of royal standards. Recently, we took a very proper 
12-year-old to the 4pm seating. We were seated at a table 



draped with heavy white linen and scads of flatware, 
crystal, hollow ware, Wedgewood bone china, and tea 
accoutrements. A harpist strummed nearby, lending the 
appropriate musical element. 

Upon seating, a flute of champagne was poured and 
a nonalcoholic version was offered to the younger guest. 
Menus were distributed, and we read over the descriptions 
of the dozen tea offerings. At $36 per adult and $18 for 
children 12 and younger, the seating includes a selection 
of two teas plus nibbles. Not being tea aficionados, we 
took the advice of our server and began with an herb 
variety (Chamomile Citron) and then moved to a stronger 
black tea (Himalayan Peak Darjeeling Organic). 

In short order, a Wedgewood china pot of tea was deliv- 
ered. Our server expertly balanced the silver tea strainer over 
our china cups and delicately poured the aromatic beverage. 
A bowl with lumps of sugar and a creamer of milk were on 
the table for doctoring the tea to our specifications. 

The first course was delivered plated on more 
Wedgewood. Four gorgeous open-faced sandwiches were 
offered: a toast square spread with a nigoise olive paste 
and topped with an elegant loaf of goat cheese and a sprig 
of lemon thyme; a toast round with a perfectly round cut 
from a yellow tomato, fresh mozzarella, and a layer of 
arugula; the requisite cucumber sandwich with watercress 
and dill yogurt; and a towering square column (well, tow- 
ering is relative: It was probably an inch and half high) of 
pink smoked salmon alternated between layers of white 
chive sour cream. Visually, the plate was a still life. Each 
offering showcased the care and delicate, labor-intensive 
work involved with the preparation. The flavors were not 
overlooked in favor of visuals, either; each sandwich was 
uniquely tasty and fresh. Seconds were offered from a 
silver tray while more tea was poured. 

Pacing ourselves and knowing that the object of the after- 
noon was to satisfy, not stuff, we availed ourselves of one 
more morsel each. Assured we were done with that course, 
our solicitous server cleared our plates and replaced them 
with dainty china plates with miniature cranberry scones 
served with tiny but adequate crocks of Devonshire cream 




and strawberry jam. No drop biscuit scones, these beauties 
were uniform in size and shape and sported a shiny glaze. 
And they were utterly delicious and crumbly, slathered with 
the impossibly rich cream and fruity jam. 

It was time for our second tea and the pastry finale, so our 
server proffered another china tea pot and set our places with 
ornate Wedgewood plates. Out came the signature item of a 
proper tea: the tripled-tiered tray donned with an assortment 
of sweets. In this case, it held chocolate covered strawberries, 
cardomon sable cookies, raspberry cakes, chocolate pot de 
creme tarts, and blackberry/Mandarin orange tarts. Each 
of these delights were Lilliputian in scale and Herculean 
in flavor. The crust of the fruit tart was buttery, flaky, and 
superb, and a perfect conveyance for the pastry cream and 
tart fruit. The raspberry cake was a tiny, elegantly decorated 
petit four, the cookie topped with coarse sugar and sport-

The two gentle- 
men honed their cooking skills at a variety of 
eateries around town and discovered they had 
common culinary goals while they were both 
working at Central Market. They've created a 
small dining room with a few tables and booths 
and a cool jukebox for customers who choose 
to linger, and they offer quick counter service 
for those who need to shop and hurry on up 
the road. Neighbors all over French Place, 
Maplewood, and Cherrywood are finding their 
way into Go Go. A Chronicle colleague who 
lunches there several times a week recently 
shared the secret with me. 

I've been working my way through the 
prepared foods in the Go Go deli case for a 
couple of weeks now, choosing several different 
entrees and pairing them with equally inviting 
side dishes. I enjoyed a slice of Meatloaf ($4) 
with Roasted Asparagus ($1) one evening and 
had Chicken Pot Pie ($4) in a rich, flaky crust 
with some crunchy Green Beans Almondine 
($1) for lunch the next day. On another lunch 
visit, cool weather inspired the selection of the 
Avery's Grinder Sandwich ($5) with Italian meats 




and cheeses and a comforting bowl of steam- 
ing French Onion Soup ($3). Though I'm not a 
vegetarian, the various vegetable dishes in the 
Go Go case would make it easy for someone 
to assemble a very satisfying vegetarian meal. 
What about a Stuffed Portobello Mushroom ($3) 
and a side of Bulghur Pilaf ($2), or a couple 
of Roasted Tomatoes Stuffed With Gorgonzola 
and Fresh Herbs ($4) with Asparagus ($1) and 



After several meals from 
the Go Go menu, I can 
report that the food is 
well-seasoned, flavorful, 
and the vegetables are 
prepared with special care. 

Carrots ($1)? Being a meat eater, I opted for 
the Chicken Saltimboca ($4) to go with my 
stuffed tomato and paired a rye bread crumb- 
encrusted Rubenesque Chicken Breast ($4) 
with the wheat pilaf. 

After several meals from the Go Go menu, 
I can report that the food is well-seasoned, 
flavorful, and the vegetables are prepared with 
special care. There are always plenty of choices 
in the case that pique my interest. That being 
said, I will admit that for my particular appetite, 
the entree servings could be bigger. For exam- 
ple, I'd have liked a thicker slice of meatloaf 
that might not have dried out quite so much 
upon reheating at home, and the Italian meat 
and cheese in the small saltimboca serving was 
barely discernible. With prices so reasonable, 
I'd gladly pay a little more for a thicker slab of 
meatloaf or a bigger chicken thigh packed with 
stouter filling. I hope those things may come 
in time. Considering that Callaway and Long 
are still working to find their culinary groove, I 
expect Go Go to be a fixture in our neighbor- 
hood for quite a while. - Virginia B. Wood

BOB RAY ON 'ROCK OPERA' 

Let's talk demographics. 

Bob Ray's 1999 Austin-shot stoner opus, 
Rock Opera, has finally made it to DVD, 
courtesy of Go-Kart Films. That's a six-year 
hiatus between the film's original release 
and the resulting accolades - among other 
kudos, the film won a "Stoney Award" from 
countercultural bellwether High Times - and 
the here and now. In between, Ray pursued a 
series of almost-gots, as in "Hey, guess what 
I did this week: I almost got my film released 
on DVD," that found him sparring with Troma 
Entertainment's notoriously parsimonious 
overlord Lloyd Kaufman, Film Threat's distri- 
bution arm, and assorted other possible dis- 
tro outlets, none of which offered much hope 
in the way of filthy lucre finding its way back 
to penniless director Ray. 

"We had a bunch of great successes at 
festivals and stuff," Ray explains, "but as far 
as releasing it, every- 
one kept telling us, 
'It's too narrow, and 
the target audience 
is so small that it 
wouldn't be profitable 
for most people.'" 

Hard to fathom, 
since Rock Opera's 
target audience has 
always been those in 
the slacker, stoner, 
musician mode. Austinites, really, but the demo- 
graphic exists wherever kind bud is inhaled, 
amps are blown, and beer is consumed, with 
or without the benefit of skateboards. 

And then there was James Bond Ill's Rock 
Solid Productions. 

"He was pursuing me for, like, six months," 
Ray says. "But the weird thing was that his 
company is a family-friendly Christian organi- 
zation, so I don't have any idea what the hell 
was up with him. To this day he still sends 
me e-mails!" 

All the while, Ray continued to sell Rock 
Opera VHS tapes online (some 700 of them), 
all the while continuing to make short films 
and eventually beginning work on his Austin 
Roller Derby documentary Hell on Wheels. 

Ultimately, it came down to Will Keenan 
and the fine folks at Go-Kart Films - an off- 
shoot of the punk rock Go-Kart Records label 
- to break the stalemate and make Ray the 
offer he couldn't refuse: 

"They offered me an advance and a fair 
deal on royalties per unit sold, which, if 
you're familiar with the sketchy accounting 
practices of DVD and film distribution, is a 
very big deal, as well as giving me full cre- 
ative control." 

That creative control is one reason the fin- 
ished DVD contains such a wealth of bonuses, 
including a hefty 13 of Ray's previous shorts, 
five music videos from the likes of Nashville 
Pussy and the Fuckemos, and, best of all, a 
"Rock Opera Drinking Game" commentary track 
during which Ray and assorted cast and crew 
become progressively more inebriated until 
some sort of hesher nirvana is reached. And 
you thought "Hi, Bob!" was fun. - Marc Savlov

Alex Gibney's HD-shot The Smartest 
Guys in the Room - based on the book 
by Bethany McLean and Peter Elkind 

- is a flashy two-hour dagger filled with 
candid talking heads, bizarre found 
footage, re-enactments, extreme sports 
clips, creepy swing jazz, Tom Waits, Peter 
Coyote narration, and convoluted but 
indisputable facts expertly conveyed. "I 
don't know if I set out to make a new 
kind of documentary, but I did feel that 
there were certain things I needed to do 
and I felt that I had to make a new kind 
of rule book," the director says. "Enron 
itself was a company that was very 
much about illusion, right? ... I felt that 

it was very important to try and find a 
style that would, urn, celebrate that." 

Gibney found that style, but it should 
be noted that what results is a rather 
fair and measured study. For instance, 
a fascinating sequence overlaying 
tape from the mid-century Milgram 
Experiment - involving actors, inflicted 
electric shock, and the exploration of 
how our inner evil emerges as long as 
authority condones it - with recorded 
(and celebratory) conversations among 
Enron traders during the yearlong 
California power crisis is gradually met 
with relatively empathetic testimonials 
from former employees - notably the 
hyper-intelligent Amanda Martin-Brock 

- and an underlying survey of corporate 
culture complete with the admissions 
of analysts who were, for the most part, 
fooled along with everyone else. 



A week before accompanying the film 
at South by Southwest Film 05, Gibney 
spoke with the Chronicle from New York.

Austin Chronicle: How were you able to 
tell such a complicated story in two hours? 
Alex Gibney: Well, that was the hard 
part. It was tremendously difficult 
because it comes down to a very dif- 
ficult question: How did they pull it off 
for as long as they did? I think that is 
the great question. That's why I ended 
with that the young trader saying, "Ask 
why," because it was mostly because 
they had big brass balls. ... I don't think 
that anybody at Enron set out to create 
a great fraud. I think it happened incre- 
mentally as the distance between the 
profits they were reporting and the cash 
they actually had coming through the 
door got greater and greater. ... Nobody 
was willing to ask questions. That's 
really the most damning and interesting 
part, and that's scary, because you think 
how many other powerful institutions are 
able to get way with such extraordinary 
shit simply because they strut their 
stuff. Because they say, "How dare you 
question me, I'm Enron!" I have to tell 
you, my brother went down there [to the 
company's Houston headquarters] - my 
brother's a print journalist - my brother 
went down there and he met with Ken 
Rice and Lou Pi and a couple of other 
people, and he left shaking his head 
and saying, "You know, I'm not sure I 
understand really how they're doing it." 
But instead of saying, "These guys are 
fraudulent," he said to himself, "I guess 
there's something wrong with me." 




AC: Seems like there's a scary parallel 
there with the current administration. 
AG: I agree with this. I think there is a 
certain arrogance in the current admin- 
istration, and also a willingness to 
manipulate public opinion in a way that 
is, uh, chilling because it is so cynical. 
One thinks of the Jeff Gannon episode 
recently. I mean, how cynical is that to 
basically include a phony reporter in the 
press room of the White House in order 
to get a better spin? It's such an utter 
disregard for the truth, and other people 
at Enron said this was marketing; it was 
marketing maybe taken one step too 
far, but at a certain point, they crossed 
way over the line. What they were doing 
was creating a vision that simply wasn't 
true. It's an interesting film for a film- 
maker, because Enron was like a studio: 
They were really good at manufacturing 
images and they spent a lot of time with 
the media, and when the media crossed 
them, their PR people really came down 
hard. So, you look at some of those 
employee meetings - I was only able 
to get a few bad copies - but what's 
remarkable about some of them is you 
can see crane shots! It's like, how many 
employee meetings go out and rent 
some jibs and cranes? It's unbelievable!

You've heard it before: "There's some- 
thing that was really cool, and you should 
have seen it, it was the best thing in the 
world, but it's gone and it's not here any- 
more and you missed it." 

Welcome to Austin, land of vanishing 
weirdness and Merlot-fueled nostalgia. 

A personal aside: I moved to Austin in 
May of 1984 to attend UTjust one week 
after graduating from Amarillo High School. 
My parents moved me down and set me up 
- at Kinsolving, then Jester - but before 
they cut me loose on my own for the first 
time, I cajoled my mom into buying me my 
first skateboard, a baby blue Zorlac double- 
cut, with Pushead's shrunken head graphic 
on the bottom and the classic "Shut Up 
and Skate" logo up top. We bought it at Let's 
Go (Skate) at legendary locale 504 W. 24th, 
and to her eternal credit and my ecstatic 
joy, my life has never been the same. 

My folks headed home within 24 hours, 
and, within 48 hours, I was sporting my 
first Mohawk (courtesy of Dan upstairs at 
Fresh Hair), but not before I bought the 
Offenders' Endless Struggle and the Big 
Boys' Lullabies Help the Brain Grow at 
Inner Sanctum Records downstairs. I'm not 
positive, but I think I dropped in on Pipes 
Plus for some clove cigarettes, too. 

And then I went next door and hung out 
at Les Amis Cafe for 13 years. 



All of this is a roundabout way of acknow- 
ledging what director Nancy Higgins and 
co-producer Christian Moore's excellent, 
elegiac new documentary, Viva Les Amis, 
nails flawlessly: Austin ain't what it used 
to be. 

Les Amis, the best Parisian cafe never 
in Paris, is now a Starbucks. Neighbors 
Mad Dog and Beans, whose outrageously 
epicurian burgers obliterated Sunday morn- 
ing hangovers with something approaching 
meaty genius, is also gone. Ditto Inner 
Sanctum, the first indie music store in 
Texas, and on and on. The Big Boys and 
the Hickoids will never play that adjacent 
parking lot, awash in Shiner Bock and 
Bastrop mushrooms, again. 

So what. So what?! Those "Keep Austin 
Weird" bumper stickers you see every- 
where these days? They're talking about 
Les Amis, a bistro/coffee joint/hangout 
place that made West Campus worth the 
traffic and parking hassles from 1970 to 
1997. At any given moment, you could 
wander up, grab a table (actually a phone- 
line-wire spool upended, topped by a red 
and white checkerboard tablecloth for 
Bohemian effect), and strike up a seri- 
ously meaningful conversation with a total 
stranger, who, more often than not, was 
a) a tenured UT philosophy professor, b) 
a drunken poet wondering where all the 





absinthe's gone, c) a writer/filmmaker/play- 
wright/artist/whatever who'd just as soon 
talk your ear off as cadge free smokes 
from the perfectly surly waitresses, or d) 
Rick Linklater shooting Slacker. 

Higgins' doc is at once a celebration of 
what has always made Austin the creative 
center of Texas and a eulogy for the van- 
ished hipster hangouts - Liberty Lunch, the 
Beach, Raul's - that exist now only in our 
memories. But don't despair. 

"Les Amis had the perfect location," 
says Higgins, a former Les Amis waitress 
and UT philosophy grad-turned-filmmaker. 
"One block off of UT and in the middle of 
everyone's path. There are other cafes and 
coffeehouses - Bouldin Creek Cafe, Cafe 
Mundi, Spider House - that have a similar 
feel, but none of them have that central 
location that Les Amis had. And I think that 
was the key to Les Amis' success." 



Higgins' doc deftly contrasts the current, 
corporate, "smart growth" Austin attitude 
with, for lack of a better term, the good old 
days, when you could buy Siouxie and the 
Banshees' Hyaena LP, check out the new- 
est "water pipes," get your 'hawk trimmed, 
and lounge next door, at Les Amis, for 
hours on end, all on the same corner, in 
the same building. It was, as all who were 
there recall, epic bliss. 

Still, times change. "Progress" accrues. 

Les Amis may be gone, but it'll never be 
forgotten so long as there's somewhere in 
Austin that serves scandalously cheap Merlot 
and doesn't mind if you nurse a glass for the 
better part of an afternoon while you pen the 
next Slacker in longhand. 

Viva! 

Viva Les Amis screens at the Alamo Drafthouse

There's a reason the TV biopic is maligned. 
As of late, many have turned to sensational 
"ripped from the headlines" stories and rushed 
to production before viewers are led by the nose 
to the next TV tabloid scandal. Not so with the 
newest HBO film, Warm Springs, which pre- 
mieres on the cable network Saturday. 

Kenneth Branagh and Cynthia Nixon star 
as Franklin Delano and Eleanor Roosevelt in 
this finely tuned film centering on FDR's years 
prior to his presidency, when he was stricken 
with polio. The excellent script by first-time 
screenwriter Margaret Nagle, while launched 
from this pivotal moment in Roosevelt's life, 
is so much more than a disease-of-the-week 
melodrama. It is a study in how Roosevelt came 
into his own political and social conscious- 
ness during a powerfully formative period of 
his life. The chosen son of a patrician New 
York clan, family and associates had actively 
groomed FDR for the political limelight. When 
polio strikes, he not only faces the indignities 
inflicted on his once able body, but is cast into 
a world of shameful isolation. Like HIV-AIDS 
patients, polio victims were often regarded 
with fear, loathing, and, by some, deserving of 
God's punishment. 

Warm Springs is also an exploration of one 
of the most famous first couples of the U.S. 
presidency. Like another famous first couple, 
fidelity was not high on FDR's list of attributes. 
A particularly brazen dalliance all but dissolves 
the Roosevelts' marriage. When polio strikes, 
their estrangement is agonizingly pronounced. 
How the two reinvent their marriage to become 
the nation's most powerful first 
couple goes far beyond any "how 
could he, why does she" screed 
but plumbs the surprising depths 
of love and devotion. 

The performances in Warm 
Springs are uniformly superb. 
Nixon's portrayal of Eleanor's 
transformation from a shy wife 
to a poised public speaker and 
powerful cohort in her husband's 
future political career is lovely. 
Nixon brings strength and dignity in a grace- 
fully understated performance. 

Though the Roosevelts have become iconic, 
screenwriter Nagle manages to humanize them, 
so viewers forget they're observing the lives of 
historical figures. And while the Roosevelts' 
individually famous way with words is present, 
Nagle places some of the best dialogue in Tim 
Blake Nelson's able hands in a key supporting 
role as Tom Loyless. FDR meets Loyless when 
he travels to the Meriweather Inn, a Georgia 
spa with warm springs that promise curative 
properties. After a long period of self-loathing, 
yet still holding on to his sense of entitlement, 
Roosevelt is beautifully unbraided by Loyless 
on several occasions. 

"This place is a wreck!" Roosevelt barks at 
Loyless, aghast at the run-down condition of 
the Inn. 

"Yes, we've seen better days," Loyless says. 
"But then, I imagine, so have you." 

Loyless, along with several other key char- 
acters along the way, illuminates the path FDR 





had to travel before seeking his legendary 
presidency. Though Wmn Springs is about a 
man confronting adversity and overcoming it, 
the film manages to be inspirational without 
choking on sentimentality. 

Jane Alexander, Kathy Bates, and David 
Paymer also star. 

Warm Springs premieres Saturday, April 30, 
at 7pm on HBO. Check local listings for 
encore screenings.

As Sound Team heads into the studio to finish an EP 
and LP for Capitol, label reps visited Stubb's last Sunday to 
scout What Made Milwaukee Famous, who've reportedly 
drawn interest from RCA. Asked why Capitol doesn't just set 
up a field office here, the label's Jason Roth replies, "We 
love Austin - and not just because of the Salt Lick!" 

One-man band John Schooley heads Down Under 
next month on his first-ever tour, where he'll play with for- 
mer members of the Scientists and Beasts of Bourbon. 
"Deniz Tek of Radio Birdman helped set up one show, so 
I should be meeting quite a few of my Aussie rock heroes," 
he says.

WHAT I'VE BEEN DOING SINCE MY LAST ALBUM CAME OUT

"Would you like a dinner salad? Caesar 
or garden? We have five different dressings 
for the garden salad, they're all house dress- 
ings, and they're all really good!" 

It feels weird to write that down. As many 
times a day as I've said it, I don't think I've 
ever put it in writing. I mean, why would 
I? I'm not a playwright, drawing on life 
experience, but rather the musician trying 
to answer the question: 'What have you 
been doing since your last record came 
out?" Waiting tables is only a fraction of the 
answer. It's the answer to the part, "What 
have you been doing for money since your 
last album came out?" 

I wonder if people I wait on regularly will 
see this fragment of a sentence, or a photo, 
and recognize me? That would be . . . cool . . . 
I guess. When I first started waiting tables, 
shortly after the year of touring (that bank- 
rupted me) following the release of Dead 
Dog's Eyeball, customers would sometimes 
say to me, "You look so familiar." I'd say 
back to them, perfectly seriously, "Well, 
I am a Famous Rock Star!" They'd laugh 
and laugh, like, "Our waitress is hilarious!" 
(Hey, I didn't say I was a solvent one.) 

On the other hand, occasionally I've 
waited on my fans. That's a confusing expe- 
rience. It makes you feel like - for lack of a 
better simile - like you're washing the feet 
of your disciples or something. There you 
are, waiting on them, refilling their tea and 
clearing their plates, and the whole time 
they're in awe of you. Obviously if I were 
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famous, I wouldn't now have to give you a 
brief overview of my career. 

Long ago, I was in a local all-girl band 
called the Buffalo Gals, and we were sorta 
famous. I was the dorky one. Then I was in 
Glass Eye, here in town, and we were quite 
popular. That band was together for 10 
years, and we won lots of awards and drew 
huge crowds. We made albums and the crit- 
ics loved us. We were on MTV 

Like many a critics' darling, we never 
hit the Big Time. Big labels considered us 
"Impossible to Market," and perhaps that 
was true - if you're a slimy piece of shit 
label yes-man with crispy ashes for a soul. 
Or something. Either way, after 10 years of 
superhuman striving, we got all worn out 
with being fucked around, and broke up. It 
was sad. OK, I was devastated. 

For years, I'd been wanting to do a 
"solo project," an album of songs by our 
friend Daniel Johnston, so I clutched the 
idea like a drowning man and made Dead 
Dog's Eyeball: Songs of Daniel Johnston (see 
review). At the time, Daniel was languishing 
in a mental institution and was less famous 
than I was. 

Today Daniel can actually be called 
"World Famous." I've been told that my 
album really helped and would like to think 
it's true. Dead Dog's Eyeball is an extremely 
good album, and I urge you to run out and 
buy it immediately. It was hailed in the 
national press as "One of the best albums 
of the Nineties" and locally as "One of the 
Best Albums to ever come out of Austin." 

It was such a big hit, I felt very aware 
of just how good the songs on my follow- 
up needed to be. I had the pick of more 
than 100 songs by a great songwriter when 
I made Dead Dog's Eyeball. There are no 
duds. My album couldn't just be a regular 
album. It couldn't have any duds either. It 
had to be my very best material ever. 




2,000 Light-Years From Home 

I knew going into it that I wasn't going 
to be able to slap it together in six months. 
I figured it would take about three or four 
years, start to finish. By recording-industry 
standards that's way too long, but screw 
them anyway. Because you have to write 
a song, and then go "This sucks!" and 
throw it away and write another. Repeat. 
Otherwise you end up with a typical CD 
where there are like four good songs and the 
rest ... well, you know. I've often wondered: 
Can artists not tell the difference between 
good songs and songs that make you blush 
with embarrassment for them? I mean can 
they really not tell? 

Well probably my major talent in life is 
being able to tell a good song from a bad 
one, so I put together the strongest batch of

Kathy McCarty material imaginable. When 
people ask me to describe my album, I 
say, "It's all hits! Just the hits." The writing 
songs part of it did only take a few years, as 
planned. Recording it was another story! It 
took/orever. I really apologize. 

I spent a lot of time waiting (and waiting 
and waiting) to get studio time. Did I men- 
tion the reason I waited so long was that the 
studio time was, essentially, free? I could 
use the studio, and the engineer, for free, 
as long as there was nothing else going on. 
Since studio time can be as much as $300 
an hour, it isn't difficult to see why I sat on 
my hands and bit my tongue. But I was too 
patient probably. I admit it. In my defense, 
I did become impatient after a while and I 
began paying, like Jack Benny opening his 
little change purse and a moth flies out, 
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signifying how cheap he is. That's the manner 
in which I began paying. 

There was another factor, t also got mar- 
ried. Did I mention that was after a day and 
a half of courtship? (Yes, we're still togeth- 
er.) I married David Thornberry, Daniel 
Johnston's best friend. Really, it's not as 
incestuous as it sounds. 

When Daniel first came to Austin in 1985, 
he gave me a book of poetry written by David, 
who instantly became my hero, my idol, and 
the object of a major crush, even though I'd 
never met him. Before Daniel Johnston was 
discovered, he and I used to go to poetry read- 
ings. Daniel would read his own poetry, and I 
would read Dave's. 

In my mind, David Thornberry was a famous 
and remote god. I planned a way to meet him 
when Glass Eye went on tour. He had a similar 
idea and made a trip to Austin to "visit Daniel," 
though secretly, in his heart, the trip was to 
meet me, because he loved my songs. (I'd sent 
him an album in hopes of impressing him.) You 
can see where this is going. He got here when I 
was away on tour. I didn't hear from him again 
for 13 years. 

Naturally, when he got in touch with me 
again, I wasn't taking any chances. Like a rodeo 
cowboy, I threw him down and hog-tied him 
just about as fast I could, which was a day and 
a half. Not bad. At the time of our marriage, 
David had been living in (and writing about) 
Wyoming for approximately a decade. I felt, 
I think rightly, that there was no way I could 
deprive him of his inspiration. As soon as 
possible after committing the marriage deed, I 
joined him there. 

Nothing could prepare me for the small- 
town Wyoming experience. Not to say that 
there aren't great things about living in a 
small town. A lot of things one associates

with small or even big town life are things I 
like. I like knowing the names of the people 
I deal with regularly, and the feeling of com- 
munity that engenders.

No 
music scene. No liberals. Hell, let's be hon- 
est: No Democrats! Well, I guess there were 
two when we lived there. Worst of all, none 
of my friends lived there. I mean I knew that

Dead Dog's Eyeball: Songs of 
Daniel Johnston (Bar/None) 

This is the album that made it impossible 
for anyone to dismiss Daniel Johnston as 
just another outsider artist. Even as an ever- 
growing number of marquee artists cover his 
songs, Kathy McCarty's Dead Dog's Eyeball, 
originally released in 1994, remains the pre- 
mier articulation of Johnston's songwriting 
prowess more than a decade after its initial 
release. Consequently, it also makes the 
short list for best local album of the Nineties. 
One of Johnston's earliest champions during 
her tenure with Glass Eye, guitarist/vocalist 
McCarty heard uncommon breadth lurking 
just beneath the rudimentary instrumentation 
and tape hiss of Songs of Pain and Hi, How 
Are You. One way to hear Dead Dog's Eyeball 
is as McCarty's attempt to deliver these 
songs to a parallel pop paradise Johnston 
himself may well have envisioned when 
writing them. In the hands of McCarty and 
producer/multi-instrumentalist Brian Beattie, 
"Rocketship" becomes an indie-scale anthem 
in the vein of "Space Oddity," while "Sorry 
Entertainer" riffs on "Peter Gunn" in a play- 
ful state of sleepless delirium. Perhaps even 
more crucial to this album's lasting sense of 
endearment is the fact that McCarty's inter- 
pretations of Johnston's songs are unwaver- 
ingly configured to zero in on their respective 
essences. This might involve anything from 




the full-figured western gothic arrangement 
given to "Walking the Cow" to the restroom 
sink that serves as sole instrumentation on 
"Running Water." McCarty manages to find 
and mine the (nearly) Southern rock aspira- 
tions of "Wild West Virginia," the Beatles- 
leaning psychedelia of "Oh No!" and the Tin 
Pan Alley-style balladry of "Desperate Man 
Blues." On a more emotional level, her ver- 
sion of "Living Life" taps a universal longing 
most of us can't quite put words to. After 
years of being out of print, the reissued 
Eyeball adds three bonus tracks, including 
the anxiety-salving "Worried Shoes," along 
with three seldom-seen videos. No serious 
Austin music collection should be without it.

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going in, but I really didn't get it. Also, did 
I mention there were no jobs? 

So we moved back to Texas. My husband 
had something akin to a nervous break- 
down, and we moved back to Wyoming. 
Our jobs ended, and we moved back to 
Texas. Qobs there are seasonal because it's 
winter nine months a year.) All this back and 
forth was very time- and money-consuming. 
Whenever we were in Texas, I had to work 
a million hours a week waiting tables, and 
my life was just ... waiting tables. Then at 
night I would dream about waiting tables. I 
wanted to finish my record, but I was never 
off work, and I had no money. 

Then one day I realized my mother had 
gotten old. It had never occurred to me 
that my mother, Nancy McCarty, would 
ever get old. How can I tell you about her? 
She'd always been a fountain, a river of 
energy. My health's always been crappy. 
Her health had always been ... bionic\ All 
my life I'd been hearing, "Your 65-year- 
old, chain-smoking mother is in better 
shape than you." This from doctors, mind 
you. Then, all of a sudden, she was old. 
So I put my foot down and said to my 
husband, "I cannot leave my mother. As 
long as she lives, I will not move 2,000 
miles away. " So we stayed in Austin, long 
enough to recover financially to the point 
that I didn't need to work a million hours 
a week, and I could actually get in the 
studio for days at a time. 

That's when I finished my album! 

Another Day in the Sun 

The first time I listened to Another Day in 
the Sun after it was done, I was amazed. "Oh 
my God," I thought. "This is really good. 
This is great. It is truly great!" 




Until that time, we'd just been chipping 
away at each tiny increment of completion. I 
knew I was doing the best work I could. You 
have to keep your focus small at that point. 
When you're doing a vocal, you need to be 
thinking about the vocal, and when you're 
picking a snare drum sound, you should be 
concentrating on the snare drum. 

Even when you're deciding the song 
order, you need to be thinking about 
how one song sounds right after another, 
and how much empty time you want in 
between songs. Everything devolves into 
the proverbial "infinite capacity for taking 
pains." When you're done, though, it's pos- 
sible to step back and experience the whole 
as an album. 

I love this album. 

I can hardly believe I made it. 

It's as nearly perfect a thing as I can 

imagine making. 

It is my gift to the world. 

As I mentioned before, the overarching con- 
cept of Another Day in the Sun is very simple: 
my strongest material, my best songs. Perhaps 
I ought to talk a little about my approach 
to songwriting. I am one of those annoying 
people who listens to the same record ova' 
and over and over again. I used to make myself 
cassettes, back in the days of cassettes, of just 
one song repeating and repeating. 

The only type of music that can stand up 
to this sort of abuse, obviously, is durable 
music. Not the song that enchants on first lis- 
ten, that you're completely sick of by the 10th 
listen. You know the kind of song I am talk- 
ing about! That kind of song is garbage. That 
kind of song will not do. "Music Box Dancer" 
comes to mind. Achy Breaky Heart." "The 
Gambler." Songs have to be the opposite of 
that sort of song for me to like them. 

When I began to write songs, 
I had to be able to like my own 
songs, so they have to be durable. 
I've never regretted writing for dura- 
bility; for one thing, as a musician 
you have to play the same damn 
songs night after night after night 
on tour. Thank God I wrote for 
durability! The downside to this is, 
only sometimes do they grab you 
on the first listen. In Glass Eye, we 
used to always beg the pundits of 
the day to listen to our records "at 
least five times." I couldn't begin 
to count the number of times I've 
been told by fans, "I didn't get it 
at first, but now, it's my favorite

record." Glass Eye fans are amazingly loyal 
for this reason. They still like the songs. 
They still listen to the records. 

Another Day in the Sun is nothing but 
high-quality, durable, densely crafted Kathy 
McCarty songs (austinchronicle.com/issues/ 
dispatch/2005-03- 18/ music_phases.html) 
Because of the years and years of time 
involved, said songs cover a lot of ground. 
There are songs about love and songs about 
pain (historically my favorite topics ... or 
would that be one topic?), and also songs 
about the Big City, and Dropping Acid, and 
God, and Being a Loser. My best song about 
Dropping Acid! My best song about Being a 
Loser! My best song about God! 

Comparing it to Dead Dog's Eyeball, I 
would have to say that you can tell the same 
person made it, the same singer sang it, and 
the same producer produced it. The "pop 
sensibilities" are unchanged. I do think 
Daniel's songs are undeniably more acces- 
sible on the first listen. On the 100th listen 
I think I have him beat. 

When I Paint My Masterwork 

And so it came to pass that I made my 
album. And I saw that it was good. Then 
I mastered it. This is a process all albums 
undergo, where you run your master tape 
through special machines. The day after I 
mastered it, and it was ready to send off for 
manufacture, my mother got her diagnosis. 
Did you catch that chain-smoking foreshad- 
owing? Yep. Advanced lung cancer. 



Who Is DAVID MONIKKER? 

Glass Eye had a "joke" alter-ego band called Monikker, in which I let my hair down. 
The only time I let my hair down is when I'm "being" David Monikker! Monikker hasn't 
played in 10 years, though we plan to do a show next spring. We always liked to have 
Glass Eye and Monikker on the same bill (at Liberty Lunch, that's how long ago) 
because Monikker drew so well. Then we got to keep all the money, too. - K.M. 



Needless to say, my mother became my 
entire life, and the artistic-career thing 
was postponed indefinitely. At first, I was 
terrified she would die before hearing my 
"masterwork." Because all the time, the 
whole point was to make her proud of me. 
I had fantasized about sitting at her kitchen 
table, listening to it together, and in my 
fantasy she was transported with joy and 
admiration and pride. She had changed her 
mind and decided that I hadn't thrown my 
life away, playing loud music in bars for 
drunks and waiting tables to make ends 
meet. I rushed her a copy of the finished 
CD, but I really think she felt too terrible to 
really hear it. She tried though. She made 
me a little list of the songs she liked best. 
Because she was still trying to make me 
happy, like always. 

I was fortunate I live in the same town as 
my mom, so that instead of thinking, "This 
trip home may be the last time I see my 
mother," the whole cancer treatment thing 
became a part of regular life, where you get 
to foster the illusion that you still have all 
the time in the world left to be together. We 
didn't have that uncomfortable thing that 
sometimes happens when you know some- 
one is going to die. 

I held off releasing the album until she 
was gone. Like many strong people, my 
mom didn't go to the doctor until she was 
almost dead. There wasn't much Western 
(or Eastern) medicine could do. 

I like to pretend that she really does feel 
all the things I imagined, like that my life is 
worthwhile, and that she's proud of me. On 
the spirit plane. I like to believe that she 
likes my album. I put everything that I am 
into it. If you have read this far, it's possible 
you might check it out. If you do, I hope 
you like it, too. ■

THE MARS VOLTA 

Austin Music Hall, April 25 

Fuck prog. Fuck prog and all its illusions of 
wizardry and mythical battles. The Mars Volta 
get labeled "prog" a lot, but instead of back- 
sliding into its heady heyday, the Seventies, 
they're actually progressive, which is, ya 
know, what it should really mean. That said, 
their latest album, Frances the Mute, is a 
tough listen, jaunting from Latin rhythms and 
hernia-inducing vocals to long stretches of 
lysergic guitar trails and creepy wah-wah 
splatter. It's loosely based on the journal of 
an adopted boy, and the lyrics require a dic- 
tionary and bong close at hand. Live, Omar A. 
Rodriguez-Lopez and Cedric Bixler-Zavala, the 
two 'fros from El Paso's At the Drive-In, forgo 
the storyteller role and step onto the helm, 
battling a psychotropic maelstrom of sound. 
It's as though they've tapped into the explod- 
ing plastic id of a 14-year-old boy - all primal 
aggression and detached emotional mind- 
fucking. From the moment they walked 
onstage during a squall of feedback to the 
moment they skipped offstage two hours 
later without an encore (none was needed, 
ditto for an opener), TMV played tug-of-war 
with us and one another, incorporating 
Santana-esque percussion corps, horns, wind 
chimes, wanky staccato guitar skronk, and 
innards-rumbling low end, all zoomed through 
Rodriguez-Lopez's face-melting soloing. The 
black-clad Zavala paced and shimmied across 




the stage as his foil made his guitar stutter, 
scream, and whimper. Songs flowed seam- 
lessly, and though there were watch-checking 
moments of Super Wankery, they always lured 
the sold-out throng back in with a head-snap- 
per ("Roulette Dares," "Drunkship of Lanterns"). 
The Mars Volta has a terrific work ethic: 
Quantity never outshines quality. They could 
probably record their next album in a hol- 
lowed out tree in New Zealand. And as a prog- 
ressive band, that shouldn't be a problem.

Italian (Thirty Ghosts) 

A primary tenet of screenwriting, and by 
extension, film, is starting scenes with the 
action already in full swing. "Snake in the 
Grass," opening My Education's long-awaited 
sophomore LP, does just that, the conversa- 
tion between drums, piano, and viola taking 
on an immediate 
cinematic quality, as 
if excerpted from an 
/ta//an film score. 
The pattern is then 
set: begin with a 
tender etude, end in 
an ensemble flare. 
Mediterranean pac- 
ing - languid (James 
Alexander's viola), sweeping (Kirk Laktas' keys), 
quick to burn (guitarists Chris Hackstie and 
Brian Purington) - meets Sicilian consequence 
("Plans A Through B"). The local sextet's 
sonic miasma has coagulated since 2001's 
comparatively lithe 5 Popes. The classical coat- 
ing of "Thanksgiving," cradled in the rhythmic 
undercarriage of Eric Gibbons' bass and Sean 
Seagler's percussion, thickens to a crescendo 
by meal's end. The anxious, wheedling cry of 
Alexander's viola unsettles the ambient drone 
of "(Polyphonic Walnuts) Puppy Love," shifting 
into the inclement seance of "Texas Style." The 
third act ("Dirty Hands," "Green Arrow") drags 
- blurred, drifting - but the 12-minute closer, 
approaching the nuclear testing of Kinski, 
crystallizes in a more delicate center. /ta//'an is 
paced like said nationality's filmography, and as 
such, it lingers long after.

The Carlton Chronicles: Not Until the 
Operation's Through (Misra) 

There's this black cat that's taken up resi- 
dence in our sporadically mowed back yard, 
pretending to be a lion in the more jungle-like 
parts, but mostly taking refuge from the pit 
bulls next door. It's this fella that takes center 
stage in The Carlton 
Chronicles. Will 
Johnson penned his 
latest South San 
Gabriel outing from 
the POV of an ailing 
cat, and while the 
concept is obscure 
at points, thanks 
to the Centro-Matic 
frontman's oft-mangled warble, even if one 
stripped away the vocal tracks, The Carlton 
Chronicles would remain a lovely work. Take 
"Affection's the Pay," for example. Drummer 
Matt Pence marries the cadence of the most 
sensual Dirty Three reverie to Johnson's sweet 
harmonies, which are reminiscent of Low. "I 
Feel Too Young to Die" is the true bellwether 
of the album: The guitars are sweetly smoky, 
chugging gently and underscoring Johnson's 
oblique lyrics ("I live in magnolia, I am in your 
paintbrush"). Johnson scores a direct hit to the 
solar plexus in articulating the anxiety faced 
in shuffling off our mortal coil, dreaming of the 
"new home" that waits on the other side. Like a 
big back yard safe from snapping pit bulls and 
the tax collector. It's a beautiful dream, one you 
won't want to end.

THE GOLEM 

(Rubinchik) 

The Golem 
would be potter's 
refuse without its 
soundtrack. Set 
in 16th-century 
Prague, this 1920 
silent film was 
written by, directed 
by, and starring 
Paul Wegener, 
but the German 
Expressionist 
classic, here on DVD with English dialogue 
cards, is brought to life like its titular clay 
monster by local music-scene veteran Mark 
Rubin and his klezmer posse. Scoring silent 
cinema live for an audience at Austin's 
Alamo Drafthouse is no small feat consider- 
ing the breadth of instruments interspersed 
throughout. Somehow, Rubinchik's Yiddish 
Ensemble pulls it off. Their traditional songs 
are married to the picture as though it were 
never actually silent. In fact, the presence of 
five 21st-century men - Rubin, Ben Saffer, Dr. 
Don Weeda, Michael Maddux, and cantor Neil 
Blumofe - isn't even felt until the audience 
begins to clap along to a particularly joyous 
refrain, which happens several times. There's 
something about that tuba-accordion play 
that inspires energy. Rubin & Co. drive The 
Golem through scene after scene, display- 
ing what a triumph this film was in its time. 
If that's not enough Yiddish, Rubin is also 
one-third of trad trio Hank Sapoznik & the 
Youngers of Zion, whose debut LP Protocols, 
is a soundtrack for any Jewish celebration. 
Culture is so trampled these days, it's a 
blessing someone like Mark Rubin is keeping 
traditions alive. - Darcie Stevens

The Dirty & Hairy 
Film Festival 

Winner of this 
year's Austin 
Music Award for 
Best Video/ DVD, 
Dirty & Hairy is 
impressive both 
as an undertaking 
- area merchants 
donated goods, 
locations, and/or services - and as a cock 
eyed journal of the everyday musical ne'er- 
do-well. Eleven short films commissioned 
by longtime local rocker Troy Dillinger to 
accompany his latest LP the individual 
pieces vary wildly in conception and produc- 
tion, from Dillinger's adaptation of Raymond 
Carver's "Intimacy" to a montage of old 
photos and public-access footage, including 
an ill-fated AMN appearance where Dillinger 
throws down his guitar and storms off cam- 
era. "Leavin' This Evenin'" and "Pencil Me 
In" each offer a giant wink at stereotypical 
musician behavior: hotel-room parties and 
relationships on the fly. Others center on 
the eternal alone-in-a-crowd theme: a doll- 
like effigy of Dillinger "walks" around the 
city in "Surrender," while the real thing 
bemoans his invisibility to his would-be 
sweetheart while following her around 
downtown, South Congress, and Hyde Park 
on "Strong Arms." "Candle Shop" sets love 
among knickknacks, and "Just 'Cuz" sends 
up amateur porn while offering a bevy of 
lingerie-clad beauties rebuffing Dillinger in 
various wage-earner guises (pizza guy, pool 
cleaner, etc.). The songs serve their settings, 
and the echo-laden Bowie/U2 feel of "I Got 
to Love You" and earthy grind of "Just 'Cuz" 
stand up well on their own. Funny, resourceful, 
and occasionally poignant, Dirty and Hairy might 
just make your day. - Christopher Gray 
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Shedding retrospective light on "3am 
Freestyles" recorded at "2400 Oltorf," ATX 
Records unleashes its first product since 
its cross-city relocation last spring.

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Kaizen, and emerging Young Nick, Mirage 

toys with Geto Boys tweak as he admits, 
"At night I can't sleep so I twist and burn, 
strictly veggies that's green, no fry or sherm." 
Utilizing his ties to The Swed.u.s.h Connection 
(Swedish Brandy), DJ Chicken George high- 
lights the most sophisticated and elegant 
aspects of hip-hop production. Compiling four 
introspective instrumentals by DJ Take from 
Los Angeles, Hydroponic Sound System from 
Dallas, and Malcolm Kipe from Austin, the 
EP release signifies yet another instance of 
the marketing prowess of the Chicken George 
juggernaut. Ambient-electro outfit OHN 
returns with its sophomore album In the End, 
All Things Begin, featuring disjointed down- 
tempo, uplifting jam-tronica, and bubblegum 
digi-pop.

Every once in a while, an album 
appears that makes listeners hear old 
music in new ways. That's the case with 
this stunning collection of conjunto favor- 
ites, created in collaboration by three of 
the most accomplished Tejano musicians 
working today: David Lee Garza, Joel Guzman, and Sunny Sauceda. 
Included are six instrumental medleys and four rancheras, selected 
and performed in tribute to the accordion kings who originally made 
them great, like Narciso Martinez, Pedro Ayala, Paulino Bernal, and 
Esteban Jordan, to name a few. For Tejano and conjunto music fans, 
that warm "ah ha" moment of recognition occurs on track after track. 
What's surprising about this Grammy Award-winning album is the 
intoxicating alchemy Garza, Guzman, and Sauceda create, resulting in 
a joyous riot of music. Each accordionist has his own moment to riff 
and jam, weave and bob, covering one another's back on some tunes, 
taking center stage on others. Joining this historic collaboration are 
first-rate musicos Gilbert Velasquez (guitar), Chente Barrera (drums 
and vocals), Steve Roth (bass), and Sarah Fox (vocals), bringing the 
proverbial cherries to the top of scrumptious tres leches cake. Even 
nonconjunto fans will be sideswiped by Polkas, Gritos y /Acordeones, or 
as Juan Tejeda writes in the disc's liner notes, "Make you proud to be 
a Chicano from Tejas, even if you're not."

TISH HINOJOSA 

A Heart Wide Open (Valley Entertainment) 

The summery reggae beat on A Heart 
Wide Open's "Never Say Never Love Again" 
is good news for Tish Hinojosa fans. 
After all, they've waited five long years 
between releases, a length of time that 
often finds even hardcore fanatics drifting 
away. That's not likely to happen given A 
Heart Wide Open. Hinojosa, accompanied 
by collaborators Marvin Dykhuis (guitarist) and Glenn Kawamoto (bass- 
ist), produced 12 new songs that unfold like a lacy fan - flirtatious, 
Latino pop as pretty as it is substantial. That's the San Antonio-born 
singer-songwriter's neat little trick: making a song like "Derechos de 
el Corazon" provocative while also turning out the wistful "Something 
More Than This." The longtime Austinite's bell-like vox rings throughout 
the songs - "Would You Love Me Back Again" opens with a "Starry 
Eyes"-like intro - yet the bilingual lyrics aren't always breezy. Hinojosa's 
commitment to social activism remains front and center on "Blue Eyed 
Billy," and "Whatever Happened to Everyone Wanting to Care." Always 
thoughtful and beautifully crafted, A Heart Wide Open is Tish Hinojosa's 
wish for a world not expecting such a rare present.

MARCIA BALL 

Live! Down the Road (Alligator) 

Since joining Alligator Records in 
2001, Marcia Ball's career has been on 
the upswing. The local pianist's last two 
releases have won W.C. Handy Blues 
Awards and nearly unanimous critical 
acclaim. Even so, Ball's best appreciated 
in a live setting, where she never fails to 
put on a butt-rockin' show. The long, tall 
one sits at the piano, legs crossed and 
swinging to the beat, her hands running up and down the ivory 88s 
with fiery determination. Meanwhile, the band stretches out, displaying 
their mighty chops, Ball touching all the cornerstones of her musi- 
cal vision from New Orleans R&B and Louisiana swamp pop to Texas 
swing and ballads dripping with soul. Given all that, it might come as 
a surprise that Live! Down the Road is Ball's first in-concert release. 
What's not is the fact that the show, recorded at the Sierra Nevada 
Brewing Company in Chico, Calif., last year, is nearly 80 minutes of 
party time. Angela Strehli joins in for a romp through "It Hurts to Be in 
Love," and there are a couple of new tunes, including a bluesy take of 
Duke Robillard's "Just Kiss Me" that's straight out of the roadhouse. 
Live! Down the Road is a great career summary, making it the one 
Marcia Ball album everyone should own.

COUNTRY MILE 

God love the Geezinslaws. 

They're corny and cranky as ever on 
The Eclectic Horsemen, and Sammy 
Allred navigating Robert Plant's 
hedgerows (after Willie Nelson 
takes a turn, no less) on "Stairway 
to Heaven" is a whole new kind 
of funny. "I Gave Her My Ring" is 
paired with, of course, "she gave 
me the finger," "My Way" is even 
more trailer-park than Elvis' version, and Robert Earl Keen's 
"Copenhagen" is right on the Manchaca money. Or lack thereof. 
Broke and broke down, by life, women, the president, and all 
the other usual suspects (but mostly women), Neil Kaiser & 
the Boxcar Angels' Guess You Heard is heavy with regret and 
resignation. Kaiser beats back depression with wordplay that's 
disarming even at its most downhearted, as on "Sad Old Clock" 
and "I Hate My 80s Girl." Alvin Crow's trustworthy fiddle fills out 
the bare-bones production, and blood-soaked ballad "Goodbye 
Elena" is remorseful without being maudlin, a real achievement 
considering its Deadwood-like body count. Mike Runnels, one- 
time vocalist with Raul's-era rockers the Reactors, has traded in 
his ripped T-shirt for a string tie on the assured One More Time. 
Up-tempo honky-tonk that benefits greatly from the presence 
of top hands like Herb Steiner, Andrew Nafziger, and especially 
Ron Flynt, who plays everything but the ponies, One More Time 
spins 10 two-steppers and belly-rubbers around the dance floor 
without a bad one in the bunch. Runnels, meanwhile, divides his 
time between falling in love anew and wondering why he would 
ever do such a thing, with the odd secret affair thrown in to keep 
the cycle going. The Double Eagle String Band turns back the 
clock even further on Who's Go/n' Down to Town, a solid hour of 
good old-time string-band music, including several Carter Family 
tunes and lively regional favorites like "Leather Breeches" and 
"Bonaparte's Retreat." It even includes appropriate fiddle tunings 
for those inclined to saw along at home. - Christopher Gray 




deEP End 

The introductory EP is a tried 
and true industry standard, the 
bridge between demo and LP For 
three newborn Austin rock acts, it's 
enough to whet listeners' appetites 
for what are soon-to-be anticipated 
debut discs. There's no better way 
to summarize the sonic steal that is 
5 Songs from the Casting Couch. 
Patched together by government 
employees, students, and a few 

transplants from Athens, Ga., this fivepiece could become one of 
Austin's most exciting new bands. Imagine what South Congress 
would sound like if Liz Phair had settled in, and that begins to 
paint the Casting Couch picture. Alt.country and college-grrrl pop 
fuse themselves in a splendid way, songs like "Flying Machine" 
and "Copper Girl" bound for greatness. Not so instantly bound 
for that same acclaim is the new self-titled EP from the Shim 
Shams. New Wave influences clog up the drain, and rather 
than sound retro, the Shim Shams are more of a mishmash. 
Songs such as "Jiggy Woo" and "The Shim Sham Song" are 
about as original and creative as their titles suggest. The Shim 
Shams means the fledgling act now has studio time under its 
belt, and, hopefully, they'll craft actual songs when they go long. 
Meanwhile, the Cutaway do what many local rock acts have 
failed to: stitch indie rock flourishes into a Top 40 pop tapestry. 
Featuring former members of gone-but-not-forgotten Austin col- 
lectives Mineral and Pop Unknown, the Cutaway's Ready for the 
Fall EP would be predictable if it weren't so surprisingly clever 
("Something New," "Headline"). Perhaps they rely on the crutch 
of emocore arrangements too often, but that doesn't prevent 
these five songs from being Ready. - Matt Dentler

Fred Simunovic was charged in March with armed robbery of a Key West, Fla., credit union, 
with "armed" referring to the pitchfork he was waving. And a man fled after attempting to 
rob a shopkeeper in Central Park Plaza in Jacksonville, III., in January by first threatening 
her and then slapping her several times with a flyswatter. 



LEAD STORY 

Ivy League Blues: In March, a Princeton 
University graduate student in applied math- 
ematics, Michael Lohman, was arrested, sus- 
pected by police of being the guy who has 
been assaulting Asian women on campus for 
weeks by snipping locks of their hair or by 
furtively doctoring their drinks with unspeci- 
fied "bodily fluids" in the dining hall. And a 
week after that, in Rockport, Mass., a chaired 
professor of economics at Harvard, Martin 
Weitzman, was charged with larceny after a 
farmer said Weitzman has long been trespass- 
ing and hauling away manure for his own 
nearby farm, thus denying the farmer his mar- 
ket price of $35 per truckload. 

THINGS PEOPLE BELIEVE 

• 1) Mr. Mamadou Obotimbe Diabikile was 
shot by police and arrested after his unsuc- 
cessful attempt to rob the Mali Development 
Bank in Bamako, Mali, in March, in part 
hindered by the nearly 7 lbs. of magic charms 
he was wearing to make himself invisible.

POLICE BLOTTER 

William Woodard, 39, suspected by police 
in the Trenton, N.J., area of more than 50 bur- 
glaries, was arrested in March, and authorities 
said they were confident they could match him 
to what had become one of the "signatures" 
of the crime spree: random splotches of excre- 
ment at several crime scenes. In the course of 



the arrest, a highly nervous Woodard failed to 
control his bowels, and police have submitted 
samples for DNA testing. 

ADVENTURES IN 0BN0XI0USNESS 

Christopher Garcia, 46, of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, 
was turned down for unemployment benefits in 
March because an administrative judge found that 
he was properly fired by a convenience store for 
misconduct in that he would not stop "air drum- 
ming" on duty (using real drumsticks), causing 
some customers to complain of feeling threat- 
ened.

THE IMPORTANT THINGS IN LIFE 

Tony Young, 35, made the news in January 
in Flint, Mich., when he tried to stop the 
theft of his Mustang ("my pride and joy") by 
grabbing the spoiler and hanging on for 20 
minutes as the thief drove through Flint and 
on two interstate highways at speeds up to 80 
mph, trying to shake him off. Young still man- 
aged to call 9 1 1 on his cell phone and describe 
his route until police could join the chase, 
which ended when the driver fled on foot 
and was captured. (Two weeks later, "Young" 
was arrested and charged with breaking into 
a home, and police discovered that his real 
name is Anthony Barry and that he has served 
two stretches in prison.) 

CREMEDE LA WEIRD 

Two groups of Aryan supremacists who 
fled Germany to establish Utopias in South 
America were in the news recently regarding 
their descendants' colonies in southern Chile 
("Colonia Dignidad") and in Paraguay ("Nueva 
Germania"). Colonia leader Paul Schafer, 83, 
who reportedly commanded total obedience 
from his sect of 300 farmers (who remain, 
culturally and technologically, in the 1940s), 
was arrested in Argentina as a fugitive from 
charges of having sex with his camp's children. 
And prominent California musician-composer 
David Woodard was reported by the San 
Francisco Chronicle in March to be carrying 
musical and electronic equipment to Paraguay 
to reinvigorate Nueva Germania as an "Aryan 
vacuum in the middle of the jungle" as per 
composer Richard Wagner's vision of an aes- 
thetic outpost of Germanic culture. 

LEAST COMPETENT PEOPLE 

According to police in New York City, 
schoolteacher Wayne Brightly, who was having 
trouble passing the state's modest certification 
exam, paid a former mentor, Rubin Leitner, 
to take the test for him.

Fairfield Lake State Park caters to 
a lot of different recreational pursuits. 
Popular with fishermen, the 1,460-acre 
park also attracts mountain bikers, bird- 
ers, hikers, and campers looking for a 
shady place to hang their hammocks. 

Built in 1971, the 2,400-acre lake is 
actually a cooling pond for TXU's Big Brown 
Steam Electric Station, the first lignite- 
fueled power plant in Texas. Swimmers 
and skiers on spring break love the lake 
because the water gets warmer earlier 
than most lakes. "By July and August [the 
water] might be a little too warm for most 
swimmers," says Bonnie McCeig between 
helping visitors at the park headquarters. 

The short-lived winter temperatures of 
the water have the added advantage of 
giving resident fish a longer growing sea- 
son. Normally a saltwater species from 
the Gulf of Mexico, red drum, or red fish, 
does quite well in the freshwater lake. 
Catches of 15 lbs. are nearly routine, and 
the lake holds the state record for inland 
red drum at 36.83 lbs. "The red drum 
grown fast and big here," McCeig says. 

Now is a good time to go fishing in any 
state park because the department has 
extended the moratorium on requiring a 
license when fishing from the bank or a 
pier. Besides the usual assortment of bass, 
crappie, and catfish, the lake also has been 
stocked with blue tilapia, or African perch. 
A good fish to invite to dinner, the tilapia 
was brought to the lake to help control the 
underwater vegetation. There is no bag limit 
on the size or quantity of the fish that can 
be caught, but the nongame fish are to be 
caught only with a bow or throw net and 
can't be carried out of the park alive. 



Humans are not the 
ones who discovered 
the fishing at Fairfield 
Lake. From November 
to March, bald eagles 
make their winter 
homes in the tall trees. 
In a transition zone 
between the post-oak 
savannah of northern Texas and the piney 
woods of East Texas, the park preserves a 
thick riparian forest that mixes many spe- 
cies of plants and animals. 

At night the insects sing a constant 
chorus accented with the occasional 
hooting of an unseen owl. In the morn- 
ing, a woodpecker's knocks echo through 
the heavily wooded campgrounds. There 
is a three-mile nature and bird-watching 
trail that winds through the wetlands of a 
small inlet on the lake. 

More than 20 miles of trails attract 
bicyclists and horseback riders to the 
park. The six-mile-long trail to the primi- 
tive campground is a nice, easy ride for 
most riders and is the only trail open to 
horses. The trail is mostly old jeep roads 
and has enough hills to be a good work- 
out. The older trail on the peninsula near 
the campgrounds is also an easy ride, but 
the trail is a single path through the thick 
woods. The underbrush hides at least two 
geocache sites in the park. 

While the trails generally get an easy 
rating, the Perimeter Trail along the 
fence line can be a real bone-shaker. 
Originally cut by local prison crews as a 
fire break, the path sends riders scream- 
ing down deep cuts made by small 
streams and puffing up steep inclines. 




Because the trail isn't used much, it 
tends to be rough and not always clearly 
defined. Not shown on the park map 
but marked with a sign, there is a trail 
that connects the peninsula trails to the 
Perimeter Trail. 

The park packs 135 campsites into a 
relatively small space without crowding. 
The thick vegetation and rolling hills of 
the lake shore provide natural barriers 
between parties. Although the park does 
not have screen shelters, most of the 
camping slots have water and electricity. 
The restrooms and showers are usual 
state park fare, but the volunteer park 
hosts do try to keep them up better than 
at some parks. 

Fairfield Lake State Park is 6 miles 
northeast of Fairfield, which is off of 1-45 
about an hour east of Waco. Locals rec- 
ommend Sam's Restaurant for barbecue 
and pies, and Gilberto's for Mexican food.

Honk! 



Mary Moody Northen Theatre, through May 1 

Running time: 2 hrs, 20 min 

The folks at St. Edward's University's Mary Moody Northen 
Theatre are billing their production of Honk! as "a musical 
comedy for the whole family!" It's an apt description. Young 
and old know this story about the ugly duck- 
ling, shunned by the animals in the barnyard 
because he hatched from a bigger egg and is 
so different, large, and ungainly. Eventually, 
of course, he discovers that he's not really a 
duck, he's a - well, I certainly don't want to 
give anything away. Anthony Drewe, who wrote 
the book and lyrics, cleaves closely to Hans 
Christian Andersen's fairy tale, with some 
twists: This duckling, instead of running away, 
gets lost, and his mother searches for him for 
months, and there's a malevolent cat that keeps popping up 
out of nowhere. For the adults, there are references to cell 
phones and reality television shows. Songs are plentiful and, 
for the most part, peppy and uplifting, with music by George 
Stiles. 

Director Rod Caspers and his designers have constructed 
a production that depends heavily, and effectively, on the 
audience's imagination. While the show doesn't necessarily 
breathe barnyard, it does breathe barn, with slatted wood, 
packing crates, and trunks abundant throughout the setting. 
The colors are earthy - all browns, yellows, and reds - and 
there's little that's representational. Clouds are made with 





draped fabric hung around the periphery of the stage; water 
is evoked by an actor delicately waving a large piece of filmy 
blue cloth about and letting it settle onto the floor; eggs are 
umbrellas of different sizes (and from which poke the arms of 
the ducklings as they hatch). The set is often bathed in warm 
light. It's magical in a very theatrical way. 

Caspers gets some excellent work from his actors, all the 
more impressive because so many of the ones playing promi- 
nent roles are freshmen. Always engaging is Libby Dees as 
Ida, the ugly duckling's mother, who has a beautifully expres- 
sive and melodic voice; her songs are always effectively ren- 
dered and easy on the ear. In multiple roles, Walter Songer is 
delightful, particularly as an optimistic, pun-filled bullfrog. 

The show is a bit long. Andersen's fairy tale isn't very 
complicated, and Drewe and Stiles seem intent on making a 
mountain out of a molehill. Some judicious cutting might have 
been in order, especially in a show that appeals so heavily to 
the young. Judy Thompson-Price's choreography is energetic 
and appropriate, and given their youth, the actors execute 
it well. However, some of the staging didn't make a lot of 
sense. Caspers and costume designer Hope Irish Buchanan 
have chosen to dress the actors as people rather than ani- 
mals, and Caspers has the actors represent their animal 
selves through their physicality. But this animal physicality 
seems to come and go without any obvious rhyme or reason; 
sometimes the actors look like animals, more often they look 
like people. Such unevenness might leaven the appeal for 
adults, but there's unquestionable magic in the show for chil- 
dren, and not just in the lavish design and complicated execu- 
tion, but in the lesson of acceptance and tolerance that is at 
the heart of this old tale. - Barry Pineo

Red, White and Tuna 

Paramount Theatre, through May 1 
Running time: 2 hrs 

Never too early for patriotism, Red, White and Tuna is a viciously 
funny excursion into small-town Texas politics, relationships, and heat- 
ed gossip. Portraying matronly ladies, cowboy disc jockeys, hippies, 
and a dozen other memorable characters in the burg of Tuna, Texas, 
the show's writer-performers Jaston Williams and Joe Sears glide into 
vocal varieties and signature body postures with technical expertise 
guaranteed after 22 years of practice and collaboration. 

In this third edition of the Greater Tuna series, an impending high 
school reunion brings out the best - and more often the worst - in 
the citizens of Tuna. Who will be crowned the reunion queen? Nasty 
spitfire talk among the competitors, whose extravagant opinions are 
based on rumor and suspicion, stirs up comedic moments that get 
you chuckling before you realize what's happened. Lines steeped 
in sardonic syrup pour out of characters' mouths. 
Through subterraneous comments on simpleminded 
religious orthodoxy and community pressure, Red, 
White and Tuna exposes the indiscernible snare of 
infectious social obligations and appearances. 
Hesitantly, I admit to being a Tuna virgin despite being 
an Austinite who has seen characters from the show 
in local advertising and heard all the praise over 
the years. The loyal fan base is not without cause; 
these guys can act, pantomime, write, and switch into 
costumes seemingly without effort. And even though 
I was a newcomer to this local theatre phenomenon, I had little dif- 
ficulty recognizing character connections and motives. Often, I was 
impressed by how far the Tuna guys would push the narrative. 

Sears starts off with frumpy grandmother/Aunt Pearl Burras wear- 
ing a Styrofoam Statue of Liberty crown, unflinching and completely 
secure in "her" self as she prepares for the fire-cracking chaos of the 
Fourth of July picnic. Other distinctive highlights include a car crash 
fiasco with Pearl and Vera Carp; premarital strife and reconciliation 
between Bertha Bumiller and DJ Aries Struvie; local artisan Stanley 
Bumiller's dramatic repulsion listening to his menopausal mother's 





philosophy on sex; local homosexual Joe Bob Lipsey causing a ruckus 
as the coronated reunion queen; and a UFO landing-ramp flashing and 
fogging up the set as Didi Snaveley's estranged husband returns non- 
chalantly from his alien abduction. 

As a desert town too small to notice, the infinitesimal is what 
makes Tuna special. No story or person is worthless. Even with all 
their racism - such as Vera's ignorance of her house cleaner's name, 
designating her and all previous maids as "Loop-ee," or Didi's obses- 
sive firearms fetish or Petey Fisk's ill-informed animal rights proclama- 
tions - every personality has a charismatic history we are enticed to 
imagine through the portrayal. I may not like Vera if I were to meet 
her, but watching her rant and rave about Methodists or "making 
shade" in the desert heat, I am stung with a not-so-foreign feeling. 
Amidst the bigotry and illusion, Williams and Sears manage to human- 
ize vapid conservatism through drag performance. It's quite a feat, 
and it's fascinating to see so many fans repeatedly return to the Tuna 
world when the underlying story provocatively blends righteous belief 
with a satirical slant. - Heather Barfield

Two become one - that's the image that we hold of true love, isn't 
it? Two hearts, two souls, so in tune with one another, such perfect 
complements, that they complete one another, merge into a single 
being. Beautiful to imagine, but oh so difficult to achieve in the world, 
which exerts so many different pressures on us and where we're so 
loathe to surrender our individual identity, even for the one we care 
for most deeply. The two operas Delia's Gift and Holy Night offer us 
intimate examinations of that difficulty from either side of a century's 
divide, in a meager Fifth Avenue apartment in 1905 
and the same apartment, much refurbished, today. 

In Delia's Gift, the residents of the room are Delia 
and Jim, the young couple at the heart of 0. Henry's 
"The Gift of the Magi," she of the lustrous long hair, he 
of the heirloom gold watch. They are rich in love but 
little else. Their clothes are plain, their home a sparely 
furnished flat. 0. Henry pretty quickly cuts to the chase, 
setting up each one's desire to buy the other an expen- 
sive gift for Christmas: jeweled combs for her hair, a 
platinum fob for his watch. But librettist Paul Woodruff 
lets the story breathe, adding in the couple's encounter with a pair of 
snooty swells and assorted creditors - the landlady, the butcher - to 
heighten our sense of the poverty that wears them down day by day. 
Composer Dan Welcher draws deeply from the music of the day, steep- 
ing us in a kind of burnished romanticism, genteel and golden, that 
warms us to the honeyed love of Jim and Delia. And as portrayed here 
by Stephen Ruduski and Kelly Hart, the two project an endearing whole- 
someness; they're innocents whose love truly conquers all. 

In Holy Night, Joshua and Dennis appear to be just as much in love 
as Delia and Jim - in fact, they're about to seal their commitment 
to each other with an exchange of rings in a ceremony - and they're 
much better off financially (real estate in that neighborhood has taken 
a serious upturn in the past 100 years as the tony furnishings in 
Christopher McCollum's set attest), but that doesn't leave their union 
free from strain. Both men have issues with their families - Dennis 
is estranged from his; Joshua still hasn't quite left his behind - and 
when Joshua's family comes over for a Christmas Eve celebration, 
the ties that bind threaten to split the men apart. Woodruff's origi- 





nal libretto casts these two as much more cosmopolitan than their 
counterparts in Delia's Gift, smarter and sawier about life but also 
less optimistic, more prone to suspicion and darker moods. Welcher 
explores that musically with occasional dissonance and strains of 
melancholy. It gives the work a richer humanity in some ways, a frailty 
that pulls at our hearts. We understand the stresses on these men, 
and unlike with Jim and Delia, we're not sure whether their love can 
survive them. And both Drake Dentzler and Yoon Sang Lee convey 
the depth of feeling in their characters' relationship and the pain and 
uncertainty that clouds it. 

Welcher and Woodruff created these companion pieces almost 20 
years apart, but you wouldn't know it watching this production. Despite 
the obvious differences in tone owing to the operas' different settings, 
the pieces feel much more like they belong together. Both capture the 
buoyantly playful spirit of young lovers, the chattiness, the private jokes, 
the teasing, the way so much of the world exists to be made fun of. 
(And no doubt some credit for that - and for all the productions' emo- 
tional honesty - should be extended to director Robert DeSimone.) In 
both, the Christmas setting exposes how we sometimes need to make 
a statement of our love through gift or action at that time of year, how 
we have twisted the holiday from an occasion for offering some part of 
ourselves to one when we have to prove something of our love with a 
gift. Ultimately, both Delia's Gift and Holy Night show us a way beyond 
that, to forgiveness and the shedding of self that allows lovers to unite. 
In this expression of the meaning of true love, these lovely new operas 
merge together; two become one. - Robert Faires

D: Alex Gibney. (NR, 110 min.) 

It's a truism that things are done big in Texas, but who knew that 
approach applied to failures as well successes? The Enron debacle - 
the bankruptcy scandal that demolished the Houston corporation that 
was ranked the seventh largest in the country, and also devastated 
its swindled employees, stockholders, business associates, and even 
casual observers - is put under the microscope in Gibney's documen- 
tary. Based on the book by Fortune writers Bethany 
McLean and Peter Elkind, Enron: The Smartest Guys 
in the Room documents the collapse in vivid detail 
and with cinematic flourish. Moreover, the film doesn't 
require an economics degree to understand the fac- 
tors that led to Enron's demise, although laymen may 
occasionally wish for a pause button in the theatre in 
order to absorb the volumes of information in more 
manageable scoops. The film teeters between two nar- 
rative strategies: Enron's undoing seen as the work of 
some bad apples who tainted the whole bushel and 
the story of Enron as an American saga - a story not only of rampant 
hubris and self-interest at the local level but also a story about the 
operational mentality of the largest corporate contributor to George W. 
Bush's re-election campaign and the tacit complicity of banks, accoun- 
tants, stock analysts, and others in willfully turning a blind eye to 
irregularities that might have pointed out that the emperor was wear- 
ing no clothes. With such characters as Kenneth Lay, Jeffrey Skilling, 
and Andy Fastow at the helm of Enron, the "great man" approach is 
irresistibly tempting, since their "sins" are so lurid and grandiose. 
Gibney makes great use of lots of inside material: training films, 
news footage, party spoofs, and some especially damning audio- 
tapes of Enron traders callously manipulating the price of oil on 
the West Coast as California suffered the consequences with roll- 
ing blackouts. In the course of showing these scoundrels for their 
true measure, Gibney strikes a few unfair blows that make it clear 
that the filmmaker's stance is not fully objective, and that should 
not be forgotten either while watching his film. But the sensibility 





that manipulatively matches the Traffic tune "Dear Mr. Fantasy" 
with the introduction of Andy Fastow is the same sensibility that 
closes the movie with Tom Waits' fabulous rendition of "God's Away 
on Business." (The film's music choices show great forethought.) 
Despite these biases, the movie helps the average American under- 
stand the nature of the shell games perpetuated by Enron and how 
"synergistic corruptions" can corrupt absolutely. (For more on the 
film, see p. 61 of this week's Screens section for an interview with 
the director.) - Marjorie Baumgarten

DUST TO GLORY 

D: Dana Brown. (PG, 97 min.) 

The thrill of racing is hard to capture 
on film: The confines of the screen 
always make the contests seem smaller 
and less turbocharged than they are in 
reality. Dana Brown seems a more likely 
candidate than most to coax the adrena- 
line onto the screen, considering the suc- 
cess of his previous documentary Step 
Into Liquid about the sport of surfing. 
(Brown, the son of The Endless Summer 
documentarian Bruce Brown, may be 
genetically predisposed to this kind of 
man-against-himself-and-the-elements 
kind of sports filmmaking.) However, 
things do not go as well for Brown in his 
move from water to land. Dust to Glory is 
a total hodge-podge of relatively random 
footage from the Baja 1000, the longest 
off-road race in the world. Contestants 
compete in a variety of categories: moto- 
bikes, trophy trucks, autos, unmodified 
old VW Beetles, and so on. The rugged- 
ness of the vehicles is reflected in the 
ruggedness of the (mostly) male partici- 
pants, although the contest rules are 
loose enough to allow the cars to be held 



together with giant twist ties if the need 
arises. The competition here seems to 
be more between the driver and the track 
than among the drivers themselves, with 
the goal of finishing ranking nearly as 
high as winning. Brown talks to many of 
the annual returnees to the event, some 
of whom recount wild tales from the 
race's early years in the Sixties - before 
helicopters observed from above and 
Baja was quite as developed as it is now. 
All seem to be entranced with the mythol- 
ogy of the event, and an added bonus 
is the first-time appearance of Mario 
Andretti at the Baja 1000. The film has 
plenty of "eat my dust" moments, too, 
but since so much of the track is driven 
in solitary rather than a pack, those 
moments lose some of their grit. Despite 
the action, Dust to Glory is an unfocused 
project, seeming as though a script was 
constructed to reflect the footage cap- 
tured, rather than emerging organically 
and reflectively from what was observed. 
It's similar to an IMAX movie in the way it 
strives for gulps in the throat and "oohs" 
from seasick viewers. Dust to Glory may 
be a gearhead's delight, but its appeal 
to middle-of-the-roaders will be stop- 
and-go. - Marjorie Baumgarten

THE HITCHHIKER'S GUIDE 
TO THE GALAXY 

D: Garth Jennings; with Martin Freeman, Mos 
Def, Sam Rockwell, looey Deschanel, Bill Nighy, 
Warwick Davis, John Malkovich, Alan Rickman, 
Helen Mirren, Stephen Fry. (PG, 108 min.) 

Forget about race, class, and politics. The 
world is more simply divided into two dis- 
tinct groups, those who get Douglas Adams 
and those who don't. The British author, 
who died in 2001 while working on the sec- 
ond draft of this film's screenplay, was and 
is wildly influential (Terry Pratchett's million- 
selling Discworld novels are a direct descen- 
dant), and this long-awaited adaptation of 
Adams' main claim to literary fame arrives 
in a fog of expectation, and, in some quar- 
ters, dread. It's good to report, then, that 
director Garth Jennings, one half of the duo 
Hammer and Tongs (best known for their 
music video for Britpop act Blur's "Coffee 
and TV" single) has gotten Adams' comic 
sensibility - which on the page involves 
much geeky wordplay, extreme puns, and an 
absolute inability to take anything seriously 
- down pat. Fans of the novel can exhale, 
finally; panic is unwarranted. On the other 
hand, audiences unfamiliar with Adams' 
bizarre world may find themselves wonder- 
ing what all the fuss was about and what, 
exactly, is going on in the film. Freeman (of 
the original, British version of The Office) 



plays Arthur Dent, who awakes one morning 
to find his home about to be demolished 
to make way for a freeway bypass. Luckily, 
his friend Ford Prefect (Mos Def), in reality 
an alien travel writer, pops 'round to inform 
him that the world is ending in a matter of 
minutes, targeted for demolition by a group 
of interstellar bureaucrats to make way for 
a hyperspace bypass. (This is the sort of 
ramrod irony Adams favored; it tends to 
work better in print than on the screen.) 
Ford and Prefect escape certain death by 
thumbing a ride on the alien's ship, and 
from here on out it's one loony adventure 
after another, all with a decidedly Monty 
Python-esque edge. Eventually, and through 
plot contrivances far too byzantine to get 
into here, the duo land in the company of 
Zaphod Beeblebrox (Rockwell), the narcis- 
sistic, double-headed president of the 
Universe, who comes across as a cross 
between all the bad Seventies hard-rock 
bands you can recall and seminal movie 
stoner Jeff Spicolli. Rockwell is blatantly 
over-the-top, and he deserves his own film; 
when he's off the screen the film loses 
much of it antic spark. There's a love story 
in here, too, between former easy Earth 
girl Trish McMillan (Deschanel), who says 
she rechristened herself Trillian "because 
it sounded more spacey," and Arthur, the 
spineless British everyman who wins out 
(sort of) in the end. The real star of the 
film, however, is the Jim Henson Creature 
Shop artists, who manage to make the 
many elaborate and decidedly old-school 
creature effects come to hilarious life. 
Jennings should be commended for stick- 
ing as closely as he does to, if not the 
letter, then the tone of Adams' work. One 
sequence involving a spaceship's "infinite 
improbability drive" and an alternate reality 
in which everything appears to be made of 
yarn is worth the price of admission on its 
own. Still, if you're not already an Adams 
fan, this film is unlikely to make you a con- 
vert. It's nonstop chaos, and the everything- 
and-the-kitchen-sink style of comedy is tax- 
ing despite the frequent moments of pure 
comic genius. Familiarizing yourself with the 
book in advance - and Adams' unique wit 

- is highly recommended. - Marc Savlov

D: David Duchovny; with Anton Yelchin, Robin

Here's an interesting surprise: Dour, dry 
Duchovny's directorial debut is more weepy 
than creepy, a conventional coming-of-age 
story that flashes back to 1970s New York 
City. Tommy (Yelchin) is a smarty-pants 
scholarship student, the only son of a wid- 
owed nurse (Leoni) who staunches her grief 
with cigarettes and pills. His best friend is 
Pappass (Williams), a "retard" - their word 

- who delivers meat by bicycle and cracks 
wise at the level of a 13-year-old boy. But 
when Tommy falls for a parochial schoolgirl 
(Zelda Williams, daughter of Robin), the 
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friends realize Tommy is growing up - and 
Pappass isn't. As you might expect from 
the synopsis, there's good news and bad 
news here; the movie's unabashed heart- 
on-its-sleeve stance and pleasant, unhur- 
ried neighborhood vibe have convinced me 
to start with the good. Yelchin (Hearts in 
Atlantis) is a marvelously engaging young 
actor, and the film gives him room to shine. 
It's refreshing to see a story that treats 
teenagers as seriously as they take them- 
selves. Despite its occasional forays into 
dumb humor - one painfully long scene 
makes sport of a French teacher's mala- 
propisms - the film takes for granted that 
adolescence is a topic worth exploring 
rather than a market worth exploiting. Yet 
the real star here is Badu, as an inmate at 
the titular institution (the Women's House 
of Detention, that is) who advises Tommy 
through the bars of her cell, which opens to 
the busy sidewalk below. She's warm and 
real and magnetic onscreen, even though 
her role is as confining as the hoosegow 
itself: "an angel in an Angela Davis afro," 
as Duchovny calls her on his much-traf- 
ficked blog. She's the female variant of the 
Magical Black Person, whom you'll recall 
from such mainstream Hollywood fare as 
The Legend of Bagger Vance and the Leoni- 
starrer The Family Man. Sure, she's behind 
bars for some minor offense - most likely 
possession since she's always clamoring 
for a dime bag from Tommy - but what she 
really cares about is helping a white kid 
dance, romance the ladies, and get "some 
pimp threads." Competing for oxygen is that 
other marginalized figure of yore: the chin- 
chuckingly cute, mentally challenged man- 
boy, who chugs soda and can't control his 
scatological confessions. ("I shaved my ass 
once," he interrupts while Tommy is 
pitching woo to his girlfriend on a scenic 
balcony.) Of course Williams has a hammer- 
lock on the part, and he seems to enjoy 
the opportunities for anarchy it affords, but 
this is lazy, stock characterization of the 
worst kind. The estimable Frank Langella 
pops in as a headmaster to liken the 
pair's friendship to "the Machiavellian 
domination of a weak-minded and piti- 
ful man," but it really amounts to the 
Machiavellian domination of the audience, 
as Duchovny vacillates between squeezing 
Pappass for laughs and deploying him as 
a sympathy prop. - Marrit Ingman

Anderson, who has usually proved an effective comic 
presence in previous films, here is handed the lead- 
ing-man spot as Malcolm King, an enormously suc- 
cessful but obnoxious African-American entrepreneur. 
(That this easy name recognition derives from two 
of the best-known African-American activists of the 
20th century is an example of the kind of crassness 
on display in King's Ransom. With his bootilicious 
girlfriend and newly promoted Vice-President, Peaches 
(Hall), he concocts a plot to have himself kidnapped 
in order to hide money from his divorce-hungry gold- 
digging wife (Smith). The plan goes awry when a 
couple other simultaneous kidnapping plots intercede 
and bollix up everything for everyone. The first two- 
thirds of the movie is spent introducing all the char- 
acters, but it's done in such a disjointed manner that 
the actors all seem as though they're delivering their 
lines in isolation from one another, even when they're 
in the same scene together. The script (by Wayne 
Conley) has characters constantly underscoring the 
obvious and recapping their intentions: They might 
as well be wearing cardboard signs around their 
necks. The direction and editing is as shoddy as the 
workmanship on the patently obvious breakaway furni- 
ture in the fight scenes. King's Ransom is the comic 
equivalent of a lump of coal. - Marjorie Baumgarten

This 2003 revenger from Korean upstart Chan- 
wook Park (Sympathy for Mr. Vengeance) is a multi- 
layered, intensely performed, and viscerally visual 
tour de force - like a lavish birthday cake with a nail 
bomb hidden inside that you can't stop devouring, 
even as the horror goes one step too far and then 
farther still. (It's also being remade by Justin Lin 
(Better Luck Tomorrow) for Universal, so catch this 
original before it gets Americanized into a more palat- 
able mediocrity.) The plot is at once pure simplicity 
and utterly unique: Seoul businessman Oh Dae-su 
(Choi) is kidnapped one drunken, rainy evening by 
parties unknown. He awakens in what appears to 
be a seedy motel room - complete with hideously 
tacky wallpaper, threadbare carpet, double bed, and 
television - but which is, in reality, a cell. Days, 
months, and years go by with no explanation given 
for his incarceration. A daily meal of boiled potstick- 
ers comes through a tiny slot in the door, and every 
so often sleeping gas is piped in as well. (When he 
awakes, the room has been cleaned and his hair has 
been cut. Where can I find a service like this?) From 
the television he learns that he has been framed for 
his wife's murder - now, even if he escapes, he's a 
wanted man. Fifteen years later, he is released as he 
wakes up on the grass-covered roof of a downtown 
Seoul building outfitted with a finely tailored suit, a 
cell phone, and a wallet stuffed with cash. From here 
on out Oldboy plays like a reverse D.O.A., as Dae- 
su (once portly but now rippling with muscles from 
years of shadow-fighting himself while imprisoned) 
seeks both the reason for and the person behind his 
bizarre situation. Romance, of a sort, comes when he

It soon becomes apparent, however, that 
Dae-su is far from free - that cell phone in 
his pocket rings with ever-more-confound- 
ing riddles from his unseen tormentor, and 
as Dae-su methodically goes about the 
business of tracing his way back to the 
beginning (wherever and whatever that may 
be), bodies begin piling up. It's not hyper- 
bole to say that the plot of Park's film is 
a tragedy of Shakespearean proportions; 
there are echoes of the Bard's most fatally 
flawed antiheroes here, and Choi gives a 
mesmerizing performance as an ordinary 
salaryman driven to the edge and beyond 
by outrageous fortune. It should be noted 
that Oldboy contains scenes of intense 
violence, including one dental workout that 
puts Marathon Man to shame. That said, 
the occasional outbursts of violence are far 
less disturbing than Oldboy's overall tone, 
which is relentlessly grim and hinges on the 
notion of karmic retribution gone horrifically 
awry. Reduced to a near-animalistic state 
while imprisoned, Dae-su must claw (and 
bite, and stab) his way back to humanity 
from the primeval mind, all the while seek- 
ing answers to questions he never should 
have asked in the first place. Stylistically, 
Park's film is drenched in the palette of 
angst, all muted greens and blues which 
are only occasionally interrupted by the 
staccato neon of rain-slicked Seoul streets. 
As tough as it may be to endure this brutal 
and brilliant film, it's also a precisely con-

WINTER SOLSTICE 

D: Josh Sternfeld; with Anthony LaPaglia, Aaron

Not a changing of the seasons nor won- 
derful performances can breathe life into 
the dismally enervated Winter Solstice. 
It's a film without air, a lab experiment in 
a bell jar cut off from human reality and 
circumstance. As such, the drama is not 
without merit - most of it going to the ter- 
rific performances by the entire cast. (Even 
Livingston and Monaghan - who looks like 
a poor man's Liv Tyler - in secondary roles 
make strong impressions.) The first sign 
of trouble appears as the opening cred- 
its announce Winter Solstice as a "Josh 
Sternfeld Film." That kind of billing for an 
unknown writer-director inflates expecta- 
tions, especially when the film's stars, 
LaPaglia and Janney, are so much more 
celebrated than the guy with the billboarded 
credits. LaPaglia plays Jim Winters, the 
patriarch of the all-male Winters enclave. 
Since his wife's death prior to the start 
of the film, Jim has lived with his two 
young-adult sons Gabe (Stanford) and Pete 
(Webber). Pete goes to high school and is 
suffering from a bad case of teenerager- 
hood: His diffident attitude has him in 
and out of the principal's office, and he's 
perpetually sullen no matter where he is. 
Older brother Gabe is out of school, has a 
pretty girlfriend (Monaghan), and works a 
dead-end job. His desire to "get something 
started" prompts him to announce near the 
start of the drama that he plans to pack up 
and move to Florida shortly and work on a 
boat. This upsets his arborist father, who 
knows his sons' problems stem from who 
they are, not where they are - but that's 
not something this middle-aged man can 
explain to kids. Instead, there's a dearth of 
dialogue in Winter Solstice. All three Winters 
men are clearly unhappy, but each is unable 
to help himself or comfort the others. Then 
Molly (Janney) moves into the neighborhood 
and creates a few fissures in the Winters 
household, and a new teacher (Livingston) 



forces Pete to move to the front row of the 
classroom from the back. It's not much, but 
it's enough to create the sense of possibil- 
ity that the long Winters' hibernation may be 
nearing its end. LaPaglia is brilliant as the sto- 
ry's soft-spoken hull, but never for a minute do 
we believe he owns a nursery: The footprints 
of this deadened character would turn grass 
brown wherever he walked. The character is 
unbelievable as a gardener and nurturer. To a 
lesser degree, the same could be said for the 
other characters, who all exude that sense of 
being an inconclusive lab experiment rather 
than flesh-and-blood human beings. Even 
though we're observing this family's solstice 
- the point at which they are the furthest away 
from each other - the chill in the air is dead- 
ening for the viewer. - Marjorie Baumgarten

THEAMITYVILLE HORROR 

D: Andrew Douglas; with Ryan Reynolds, Melissa George, 
Philip Baker Hall, Jesse James, Jimmy Bennett, Chloe 
Moretz, Rachel Nichols.

Although the original Amityville Horror represents 
no great triumph of style or acting, it is an effective 
little tingler whose frights are steady, implied, and 
cumulative. In both films, the intrepid Lutz family

before, and in both films it takes 28 days before 
the family runs screaming from its dream home. In 
the original, the scares and odd events are incre- 
mental and sometimes possible to explain away, 
but in the remake the frights are such that you're 
wondering why the stubborn Lutzes don't flee after 
the first night. Strategically, the new Amityville never 
intended to go for the subtler, implied horror of the 
original; this one would be all about scaring the 
pants off viewers.

It owes much of its creepy verisimilitude to 
the memories of Hitler's personal secretary, Traudl 
Junge. Hirschbiegel's film is less interested in the 
whys of the Third Reich than in how the assembled 
leaders and adjutants reacted to their imminent 
defeat at the hands of the Russian army. Much has 
been made about the film's "humanizing" of Hitler, 
but he's only human here in the most prosaic of 
terms. This shouty little lunatic is more monstrous 
id than anything remotely resembling a well-balanced 
military leader. Ganz's Hitler is a soulless, emotionally 
bankrupt madman, but it's Ulrich Matthes' Goebbels 
who finally lodges in your memory. Some demons are 
too extreme to comprehend, but Hirschbiegel's film 
nonetheless provides a painfully unflinching glimpse 
into the outer workings of the mortally wounded Third 
Reich.

Having just shelled out $200 to replace his lost cell phone on 
the road in Nashville, Dan Auerbach has the blues. 

"For me, blues music is a personal thing," says the singing, 
guitar- and fiddle-playing half of Akron, Ohio's post-blues duo the 
Black Keys. "When I was a kid, none of my friends listened to 
that stuff. It was just me, at home, obsessing about Lightning 
Hopkins records. I was in my own little world. I don't even know 
how to talk about it with people." 

Fortunately, Auerbach doesn't have to. His Grand Canyon 
riffs and partner Patrick Carney's spanked beat do most of the 
mouthing off on third LP Rubber Factory. 01' Miss blues indie 
Fat Possum also suited up Sunday Nights: The Songs of Junior 
Kimbrough, on which the Keys, Stooges, Spiritualized, Fiery 
Furnaces, Ponys, and more holler for mercy. 

"I don't really consider what we do blues music. I just think 
it's rock & roll, although my guitar playing is definitely rooted in 
the basics, like Lightning Hopkins, Frankie Lee Sims, and Junior 
Kimbrough. Whatever I do is always gonna have that, no matter if 
I'm playing with a salsa band or a hip-hop group. I only know how 
to do that." 

That's good enough for Robert Plant, who cited only the Black 
Keys during his SXSW 05 keynote interview as evolutionaries of 
Led Zeppelin's blues reconstructionism. 




"For someone who was part of Led Zeppelin to say something 
like that is kind of overwhelming," admits Auerbach. "I wasn't 
ever a big fan of Led Zeppelin, but Patrick's always been a 
really big fan. [Plant] came out to our show in his hometown in 
England. He paid for a ticket and watched from the audience. 
Everybody there said he's a regular guy." 

Like maybe Akron's future Rock & Roll Hall of Famers? 

"I like Devo; Pat was a humongous Devo fan. To the point 
where he would stalk their houses." - Raoul Hernandez

PREPARING A WILL 
UNDER TEXAS LAW 

WJiat does a person need to do in Texas to make a 
will? Can they write their own will, or do they need a 
lawyer to prepare one for them? 

The Texas Probate Code recognizes three differ- 
ent types of wills: a deathbed or nuncupative will, a 
handwritten or holographic will, and a typewritten 
or formally attested will. Because of the multiple 
drawbacks of the first two wills, formally attested 
wills are the most common. 

A formally attested will must comply with sever- 
al basic requirements under Texas law For example, 
someone that wants to create a will must have the 
capacity to do so. Anyone who is of sound mind 
and is at least 18 years old, lawfully married, or a 
member of the U.S. Armed Forces has the capacity 
to create a valid will. 

A will should also be written in a way that clearly 
demonstrates the maker's intent. However, a will 
does not have to be overly specific in regard to 
naming assets. In fact, it could simply state that all 
of the maker's assets go to a specific person. Again, 
the idea is to be as clear as possible so that the mak- 
er's intent is evident. Ambiguous or contradictory 
language could lead to interpretation problems. 

Furthermore, another important requirement of a 
formal will is that it be properly signed and executed. 
The maker and two witnesses (each of whom must 
be at least 14 years old) should sign their names at 
the end of the will. Although not essential, a notary's 
presence is also recommended. The notary usually 
signs a separate piece of paper containing a sworn 
affidavit, which states that this document is the last 
will and testament of the maker. The will is then said 
to be self-proving; therefore, witnesses will not be 
required to testify as to the document's authenticity 
during probate. 

While a lawyer's help is not essential to con- 
structing a valid will, at the minimum, it is certainly 
advisable to have an attorney review the will to 
ensure that it produces the desired results.

HYBRIDS' HIGHWAY MILEAGE 
DIFFERS FROM THAT IN ADS 

Dear Tom and Ray : 

I'm considering buying a hybrid car, but some- 
one recently told me that because I do a lot oj 
highway driving, I will not get nearly the mileage 
promised in the ads. The reason I was given is that 
on the highway, the gasoline portion oj the engine 
is used rather than the electric portion. Is this 
true? - Gayle 

RAY: Well, Gayle, no one ever gets the 
mileage promised in the ads. But it's true 
that the benefits of hybrids are tilted toward 
city driving. 

TOM: Here's why: Hybrids combine a gaso- 
line engine with a battery-powered electric 
motor. In Toyota's hybrid system (which is the 
most popular), the battery power is called on 
first. So if you're just driving gently in city traf- 
fic, you might use only the battery a lot of the 
time. And if you're stopped at a light, you're 
using nothing! 

RAY: That's when a hybrid will save you a lot 
of gasoline. 

TOM: At higher speeds - above 15 mph or 
20 mph - or on harder acceleration, the gaso- 
line engine kicks in. And, while the battery is 
still assisting the gasoline engine, you rely much 
more on the gasoline engine. So, at highway 
speeds, you still get good mileage, but the boost 
isn't quite as great as it is around town. 

RAY: Incidentally, the reason nobody gets the 
Environmental Protection Agency-rated mileage 
in their car is that the tests are totally unrealis- 
tic. The tests are done with all of the accessories 
off, including the heat and air conditioning. In 
reality, most people have at least some acces- 
sories on all the time. Every accessory requires 
some power and lowers your mileage. 

TOM: What makes the difference even great- 
er on a hybrid is that turning on a major acces- 
sory, like the heat or AC, automatically turns 
on the gasoline engine. So, even at low speed 
around town or when you're stopped at a light, 
if your AC is on, your engine is running and 
you're using gasoline. 

RAY: The Prius EPA test claims ratings of 
60 mpg in the city and 51 on the highway. 
We have yet to meet anybody who gets even 
close to that. Most Prius owners we talk to get 
somewhere between 40 and 50 mpg - which 
is still fantastic! You might be very happy 
even at the lower end of that scale, Gayle. But 
the mileage is not what the EPA leads you to 
believe it will be. 

TOM: So, it's time for the EPA tests to join 
the real world. Turn on the AC, let a few pounds 
of air out of a couple of tires, and throw a moth- 
er-in-law or two in the back, and then we'll see 
some real-world mileage estimates.

Q. What's the difference between a dietitian 
and a nutritionist? How do I decide which one to 
consult for a specific problem, and how do I find a 
good one? 

A. Both dietitians and nutritionists are health 
care specialists who advise people on the rela- 
tionship between food and health. The titles 
"dietitian" or "nutritionist" alone may not give 
you enough information to make your decision 
because, although there are some generally 
recognized differences, there are many similari- 
ties in the two professions. To make your best 
choice, you will want to know the professional 
philosophy of the practitioner you consult. 
Generally, if you want advice about food choic- 
es, you would consult a dietitian, and if you 
want advice about the use of food supplements, 
you could consult a nutritionist, after carefully 
examining his or her credentials. 

Historically, dietitians concentrated on food 
choices and meal planning while nutritionists 
emphasized the use of food supplements to 
optimize intake of the 50 or more known nutri- 
ents. Today, this distinction is blurred. Clinical 
nutritionists are increasingly aware that some 
nutrients are best supplied by food rather than 
food supplements, and dietitians are likewise 
increasingly coming to the conclusion that food 
supplements are necessary, given the ever-wors- 
ening dietary habits of the American popula- 
tion. For example, a practice group within 
the American Dietetic Association, known as 
Nutrition in Complementary Care, specializes in 
advice about dietary supplements. 

Registered Dieticians have "RD" after their 
names and have met certain professional require- 
ments. This is a national registration. Some 
states also license dietitians, so you may see 
credentials such as "RD, LD." Generally, for the 
LD credential, there are additional requirements 
beyond the RD. 

Many people with the RD after their names 
also use the term "nutritionist." There are no 
qualifications required for a person to call him 
or herself a nutritionist, as there is for the RD. 
There are, however, several titles using the word 
nutritionist that require some level of training 
and expertise plus a passing grade on a challeng- 
ing exam. The three most selective are: 

• Certified Clinical Nutritionist, requiring a 
B.S. degree in science and post-graduate training 
in clinical nutrition. CCNs usually have a private 
practice of individualized nutrition counseling. 

• Certified Nutrition Specialist, requiring a 
post-graduate degree in nutrition. CNSs are usu- 
ally found in the academic arena. 

• Diplomate American Chiropractic Board of 
Nutrition, requiring a DC degree with additional 
training. DACBNs typically incorporate nutrition 
into their chiropractic practice. 

In addition to these, there are literally hun- 
dreds of organizations that offer a nutritionist 
credential of some sort, sometimes only requir- 
ing payment of a nominal fee for a diploma. 
There is immense variation in the skills of these 
practitioners. If you cant find a friend who 
knows personally a good nutritionist or dieti- 
tian, check for membership in one of the four 
organizations mentioned above.

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Disingenuous Denialists: What Facts? 

AIDS denialism is the belief that (pick one or more): HIV does not cause 
AIDS, HIV doesn't exist, AIDS was "invented" so drug makers could profiteer, 
etc. Last week, we looked at how denialists distort outdated, out-of-context fac- 
toids to bash HIV testing. What else do they claim? 

"AIDS is an artificial construct invented out of pre-existing conditions." For 
example, African AIDS focuses on different fatal maladies than those in the U.S. 
The example is significantly true but for reasons they withhold. An HIV-wrecked 
immune system permits opportunistic illnesses to develop from the germs 
found in the particular population: That is AIDS. Also, tough germs rise quick- 
er than wimpy ones. So, in Africa, most AIDS deaths are caused by aggressive 
TB, malaria, and intestinal bugs, and with relatively mild immune decline. If 
those germs were widespread here, they would also define AIDS for us. 

"Anti-HIV medications are toxic." That's not untrue, but it needs some con- 
text. Yes, the early drugs (or their dosages) especially were toxic, with ghastly 
side-effects. But, gee, folks, move on! Extended research has yielded better 
medications no worse than treatments for many other diseases. They aren't 
totally without problems, but HIVers taking them typically lead quite normal 
lives. If a patient's drug resistance doesn't allow those as options, then older, 
more troublesome drugs may be needed, requiring some hard decisions about 
survival vs. quality of life. It's up to the patient. 

We don't really cure viruses - yet. Until then, effective management of HIV 
is the goal, much like diabetes. We only ask that those affected be fully 
informed, and we support their making choices that make sense to them. 

Denialists are often well-intentioned but willfully uninformed. We applaud 
the raising of difficult questions, but if denialism interferes with education and 
self-empowerment, it is merely destructive.
